Otis,  and  Mr.  Thatcher  of  Mailachufetts,  Mr.  Jeremiah 
"Wadfwofth  of  Connecticut,  Mr.  Clarke,  Mr.  Elmer,  and 
Mr.  Dayton  of  New-Jerfey,  Mr.  Irvine,  Mr.  Armftrong, 
and  Mr.  Reid  of  Pennfylvania,  Mr.  Kearney,  and  Mr. 
Mitchell  of  Delaware,  Mr.  Madifon,  Mr.  Griffin,  and  Mr. 
IBrowne  of  Virginia,  Mr.  White  of  North-Carolina,  Mr. 
Huger,  Mr.  Parker,  and  Mr.  Tucker  of  South-Carolina, 
and  Mr.  Baldwin  of  Georgia,  are  authcrifed  to  fit  and  vote 
in  the  prefeutCongreCs  of  the  United  States  until  the  firit 
Monday  in  November  next,  and  no  longer  ; — That  Mr, 
Howard,  and  Mr.  Contee  of  Maryland,  are  authorifed  to 
fit  and  vote  in  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States  until  the 
fecond  Monday  in  December  next. 

A  letter  of  11&  January  from  Mr.  J.  White,  was 
read,  flating  that  as  his  holding  the  office  of  fuperintendant 

of 
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pf  Indian  affairs  is  incompatible  with  the  appointment  given 
him  by  the  ftate  of  North-Carolina  as  delegate  in  Congrefs, 
he  therefore  refigns  his  office  of  fuperintendant.

municate  to  the  honorable  Congrefs,  I  have  long  delayed., 
becaufe  I  was  unwilling  to  make  any  addition  to  the  bufinefs 
and  trouble  of  Congrefs  until  urged  by  neceffity. .  At 
length  through  fear  of  fuftaining  a  very  confiderable  lofs, 
I  am  conftrained  to  make  the  following  requeft :  That  it 
may  pleafe  the  honorable  Congrefs  to  grant  me  a  certain 
quantity  of  military  bounty  land,  as  much  as  to  them  feems 
fit,  in  confideration  of  my  fervice  as  chaplain  in  the  late 
army  during  more  than  eight  years.  The  cuftom  of  grant- 
ing  lands  to  chaplains  in  time  paft,  and  the  large  bounties 
of  land  recently  granted  to  the  chaplains  of  the  New-York 
and  other  lines  of  the  army,  have  encouraged  me  to  hope 
that  this  application  will  not  be  difagreeable  to  the  Con- 
grefs, nor  without  fuccefs.  I  would  alfo  take  the  freedom 
to  obferve  that  the  medical  ftaff,  who  according  to  the  rules 
of  the  army  are  entitled  to  no  greater  emoluments  than  the 
clerical  ftaff,  have  obtained  thole  bounties  in  land  which  are 
agreeable  to  their  willies.  When  the  honorable  Congrefs 
are  pleafed  to  confider  how  long  their  memorialifl  ferved 
in  the  late  war ;  how  many  lofles  he  fuilained,  and  how 
little  fubfiftence  he  received  from  any  of  the  ftates  by  reafon 
of  his  fervirig  in  different  lines  of  the  army,  he  cannot  but 
entertain  fome  hope  that  the  Congrefs  will  grant  him  fuch 
military  lands  as  mail  be  in  proportion  to  his  ftation  and 
pay  in  the  late  army,  and  will  place  him  upon  a  footing 
with  the  chaplains  of  the  ffcate  of  New- York.  Should  this 
memorial  fo  far  meet  the  favorable  regard  of  the  honorable 
Congrefs  as  to  obtain  what  has  been  requefted,  I  beg  leave 
to  defire  that  whatever  lands  may  be  granted  as  a  military 
right  may  be  included  in  my  lhares  of  the  land  granted  to 
the  Ohio  company.  With  the  greateft  refpecl  I  am,  fir, 
your  Excellency's  mod  obedient  humble  fervant,

zens of  the  United  States,  and  fhall  be  navigated  for  the 
mod  part  by  the  fame.  That  for  this  purpofe  the  feeretary 
for  foreign  affairs  be  and  he  is  hereby  inftru&ed  to  procure

Very  dear  great  Friends  and  Allies, 

Particular  reafons,  relative  to  the  good  of  our  fervice 
determined  us  to  appoint  a  fucceflbr  to  the  chevalier 
Ue  la  Lu.-.erne,  our  miniiber  plenipotentiary  with  you. 
We  have  chofen  the  count  de  Mouflicr,  to  take  his  place,  in 
the  lame  quality.  .  The  marks  of  zeal  which  he  has  hitherto 
given  us,  perfuade  vis,  that  on  this  new  occaiion,  he  will 
conduct  himi'df  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  render  himfelf  agree- 
able 
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able  to  you,  and  more  and  more  worthy  of  "our  good  will, 
We  pray  you  to  give  full  faith  to  whatever  he  may  fay  to 
you  on  our  part;  particularly  when  he  (hall  aflure  you  of 
the  Sincerity  of  our  wilhes  for  your  prosperity,  as  well  as  of 
the  conftant  affeclion  and  friendship  which  we  bear  to  the 
United  States  in  general  and  to  each  of  them  in  particular.

Gentlemen  of  the  Congrefs, 

The  relations  of  friendship  and  affection  which  fu" 
between  the  king  my  mailer  and  the  United  States,  have 
been  eftablilhed  on  a  balls  which  cannot  but  daily  acquire  a 
new  degree  of  folidity.  It  is  Satisfactory  to  be  mutually 
convinced  that  an  alliance  formed  for  obtaining  a  glorious 
peace,  after  efforts  directed  by  the  greatefc  wifdom,  and 
fuffained  with  admirable  constancy,  muft  al.vavs  hje  con- 
formable to  the  common  interests  ;  and  that  it  is  a  fruitful 
fource  of  infinite  advantages  to  both  nations,  whole  mutual 
confidence  and  intercourlc  will  increafe  in  proportion  as 
thev  become  better  known  to  each  other. 

The  king,  who  was  the  firft  to  connect  hjnifelf . with  the 
United  States  as  a  fovereign  power,  to  fecor.d  their  efforts 
and  favor  their  interefts,  has  never  ceafed,  fince  that  me- 
morable period,  to  turn  his  attention  to  the  means  of 
proving  to  them  his  aiiection.  This  Sentiment  directs  the 
Vows  which  his  majefty  forms  for  their  profperity.  Their 
luccefs  will  always  intereft  himfenfibly  ;  and  there  isreai'ou 
to  hope  for  it,  from  the  wii'dom  of  the  tneafures  v.  hich  they 
will  adopt. 

To  this  folemn  affurance  of  intereft  and  attachment  en 
the  part  of  the  king,    to  the  unanimous  fentiment  or 
nation,  and  to  the  fervent  wifhes  of  a  great  number  of  my 
countrymen,  who  have  had  the  advantage  to  be  allociated 

in 
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in  the  military  toils  and  fuccefs  of  the  United  States,  per- 
mit me  to  add  thofe  which  I  in  particular  entertain  for  the, 
growth  and  glory  of  thefe  ftates.  I  at  length  enjoy  the 
fatisfaction  of  having  it  in  my  power  here  to  teitify  the  pro- 
found veneration  with  which  I  have  been  conftantly  pene- 
trated, for  a  people  who  have  been  able  to  fix,  from  their 
birth,  the  attention  of  the  moft  confiderable  powers  in 
Europe,  and  whofe  courage  and  patriotifm  have  aftoniihed 

all  nations. My  happinefs  will  be  compleat,  gentlemen, 

if  I  could  fucceed  by  my  zeal,  and  moft  conftant  cares,  to 
merit  your  efteem,  your  confidence,  and  your  approbation. 
The  talk  which  I  have  to  accomplish,  appears  to  me  to 
be  the  more  difficult,  as  in  fucceding  a  mimfter  who  held 
the  place  near  you,  gentlemen,  with  which  I  am  now  ho- 
nored, I  am  far  from  enjoying  the  advantages  which  he 
derived  from  his  talents,  his  knowledge,  and  thofe  circunv 
ftances  which  placed  him  in  the  moft  intimate  relations  to 
you.  I  will  endeavor  to  relemble  him,  at  leaft  by  the 
greateft  attention  to  promote  and  give  fuccefs  to  whatever 
may  contribute  to  the  fatisfa&ion,  the  glory,  and  the  prof- 
perity  of  the  United  States. 

To  which  the  Prefident  made  the  following  Reply  r 
S  I  R, 

I  T  will  always  give  us  pleafure  to  acknowledge  the 
friendfhip  and  important  good  offices,  which  we  have  ex- 
perienced from  his  moft  chriftian  majefty,  and  your  ge- 
nerous nation  ;  and  we  flatter  ourfelves,  that  the  fame  prin- 
cip:es  of  nugnanimity  and  regard  to  mutual  convenience, 
which  dictated  the  connexions  between  us,  will  continue  to 
operate,  and  to  render  them  ftill  more  extenfive  in  the 
their  benefits  to  the  two  countries. 

We  confider  the  alliance  as  involving  engagements, 
highly  interefting  to  both  parties;  and  we  are  perfuaded 
that  they  will  be  obferved  with  entire  and  mutual  good 
faith.

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time  may  be  given  to  the  ftate  of  Virginia,  or  thofe  en- 
titled to  bounties  under  faid  ftate,  to  ascertain  the  quantity 
of  land  on  the  north-weft  fide  of  the  Ohio,  requifite  to 
make  good  the  deficiency  mentioned  in  the  deed  of

According  to  order,  Congrefs  proceeded  to  the  election 
of  an  agent  for  the  Cherokee  nation  of  Indians,  agreeably 
to  the  act  paffed  yefterday,  and  the  ballots  being  taken, 

Col.  Jofeph Martin  was  elected,  having  been  previoufly 
nominated  by  Mr.  Brown. 

The  committee  confifting  of  Mr.  WUliamfon,  Mr.  Dane, 
Mr.  Carrington,  Mr.  Kearney  and  Mr.  Wingate,  to  whom 
was  referred  a  memorial  of  George  Morgan,  and  his  aflb- 
ciates,  reflecting  a  tract  of  land  in  the  Illinois  country,  on 
the  Miffifippi,  having  reported  thereon,  and  their  report 
being  amended  to  read  as  follows  :  "  That  there  are  fun- 
dry  French  fettlements  on  the  river  Miflifippi,  within  the 
tract  which  Mr.  Morgan  and  his  aflbciates  propofe  to  pur- 
chafe.  Near  the  mouth  of  the  river  Kafkafkies,  there  is  a 
village  which  appears  to  have  contained  near  eighty  families 
from  the  beginning  of  the  late  revolution.  There  are 
twelve  families  in  a  fmall  village  at  la  Prairie  du  Rochers, 
and  near  fifty  families  at  the  Kahokia  village.  There  are 
alfo  four  of  five  families  at  fort  Chartres  and  St.  Philips, 
which  is  five  miles  farther  up  the  river.  The  heads  of 
families  in  thofe  villages  appear  each  of  them  to  have  had 
a  certain  quantity  of  arable  land  allotted  to  them,  and  a 
proportionate  quantity  of  meadow  and  of  wood-land  or 
pafture.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  that  from 
any  general  fale  which  may  be  made  of  the  lands  on  the 
Miflifippi,  there  mould  at  leaft  he  a  referve  of  fo  much  land 
as  may  fatisfy  all  the  juft  claims  of  the  antient  fettlers  on 
that  river,  and  that  they  mould  be  confirmed  in  the  pof- 
feflion  of  fuch  lands  as  they  may  have  had  at  the  beginning 
of  the  late  revolution,  which  may  have  been  allotted  to 
them  according  to  the  laws  or  ufages  of  the  governments 
under  which  they  have  refpectively  fettled.  And  whereas 
an  additional  quantity  of  land  may  be  neceffary  for  the  fup- 
port  of  thofe  people  whenever  the  fettlement  (hall  encreafe, 
and  the  Indian  trade,  by  which  they  have  chiefly  fubfifted, 
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Ihall  become  lefs  profitable ;  your  committte  are  of  the 
opinion  that  fuch  allowance  fhould  alio  be  made  to  them 
within  the  referved  limits.  Your  committee  obferve  that 
in  the  contract  which  is  already  made  for  the  fale  of  a  tract 
of  land  in  the  weftern  country,  the  purchafers  are  to  be 
charged  with  furveying  three  lots  which  are  referved  for 
the  benefit  of  the  United  States.  They  conceive  that 
future  contractors  may  be  relieved  from  this  expence,  but 
they  would  propofe  that  every  agreement  hereafter  to  be 
made  fhall  be  equally  binding  on  the_  contracting  parties  ; 
whereupon  they  fubmit  the  following  refolves  : 

That  the  board  of  treafury  be  authorifed  to  contract 
with  any  perfon  or  perfons  for  a  grant  of  a  tract  of  land, 
which  mail  be  bounded  as  follows  ;  beginning  on  the  river 
Au  Vafe,  in  the  parallel  of  latitude  of  the  mouth  of  Little 
Wabafh  river  ;  thence  running  clue  north  to  the  parallel  of 
latitude  which  paffes  through  the  mouth  of  Wood  river; 
thence  weft  to  the  Miflifippi  at  the  mouth  of  Wood  river ; 
thence  down  the  river  Miflifippi  to  the  mouth  of  the  river 
Au  Vafe ;  thence  up  thefaid  river  to  the  place  of  beginning, 
under  the  exceptions  and  reiervaticns  herein  after  men- 
tioned. 

That  the  purchafer  or  purchafers  fhall  oblige  themfelves 
to  lay  off  the  tract  at  their  own  expence,  into  townihipsor 
fractional  parts  of  townlhips,  and  to  divide  the  fame  into 
lots  according  to  the  land  ordinance  of  the  20th  May,  1785, 
compleat  returns  of  which  are  to  be  made  to  the  board  of 
treafury.  The  lot  No.  16,  in  each  townlhip,  or  fractional 
part  of  a  townlhip,  to  be  given  perpetually  for  the  pur- 
poles  contained  in  the  faid  ordinance  ;  and  the  lot  No.  2.0, 
in  each  townlhip  or  fractional  part  of  a  townlhip,  to  be 
given  perpetually  for  the  purpofes  of  religion  ;  and  that 
each  of  the  feveral  townlhips  fhall  be  thus  laid  off  before 
the  original  purchafer  or  purchafers  fhall  have  difpofed  of 
the  fame,  or  made  any  iettlement  therein.  The  price  to 
be  not  lei's  than  two-thirds  of  a  dollar  per  acre  for  the  con- 
tents of  the  laid  tract,  except  the  refervations  and  gifts 
herein  mentioned,  payable  in  fpecie,  loan-office  certificates 
reduced  to  fpecie  value,  or  certificates  of  liquidated  debts 
of  the  United  States  ;  the  principal  only  of  the  faid  certi- 
ficates to  be  received  in  payment ;  and  the  board  of  trea- 
fury, for  fuch  intereft  as  may  be  due   on  the   certificates 
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rendered  in  payment  as  aforefaid,  prior  to  the  firft  day  of 
January,  1787,  fhall  iflue  indents  for  intereft  to  the  pof- 
feflbrs,  which  mall  be  receivable  in  payment  as  other  indents 
for  intereft  of  the  exifting  requifitions  of  Congrefs ;  and 
far  fuch  intereft  as  may  be  due  on  the  faid  certificates  be- 
tween that  period  and  the  time  of  payment,  the  board  mall 
iflue  indents,  the  payment  of  which  to  be  provided  for 
hereafter.  That  part  of  the  parchafe  money,  not  lefs  than 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thoufand  dollars  fhall  be  paid  down 
upon  the  clofing  of  the  contract,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
purchafe  money  whenever  the  Indian  claim  fhall  have  been 
extinguished,  and  the  boundary  line  of  the  tract  run  by  the 
geographer  of  the  United  States  or  his  affiftant  ;  the  con- 
tents of  the  land  which  is  to  be  fold  afcertained,  and  a  plot 
of  the  fame  returned  to  the  office  of  the  treafury  board,  on 
which  payment  a  grant  fhall  be  made,  and  the  purchafer  or 
purchafers  fhall  have  the  right  of  entry  and  occupancy. 

That  feparate  tracts  fhall  be  referved  for  fatisfying  the 
claims  of  the  antient  fettlers,  which  fhall  be  included  within 
the  following  boundary,  viz.  A  ftraightline  to  be  extended 
from  the  mouth  of  the  little  river  Marie,  below  the  river  Kaf- 
kalkies,  to  the  old  French  fort  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the  faid 
river  Kafkafkies  and  oppofite  the  Kaikafkie  village  ;  thence 
north  three  miles  ;  thence  weft  acrofs  the  Kafkafkies  river 
to  the  ridge  of  rocks  and  high  land  which  extend  from  the 
Kafkafkies  to  the  Illinois  rivers ;  then  along  the  weft  fide  or 
foot  of  the  faid  ridge  of  rocks  and  high  land,  to  the  paral- 
lel that  runs  two  miles  north  of  the  church  at  Kahokia ; 
thence  weft  to  the  river  Miflifippi ;  thence  down  the  faid 
river  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  Marie. 

That  meafuresbe  immediately  taken  for  confirming  in 
their  pofleflions  and  titles,  the  French  and  Canadian  inha- 
bitants and  other  fettlers  on  thofe  lands,  who  on  or  before 
the  year  1783,  had  profefled  themfelves  citizens  of  the 
United  States  or  any  of  them,  and  for  laying  off  the  feveral 
tracts  which  they  rightfully  claim  within  the  defcribed 
limits  ;  and  for  laying  off  for  the  benefit  of  the  faid  inhabi- 
tants, three  additional  tracts  adjoining  the  feveral  villages 
Kaikafkies,  La  Prairie  du  Rochers,  and  Kahokia,  in  the  form 
of  a  parallelogram,  extending  from  the  river  Miflifippi 
eaftward,  to  the  ridge  of  rocks  before  defcribed,  and  of 
fuch  extent  as  fhall  contain  four  hundred  acres  for  each  of 

the

the  families  now  living  at  either  of  the  villages  of  Kafkal- 
kies, La  Prairie  du  Rochers,  Kahokia,  fort  Chartres,  or 
St.  Philip's.  The  additional  referved  tract  adjoining  the 
village  of  Kafkalkies  Shall  be  for  the  heads  of  families  in 
that  village  ;  the  trad;  adjoining  La  Prairie  du  Rochers  for 
the  heads  of  families  in  that  village  ;  and  the  trad  adjoining 
Kahokia  for  the  heads  of  families  in  that  village,  as  alio  for 
thofe  at  fort  Chartres  and  St.  Philip's.  Such  additional 
donations  of  four  hundred  acres  each  to  be  distributed  by 
lot,  and  immediate  poileffion  given  :  Provided  neverthelefs , 
that  no  perfon  thus  obtaining  pofleffion  of  fuch  donation 
lands  mall  have  power  to  alienate  the  fame,  until  he  or  me, 
or  his  or  her  heirs  mall  have  relided  at  leaSl  three  years 
from  the  t'me  of  fuch  distribution,  within  that  district  ; 
at  the  end  of  which  period,  every  fuch  reSident  Shall  obtain 
a  title  to  the  referved  lot ;  and  all  lots  not  thus  conveyed  to 
residents,  Shall  revert  to  the  United  States. 

That  whenever  the  French  and  Canadian  inhabitants 
and  other  Settlers  aforefaid  Shall  have  been  confirmed  in 
their  poSTeShons  and  titles,  and  the  amount  of  the  fame 
afcertained,  and  the  three  additional  parallelograms  for 
future  donations,  and  a  tract  of  land  one  mile  fquare  on  the 
MiSTifippi,  extending  as  far  above  as  below  fort  Chartres, 
and  including  the  faid  fort,  the  buildings  and  improvements 
adjoining  the  Same,  Shall  be  laid  off;  the  whole  remainder 
of  the  foil  within  the  referved  limits  above  defcribtd,  i  11 
be  considered  as  appertaining  to  the  general  purciiaie,  p 
mall  be  conveyed  accordingly. 

That  meafures  be  immediately  taken  to  .extinguish  the 
Indian  claim,  if  any  fuch  exists,  to  the  land  bordering  on 
the  MiSlifippi  from  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio  to  a.  determined 
Station  on  the  Millilippi,  that  Shall  be  Sixty  or  eighty  miles 
north  from  the  mouth  of  die  Illinois  river,  and  extending 
from  the  MiSlifippi  as  far  eastward  as  may  be. 

That  the  governor  of  the  weitern  territory  be  instruct- 
ed to  repair  to  the  French  fettlemeuts  on  the  Millilippi,  at 
and  above  the  Kafkalkies  :  That  he  examine  the  titles  and 
poSTellions  of  the  Settlers  as  above  delcivbed,  in  order  to  de- 
termine what  quantity  of  land  they  may  Severally  claim, 
which  Shall  be  laid  off  for  them  at  their  own  expence  3  and 
that  he  take. an  account  of  the  Several  heads  of  families  living 
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within  the  refer ved  limits,  in  order  that  he  may  "determine 
the  quantity  of  land  that  is  to  be  laid  off  in  the  feveral  pa* 
rallelograms,  which  mall  be  hid  off  accordingly  by  the  geo- 
grapher of  the  United  States  or  his  ailiftant,  at  the  ex- 
pence  of  the  United  States. 

That  the  geographer  of  the  United  States  be  instructed 
to  take  the  latitude  of  the  mouth  of  the  river  Au  Vafe,  and 
the  mouth  of  Wood  river,  and  of  the  north-eaft  and  fouth- 
ern  angle  of  the  tract ;  and  that  in  executing  all  other  large 
furveys,  he  take  the  latitude  of  three  or  four  of  the  chief 
corners." 

Refolved,  That  Gongrefs  agree  to  the  faid  report.

tendant  and  commiffioners  appointed  for  holding  treaties 
with  the   Indians  in  the  fouthern  department,  not  be  able 

to 
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to  bring  the  Indians  to  explain  the  caufe  of  their  prefent 
hoftilities,  and  to  enter  into  a  treaty  witff  the  United  States, 
upon  reafonable  terms,  Congrefs  will  take  meafures  for 
the  protection  of  that  frontier  of  the  United  States."  This 
report  being  under  confederation,  a  motion  was  made  by 
the  delegates  of  Georgia  to  poftpone  the  faid  report,  in 
order  to  take-up  the  following,  viz. 

"  Whereas  it  is  reprefented  to  Congrefs  by  the  delegates  of 
the  ilate  of  Georgia,  that  the  principal  parts  of  the  fron- 
tiers of  that  State  have  been  for  feveral  years  part  invaded 
and  kept  in  a  ftate  of  alarm  by  the  Creek  Indians  ;  that  the 
fighting  men  of  that  nation,  fuppofed  to  amount  to  not  lefs 
than  fix  thoufand,  have  been  fo  far  infligated  by  refugees 
and  fugitive  traders,  who  had  formerly  elcaped  from  thefe 
ftates  and  taken  refuge  among  them,  as  to  keep  up  con- 
ftant  and  bloody  incurfions  on  the  different  parts  of  that 
frontier,  and  that  the  fettlements  of  four  of  the  exterior 
counties  are  almoft  entirely  broken  up  :  And  whereas  mea- 
fures have  been  repeatedly  taken  by  Congrefs  to  find  out  if 
there  be  any  caufe  of-  uneafmefs  and  holtility  towards  the 
citizens  of  thefe  United  States,  and  effectually  td  remove 
the  fame  ;  but  fuch  meafures  have  always  been  rejected  by 
the  Creek  nation,  and  they  have  refufed  to  hold  any  treaty 
•with  the  agents  of  the  United  States, — Refolved,  That  the 
fuperintendant  and  commiflioners  for  the  fouthern  depart- 
ment, be  ;nltructed  to  notify  to  the  faid  Indians,  that , 
ihould  they  periiit  in  refufmg  to  enter  into  a  treaty  with 
the  United  States  upon  reafonable  terms,  the  arms  of  the 
United  States  fhall  be  called  forth  for  the  protection  of  that 
frontier  :  Refolved,  That  the  fecretary  at  war  report  to 
Congrefs  what  detachments  of  militia,  and  fupplies  for  the 
fame,  will  be  neceflary  for  the  purpofes  fpecified  in  the 
preceding  refolve,  and  a  plan  of  carrying  the  fame  into  ef- 
fect, as  nearly  as  may  be  in  conformity  to  the  refolutiOn  of 
the  2 lit  July  laft,  for  the  protection  of  the  frontiers  of 
Pennfylvaniaand  Virginia."

upon  certain  terms  and  conditions  in  the  faid  acts  Itipulated  ; 
and  it  further  appearing  to  Congrefs  that  the  faid  diftrict  in 
convention  aflembled,  did  in  conformity  to  the  faid  acts, 
by  certain  refolutions  entered  into  on  the  aid  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1787,  determine  that  it  was  expedient  that  th6 
faid  diftricT:  mould  be  erected  into  an  independent  ftate,  oil 
the  terms  and  conditions  fpecified  in  faid  acts,  and  did  pre- 
fent  to  CoUgrefs  an  addrefs  praying  to  be  admitted  into 
union  with  the  United  States  as  a  federal  member.  And 
whereas  it  appears  to  Congrefs  to  be  juft  and  reafonablft 
that  the  application  of  the  faid  diftrict  of  Kentucky  fhould 
be  complied  with  ;  Refolved  therefore,  that  the  United 
States  in  Congrefs  aflembled  do  ratify  and  confirm  the 
compact  entered  into  bet. ween  the  ftate  of  Virginia  and  the 
diftrict  of  Kentucky,  agreeably  to  the  acts  and  refolutions 
aforefaid ;  and  that  the  laid  diftricT;  be  admitted  into  union 
with  the  United  States  as  an  independant  federal  member 
0:1  the  firft  day  of  January,  1789,  and  be  ftiled  the  com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky.  Refolved,  That  Congrefs  will 
releafe  the  ftate  of  Virginia  from  all  federal  obligations  a- 
rifing  within  the  faid  diftrict  after  the  faid  firft  day  of  Ja- 
nuary, 1789,  and  from  fuchpart  of  her  quota  of  the  con- 
tinental debt  as  mall  be  apportioned  to  the  faid  diftrict:  when- 
ever the  fame  fliall  have  been  afcertained  agreeably  to  the 
ftipUlations  of  the  compact  aforefaid.  Refolved,  That  the 
laid  diftrict  ihall  be  admitted  to  a  reprefentation  in  Congrefs 
after  the  faid  firft  day  of  January,  1789,  provided  from  an 
accurate  fcehfuS  it  fhall  appear  that  the  faid  diftricT:  contains 
iixty  thoufand  inhabitants. >? 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Dane,  leconded  by  Mr. 
Tucker,  to  poftpone  the  confideratiort  of  the  foregoing  mo- 
tion, in  order  to  take  up  the  following  : 

"  Whereas  application  has  been  lately  made  to  Congrefs 
by  the  legiflattire  Of  Virginia  and  the  diftricT:  of  Kentucky 
for  the  admiflion  of  the  faid  diftricT:  into  the  federal  union, 
as  a  feparate  member  thereof,  on  the  terms  contained  in  the 
acts  of  the  faid  Legiflature,  and  in  the  refolutions  of  the 

faid 
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laid  diftrict.  relative  to  the  premifes.  And  whereas  Con- 
grefs, having  fully  conlidered  the  fubject,  did  on  the  3d 
day  of  June  laft  Refo.he,  That  it  is  expedient  that  the  laid 
diftrid  be  erected  into  a  fovereign  and  independent 
itate,  and  a  feparate  member  of  the  federal  union,  and 
appointed  a  committee  to  report  an  act  accordingly,  which 
committee  on  the  fecpnd  inftan.t  was  difcharged,  it  ap- 
pearing that  nine  Hates  had  adopted  the  conftitution  of  the 
United  States,  lately  fubmitted  to  conventions  of  the  peo- 
ple ;  and  whereas  a  new  confederacy  is  formed  among  the 
ratifying  ftates,  and  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  ftate  of 
Virginia,  including  the  faid  diftrict,  has  already  become  a 
member  of  the  faid  confederacy  :  And  whereas  an  act  of 
Congrefs  in  the  prefent  ftate  of  the  government  of  the 
country,  fevering  a  part  of  the  faid  ftate  from  the  other 
parts  thereof,  and  admitting  it  into  the  confederacy  fqrm- 
ed  by  the  articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual  union,  as 
an  independent  member  thereof,  may  be  attended  with  dan- 
gerous confequencqs,  while  it  can  have  no.  eiFect  tp. make 
the  faid  diftrict.  a  feparate  member  of  the  federal  union 
formed  by  the  adoption  of  the  faid  conftitution,,  and  there- 
fore it  muft  be  manifeftly  inexpedient  for  Congrefs  afTem- 
bled,  under  the  laid  articles  of  confederation,  to  adopt  any 
other  meafures  relative. to  the  premifes  than  thofe  which 
exprefs  their  fenfe  that  the  laid  diftrict.  ought  to  be  an  in- 
dependent member  of  the  union  as  loon  as  circumftances  ihall 
permit  proper  meafures  to  be  adopted- for.  that  purpoie. 
Refolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  Congrefs  re- 
lative to  the  independency  of  the  diftrict  of  Kentucky,  be 
tranfmitted  to  the  legillature  of  Virginia,  and  ;hat  the  faid 
legiflature  be  informed,  that  as  the  conftitution  of  the 
United  States  is  now  ratified,  Congrefs  think  it  unadviia- 
ble  to  adopt  any  further  meafures  for  admitting  the  dif- 
trict,  of  Kentucky  into  the  federal,  union,  as  an  independent 
member  thereof,  under  the  articles  of  confederation  and  per- 
petual union  ;  but  that  Congrefs  thinking  it  expedient  that 
the  faid  diftrict  be  made  a  feparate  ftate  and  member  of  the 
union  as  foon  after  proceedings  ilia.ll  commence  under  the 
faid  conftitution  as  circumftances  ihall  permit,  recommend 
it  to  the  faid  legillature  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  thg.faid  dif- 
£rk%  fo  tp  alter,  their  acts  and,  rciblutions  rehtjve  to  th«? 

prcmilcs, 
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premifes,  as  to  render  them  conformable  to  the  provifions, 
made  in  the  laid  conftitution,  to  the  end  that  no  impedi- 
ment may  be  in  the  way  of  the  fpeedy  accomplifliment  of 
this  important  bufmefs.

Whereas  application  has  been  lately  made  to  Congrefs 
by  the  legislature  of  Virginia  and  the  diftricl:  of  Kentucky 
for  the  admiffion  of  the  faid  district  into  the  federal  union,  » 
a  feparate  member  thereof,  on  the  terms  contained  in  the 
a&s  of  the  faid  legislature,  and  in  the  refolutions  of  the  faid 
diftricl:  relative  to  the  premifes.  And  whereas  Congrefs 
having  fully  coniidered  the  Subject,  did,  on  the  third  day 
of  June  laft,  refolve  that  it  is  expedient  that  the  faid  district 
be  erefted  into  a  fovereign  and  independent  State,  and  a 
feparate  member  of  the  federal  union  ;  and  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  report  an  aft  accordingly,  which  committee  on 
the  fecond  inftant  was  difcharged,  it  appearing  that  nine 
States  had  adopted  the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
lately  Submitted  to  conventions  of  the  people.  And 
whereas  a  new  confederacy  is  formed  among  the  ratifying 
Slates,  and  there  is  reafon  to  believe  that  the  ftate  of  Vir- 
ginia including  the  laid  district,  did  on  the  25th  of  June 
laft  become  a  member  of  the  faid  confederacy  :  And  whereas 
an  act  of  Congrefs,  in  the  prefent  ftate  of  the  government 
of  the  country,  fevering  a  part  of  the  faid  State  from  the 
other  parts  thereof,  and  admitting  it  into  the  confedera- 
cy formed  by    the  articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual 

union.

union,  as  an  independent  member  thereof,  may  be  attend- 
ed  with  many  inconveniencies,  while  it  can  have  no  effect 
to  make  the  faid  diftrict  a  feparate  member  of  the  federal 
union  formed  by  the  adoption  of  the  faid  conftitution,  and 
therefore  itmuft  be  manifeftly  improper  for  Congrefs  aflem- 
bled  under  the  faid  articles  of  confederation,  to  adopt  any 
other  meafures  relative  to  the  premifes  than  thofe  which. 
exprefs  their  fenfe,  that  the  faid  diftrict  onght  to  be  an  in- 
dependent member  of  the  union  as  foon  as  circumftances  Jhall 
permit   proper  meafures  to  be  adopted  for  that  purpofe. 

Refolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  Congrefs, 
relative  to  the  independency  of  the  diftrict  of  Kentucky,  be 
tranfmitted  to  the  legiflature  of  Virginia,  and  alfo  to  Sa- 
muel McDowell,  efquire,  late  prefident  of  the  faid  con- 
vention ;  and  that  the  faid  legiflature  and  the  inhabitants 
of  the  diftricl  aforelaid  be  informed,  that  as  the  conftituti- 
on of  the  United  States  is  now  ratified,  Congrefs  think  it 
unadvifeable  to  adopt  any  further  meafures  for  admitting  the. 
diftricl  of  Kentucky  into  the  federal  Union,  as  an  indepen- 
dent member  thereof,  under  the  articles  of  confederation, 
and  perpetual  union  ;  but  that  Congrefs  thinking  it  expe- 
dient that  the  faid  diftricl  be  made  a  ieparate  ftate  and  mem- 
ber of  the  union  as  foon  after  proceedings  mall  commence 
undeV  the  laid  conftitution  as  circumftances  ihall  permit,  re- 
commend it  to  the  faid  legiflature  and  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  faid  diftrict,  lb  to  alter  their  ads  and  refolutions  rela- 
tive to  the  premifes  as  to  render  them  conformable  to  the 
provifions  made  in  the  faid  conftitution,  to  the  end  that  no- 
impediment  may  be  in  the  way  of  the  fpeedy  accomplifli-. 
ment  of  this  important  bufinefs. 

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confifting  of  Mr.  Bald- 
win, Mr.  Dane,  Mr.  Dayton,  Mr.  Kearney  and  Mr.  Gil- 
man, 

Refolved,  That  the  poft-mafter  general  be  and  he  hereby 
is  authorifed  and  inftructed  to  enter  into  contracts,  with 
fufficient  fecurity,  for  the  conveyance-©!'  the  mails  for  one 
year,  commencing  on  the  firft  day  of  January  next,  from 
Portland  in  Maflachufetps  to  the  ftate  of  Georgia,  by  ftage 
carriages  or  horfes,  as  he  may  j  udge  mod  expedient  and  be- 
neficial, provided  that  preference  is  given  to  the  tranfpor- 
tation  by  ftages,  to  encourage  that  ufeful  inftitution,  when 

it 
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it  can  be  done  without  material  injury  to  the  public  ;  and 
that  the  mail  be  conveyed  three  times  each  week  from  the 
firft  of  May  to  the  firft  of  November,  and  twice  a  week 
from  the  firft  of  November  to  the  firft  of  May,  from  Port- 
land inMaflachufetts,  to  Suffolk  in  Virginia,  and  from  Suf- 
folk to  the  State  of  Georgia,  agreeably  to  the  relblution  of 
the  15th  of  October,  1 787  ;  the  fame  to  be  done  by  four  or 
more  Separate  contracts. 

In  cafe  of  only  four  contracts,  the  firft  ihall  extend  from 
Portland  to  New-York  ;  the  fecorid  from  New-York  to 
Philadelphia  ;  the  third  from  Philadelphia  to  Suffolk  in 
Virginia  ;  and  the  fourth  from  Suffolk  to  the  ftate  of 
Georgia,  by  fuch  route  as  the  poft-mafter  general  ma)'  find 
moft  convenient  and  proper. 

Refolved}  That  the  poft-mafter  general  be  and  he  hereby 
is  authorifed  and  inftructed  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
tranfportation  of  the  mail  for  one  year  from  the  firft  day 
of  January  next,  on  the  crofs-roads  mentioned  in  the  re- 
folves  of  Congrefs,  palled  the  4th  September,  1786,  and 
the  27th  July,  1787,  on  the  principles  provided  in  the 
irefolution  of  the  1  <^th  February,  1787. 

Refolved,  That  the  poft-mafter  general  be  and  he  hereby 
Is  directed  to  employ  pofts  for  the  regular  tranfportation 
of  the  mail  for  'one  year  from  the  firft  of  January  next,  be- 
tween the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  the  town  of  Pitrfburg  in 
the  ftate  of  Pennsylvania,  by  the  route  of  Lancafter,  York- 
Town,  Carlifle,  Chamber's  Town,  and  Bedford;  and 
between  Portland  and  PoWnalborough  in  the  ftate  of  Maffa- 
chuletts,  and  that  the  mail  be  difpatched  once  in  each  fort- 
night from  the  poft  offices  reflectively. 

Refolved,  That  the  ftated  committee  of  the  poft-office,  ap- 
pointed in  purfuance  of  the  relblution  of  the  17th  June, 
1782,  be  inftrufted  to  fuperintend  the  execution  of  the 
preceding  refolves,  and  to  report  fpecially  thereon  to  Con- 
grels, 

When  the  foregoing  act  was  under  debate,  a  motion  was 
made  by  the  delegates  of  Georgia  to  add  in  the  laft  refolve 
but  one  after  the  word  Maffachufetts,  the  words  "and  from 
Savannah  to  Augufta  in  Georgia  ;"  and  on  the  queftion  to 
agree  to  this  addition,  the  yeas  and  nays  being  required 
by  Mr.  Few :

Congrefs  affembled — Prefent,  New-Hampfhire,  MafTa- 
chufetts, Rhode-Ifland,  New- York,  New-Jerfey,  Penn- 
fylvania, Maryland,  Virginia,  North -Carolina,  South- 
Carolina  and  Georgia ;  and  from  Connecticut  Mr.  Hunt- 
ington. 

According  to  order  the  fupplement  to  the  ordinance  for 
afcertaining  the  mode  of  difpofing  of  land  in  the  weftern 
territory,  was  taken  up  for  a  fecond  reading,  and  after  de- 
bate thereon,  adjourned. 

Tuesday,  July    8,    1788. 

Congrefs  aflembled — Prefent  as  yefterday. 

Congrefs  proceeded  in  the  fecond  reading  of  the  fupple- 
ment to  the  ordinance  for  afcertaining  the  mode  of  difpo- 
fing of  lands  in  the  weftern  territory  ;  and  the  following 
claufe  being  under  debate  : 
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And  \vher<?as  Congrefs  on  the  13th  day  of  September, 
1783,  fixed  the  terras  and  conditions  upon  which  they 
would  accept  a  ceffion  of  claims  to  weftern  territory  from 
the  ftate  of  Virginia  ;  and  whereas  the  faid  ftate  on  the 
20th  day  of  OcTober,  1783,  agreed  to  the  fame  terms  and 
conditions,  and  by  her  aft  authoriied  her  delegates  in 
Congrefs  to  convey,  transfer,  and  ailign  to  the  United 
States,  the  right,  title  and  claim  of  the  faid  ftate  to  the 
lands  within  her  charter,  and  northwefl  of  the  river  Ohio, 
on  the  laid  terms  and-  conditions  propofed  by  Congrefs  : 
And  the  faid  delegates  made  a  conveyance  accordingly,  on 
the  faid  conditions;  among  which  conditions  is  the  follow- 
ing, to  wit,  "  That  in  cafe  the  quantity  of  good  lands  on 
the  fouth-eaft  fide  of  "the  Ohio,  upon  the  waters  of  Cum- 
berland river,  and  between  the  Green  river  and  Tenefee 
river,  which  have  been  referved  by  law,  to  the  Virginia 
troops  upon  continental  eftablifhment,  mould,  from  the 
North-Carolina  line  bearing  in  further  upon  the  Cumberr 
land  lands  than  was  expected,  prove  inefficient  for  their  legal 
bounties,  the  deficiency  fhould  be  made  Up  to  the  faid  troops 
in  good  lands,  to  be  laid  off  between  the  rivers  Scioto  and 
Little  Miami,  on  the  north- weft  fide  of  the  river  Ohio, 
in  fuch  proportions  as  have' been  engaged  to  them  by  the 
laws  of  Virginia."  And  whereas  the  faid  deficiency  of 
lands  on  the  fouth-eaft  fide  of  the  Ohio  has  not  in  any 
manner  been  afcertained  to  Congrefs,  nor  has  it  been  alledg- 
ed  by  the  faid  ftate  or  troops  that  there  is  any  deficiency  of 
fuch  lands  on  the  laid  fouth-eaft  fide  of  the  Ohio,  either 
from  the  bearing  in  of  the  faid  North-Carolina  line  further 
than  was  expected,  or  from  any  other  caufe  ;  which  defi- 
ciency ought  to  be  (hewn  previoufly  to  lands  being  laid  off 
for  the  faid  troops,  between  the  faid  rivers  Scioto  and 
Miami. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Carrihgton,  feconded  by  Mr.

Congrefs  affembled — Prefent  as  before. 

According  to  the  order  of  the  9th  of  June,  the  board  <rf 
treafury  tranfmitted  to  Congrefs  an  eftimate  of  the  funis 
neceflary  for  the  iervices  of  the  year -1788,  including  the 
interefl  on  the  foreign  and  domeftic  debt,  and  the  amount 
of  the  capital  of  the  foreign  which  will  becouie  due  in  the. 
year  1789. 

Ordered,  That  this  eftimate  be  referred  to  a.commirtse 
of  five. 

Congrefs  proceeded  in  the  fecond  reading  of  the  fupple- 
ment  to  the  ordinance  for  difpofing  of  lands  in  the  weltern 
territory,  and  the  fecond  reading  being  gone  through, 

Ordered,  That  it  be  read  a  third  time. 

The  fupplement  was  accordingly  read  a  third  time,  and 
nailed  as  follows: 


4-StT- 
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A  Supplement  to  an  Ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
"   nance  for  afcertaining  the  Mode  of  difpo/ing  o/]  Lands 
in  the  Western  Territory." 

WHEREAS  it  isibund  to  be  inconvenient  to  execute 
that  part-  of  the  land-ordinance,  paired  May  20,  1785," 
which  directs  that  certain  proportions  of  lands  be  allotted 
to  the  feveral  dates,  to  be  fold  by  the  loan-officers  in  each 
ftate.  And  whereas,  a  fufficient  quantity  of  lands,  for  fa- 
tisfying  the  bounties  due  to  the  late  army,  was  let  apart  by 
the  ait  of  Congrefs,  paffed  the  22a1  of  October  laft,  where- 
by further  drafts  for  fatisfying  military  bounties  in  lands 
from  the  townfhips  lately  furveyed,  are  became  unne- 
ceflary  : 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afjembled, 
That  lb  much  of  the  faid  ordinance,  paffed  May  26,  1785, 
as  ordains  that  certain  parts  of  the  townfhips  therein  directed 
to  be  furveyed,  lhall  be  drawn  for  in  the  name  of  the  thir- 
teen ftates  refpectivery,  according  to  the  quotas  in  the  laft 
preceding  requisitions,  in  all  the  ftates,  in  order  that  the 
fame  be  fold  by  the  faid  loan-officers  ;  and  alfo  that  the 
fecretary  at  war  ihall  take  by  lot  from  the  townfhips  when 
fur /eyed,  certain  proportions  of  land  for  the  ufe  of  the  late 
army,  fo  far  as  the  fame  may  refpect  future  drafts,  be  and 
the  fame  are  hereby  repealed. 

Be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  board  of  treafury  be  and 
they  hereby  are  authorifed  and  directed  to  fell  thofe  parts 
of  the  feveh  ranges  of  townfhips  furveyed  in  the  weftern 
territory,  which  are  not  already  fold  or  drawn  for  the  ufe 
of  the  late  army,  in  the  fame  manner,  on  the  fame  conditi- 
ons,1* and  under  the  fame  reftrictions  and  limitations  as  were 
prefcribed  in  the  refolutions  of  Congrefs  of  April  "21,  1 787, 
except  as  to  the  place  of  fale,  and  the  daily  continuance 
thereof,  which  may  be  fo  far  varied,  that  the  laid  board 
may  commence  the  lalesat  New- York  or  Philadelphia,  and- 
adjourn  the  fame  from  time  to  time  to  any  part  or  parts  of 
the  United  States  which  they  may  judge  molt  proper  for 
the  purpofe. 

Bd  it  further  ordained,  That  the  fecretary  at  war   iflue 
warrants  for  bounties  of  land  to  the  feveral  officers  and 
hers  cf  the  late  continental  army  who"  may  be  entitled  to 

fuclv 
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fuch  bounties,  or  to  their  refpective  affigns  or  legal  repre- 
sentatives, certifying  therein  the  rank  or  ftation  of  each 
officer,  and  the  line,  regiment,  corps  and  company  iu 
which  the  officer  or  foldier  ferved. 

Beit jifrther  ordained,  That  the  geographer,' by  warrant 
under  his  hand  and  leal,  appoint  one  furvey or  to  each  of 
the  two  tracts  or  diilricls  of  land  fet  apart  for  fatisfying  the 
laid  bounties  by  the  act  of  Congrefs  of  the  22d  of  October 
laft ;  and  that  the  perfons  entitled  to  lands  by  virtue  of 
warrants  iffued  as  aforefaid,  ihall  be  at  liberty  to  locate 
them  on  any  part  of  the  two  tracts  of  lands  fet  apart  as 
aforefaid  ;  provided  that  each  location  and  furvey  fhall  be 
bounded  on  one  fide  by  one  of  the  external  boundaries  of 
one  of  the  tracts  aforefaid,  or  by  fpme  prior  furvey  there- 
in ;  and  the  external  lines  of  each  furvey  fhall  run  eaft  and 
weft,  north  and  fouth,  fuch  parts  thereof  excepted  as  may- 
border  upon  a  -iver  bounding  the  diftrict,  and  the  feveral 
furveys  ihall  be  infquares,  unlefs  where  rclirained  by  fuch 
river,  or  by  the  lines  of  former  furveys ;  and  provided  alfo, 
that  in  every  location  there  fliall  be  a  combination  of  as 
many  warrants  as  fliall  make  the  fame  at  lead  fix  miles 
fquare,  and  no  interfaces  fliall  be  left  between  furveys  lei's 
than  fix  miles  wide, 

Be  it  further  ordained,  That  each  iurveycr  upon  making 
any  furvey,  ihall  protract  and  lay  the  fame  down  in  a  gene- 
ral map  to  be  kept  and  preferred,  and  fhall  make  a  record 
of  each  furvey  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpoie,  and 
make  out  and  deliver  a  copy  of  the  furvey,  certified  under 
his  hand,  to  the  proprietor  cr  proprietors  thereof;  and  the 
furvey  or  ihall  retain  in  his  hands  all  warrants  by  him  laid 
out  and  located,  until  he  can  tranfmk  the  fame  to  the  board 
of  treafury,  which  he  fhall  do  within  one  year  after  laving 
out  the  land,  certifying  thereon  under  his  hand,  that  the 
fame  is  fatisiied.  That  the  furveyors  to  be  appointed  as 
herein  before  directed,  fhall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  the 
Services  enjoined  them  by  this  ordinance,  fo  much  only  as  lhall 
be  allowed  and  fixed  by  the  governor  and  judges  of  the  wef- 
tern  territory,  and  fhall  be  liable  to  be  diiplaced  by  the 
geographer  for  neglect  of  duty,  or  other  miibehavior  ;  in 
which  cafe  he  ihall  fupply  any  vacancy  i'o  happening  by  a 
pew  appointment.  That  each  furveyor  who  may  be  ap- 
pointed 
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pointed  under  this  ordinance,  before  he  enters  upon  the . 
duties  of  his  office,  fhall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he, 
will  juftly  and  truly  execute  the  truft  repofed  in  him  a? 
furveyor  of  a  diftrict  of  land  in  the  weftern  territory,  ac- 
cording to  the  bed  of  his  fkill  and  underftanding,  without^ 
favor  or  partiality  :  which  oath  or  affirmation  fhall  be  taken 
before  the  governor  or  either  of  the  judges  of  the  weftern 
territory,  or  one  of  the  juftices  of  the  fupreme  court  in  any 
of  the  United  States,  and  being  duly  attefted,  (hall  be  tranf, 
niitted  to  the  fecretary  of  Congrefs,  to  be  by  him  filed  or 
record.  That  the  maps  and  records  before  mentioned, 
fhall  at  all  times  be  fubject  to  the  orders  of  Congrefs,  to  be 
removed  or  depofited  wherever  they  lhall  direct.  That  if 
any  officer  or  foldier,  or  afhgnee  or  grantee  of  either,  lhall 
delire  to  have  their  bounty  of  land  allotted  in  the  townfhips 
or  fractional  parts  thereof,  lately  drawn  for  the  army  by  the 
fecretary  at  war,  out  of  the  firft  four  rar.ges  of  townfhips 
furveyed  weft  of  the  Ohio,  and  fhall  caule  fuch  his  delire 
in  writing,  together  with  his  land- warrant  to  be  depofited 
in  the  office  of  the  fecretary  at  war,  before  the  firft  of  July, 
1789:  the  faid  fecretary  mall  cauie  fo.  much  of  the  faid 
townlhips  which  have  been  drawn  for  the  army,  to  be. 
drawn  for  by  lot,  as  will  fatisfy  the  warrants  fo  depofited, 
for  which  furveys  fhall  be  made  out  and  delivered  to  the 
feveral  proprietors,  fjgned  by  the  geographer  of  the  United.. 
States,  which  furveys  lhall  be  recorded  in  a  book  by  the 
geographer,  and  lodged  in  the  treafury  office.  And  where- 
as lands  are  fet  apart  for  fatisfying  military  bounties,  not 
only  in  the  faid  diftricts  and  townlhips,  but  alio  within  the 
limits  of  purchafes  made  by  feveral  companies  : 

Be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  perfons  who  have  pur- 
chafed  tracts  of  the  federal  lands,  fhall  have  credit  for  fo . 
much  land  as  the  warrants  ifTued  as  aforefaid,  and  deli- 
vered by  them  to  the  board  of  treafury,  cover  ;  provided 
that  in  no  cafe  deductions  on  account  of  military  bounties 
fhall  exceed  one  feventh  part  of  the  purchafe.

Congrefs  aflembled — Prefent  as  yefterday. 
The  committee  confifting  of  Mr.  Clark,  Mr.  Dane,  Mr. 

Williamfon, 
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Williamfon,  Mr.  Carrington,  and  Mr.  Wingate,  tc» 
whom  was  recommitted  their  report  on  a  motion  of  the  de- 
legates of  Georgia,  and  an  act  of  the  legiilature  of  that 
ftate,  pafled  February  ift,  1788,  for  ceding  a  part  of  the 
territorial  claims  of  the  faid  flate  to  the  United  States^ 
having  reported, 

"  That  the  faid  ftate,  by  the  act  aforefaid,  has  authori- 
fed  her  delegates  in  Congrefs,  to  convey  to  the  United 
States,  the  territorial  claim  of  the  faid  Hate,  to  a  certain 
tracl:  of  country  bounded  as  follows,  to  wit,  Beginning  at 
the  middle  of  the  river  Catahouche,  or  Apalachicola,  where 
it  is  interfered  by  the  thirty-firft  degree  of  north  latitude, 
and  from  thence  due  north  one  hundred  and  forty  Britiih 
ftatute  miles;  thence  due  weft  to  the  middle  of  the  river 
Miilifippi  ;  thence  down  the  faid  river  to  where  it  inter- 
fccls  the  thirty-firft  degree  of  north  latitude  ;  and  thence 
along  the  faid  degree  to  the  place  of  beginning,  annexing 
the  provifoes  and  conditions  following,  to  wit,  Firft,  That 
the  United  States  in  Congrefs  alfembled,  mall  guarantee 
to  the  citizens  of  the  faid  territory  a  republican  form  of 
government,  fubjecl:  only  to  fuch  change  as  may  take  place; 
m  the  federal  conftitution  of  the  United  States.  Secondly, 
That  the  navigation  of  all  the  waters  included  in  the  faid 
ceHion  Ihall  be  equally  free  to  all  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  nor  ihall  any  tonnage  on  vefiels,  or  any  duties  what- 
ever, be  laid  on  any  goods,  wares  or  mcrchandife  that  may 
pais  up  or  down  the  laid  waters,  unlets  for  the  ufe  and  be- 
nefit of  the  United  States.  Thirdly,  That  the  fum  of  one 
hundred  and  feventy-one  thoufand  four  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-eight dollars  and  forty-five  ninetieths  of  a  dollar,  which 
has  been  expended  in  quieting  the  minds  of  the  Indians  and 
refUliiig  their  hoftilities,  Ihall  be  allowed  as  a  charge  againffc 
the  United  States,  and  be  admitted  in  payment  of  the  ipecie 
requiiitions  of  that  State's  quotas  that  have  been  or  may  be 
required  by  the  United  States.  Fourthly,  That  in  all  ca- 
fes where  the  ftate  may  require  defence,  the  expences  ari- 
fing  thereon  Ihall  be  allowed  as  a  charge  againft  the  United 
States,  agreeably  to  the  articles  of  confederation  :  And 
fifthly,  That  Congrefs  Ihall  guarantee  and  fecure  all  the  re- 
maining territorial  rights  01  the  ftate  as  pointed  out  and 
expreifed  bv  the  definitive  treaty  of  peace  between  the  Uni- 
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ted  States  and  Great-Britain,  the  convention  between  the 
faid  ftate  and  the  ftate  of  South-Carolina,  entered  into  the 
28th  day  of  April,  1787,  and  the  claufe  of  an  acr.  of 
the  faid  ftate  of  Georgia  defcribing  the  boundaries  thereof, 
palled  the  17th  of  February,   1783. 

The  committee  having  fully  confidered  the  iubj eel:  re- 
ferred to  them,  are  of  opinion  that  the  cellion  offered  by 
the  ftate  of  Georgia  cannot  be  accepted  on  the  terms  pro- 
pofed.  1  ft.  Becaufe  it  appears  highly  probable  that  on 
running  the  boundary  line  between  that  ftate  and  the  ad- 
joining ftate  or  ftates,  a  claim  to  a  large  tract  of  country 
extending  to  the  Milftlippi,  and  lying  between  the  tracl: 
propofed  to  be  ceded  and  that  lately  ceded  by  South-Caro- 
lina will  be  retained  by  the  faid  ftate  of  Georgia,  and  there- 
fore the  land  which  the  ftate  now  offers  to  cede  mult  be  too 
far  removed  from  any  other  lands  hitherto  ceded  to  the 
union  to  be  of  anv  immediate  advantage  to  it.  2d.  Becaufe 
there  appears  to  be  due  from  the  ftate  of  Georgia,  on  fpe- 
cie  requisitions,  but  a  fmall  part  of  the  fum  mentioned  in 
the  third  provifo  or  condition  before  recited,  and  it  is  im- 
proper in  this  cafe  to  allow  a  charge  againft  the  fpecie  re- 
quisitions of  Congrefs  which  may  hereafter  be  made,  espe- 
cially as  the  faid  ftate  ftands  charged  to  the  United  States 
for  very  considerable  fums  of  money  loaned  :  And  3d.  Be- 
caufe the  fifth  provifo  or  condition  before  recited,  contains 
a  fpecial  guarantee  of  territorial  rights,  and  fuch  a  gua 
rantee  as  has  not  been  made  by  Congrefs  to  any  (tare,  diid 
which  coniidering  thefpirit  and  meaning  of  the  confedera- 
tion, muft  be  unneceffary  or  improper. — But  the  commit- 
tee are  of  the  opinion,  that  the  firft,  fecond  and  fourth 
provifoes  before  recited,  and  alfo  the  third,  with  fome  va- 
riations, may  be  admitted ;  and  that,  mould  the  faid  ftate 
extend  the  bounds  of  her  cellion,  and  vary  the  terms  there- 
of as  hereinafter  mentioned,  Congrefs  may  accept  the  fame ; 
whereupon  they  fubmit  the  following  refolutions  : 

That  the  cellion  of  claims  to  weltern  territory,  offered 
by  the  ftate  of  Georgia,  cannot  be  accepted  on  the  terms 
contained  inner  aftpaffed  the  firft  of  February  laft. 

That  in  cafe  the  laid  ftate  (lull  authorife  her  delegates  in 
Congrefs  to  make  a  cellion  of  all  her  territorial  claims  to 
Ernds  weft  of  the  river  Apalachicola,  or  welt  of  a  meridian 

line 
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line  running  through  or.  near  the  poiht  where  that  ri- 
ver interfe^ts  the  thirty-firft  degree  of  north  latitude,  and 
fhall  omit  the  laft  provifo  in  her  faidact,  and  fliallfo  far  va- 
ry the  provifo  reflecting  the  fum  of  one  hundred  and  'even- 
ty-one  thoufand  four  hundred  and  twenty  eight  dollars  and 
forty-five  ninetieths  of  a  dollar,  expended  in  quieting  and 
refiiting  the  Indians,  as  that  the-faid  ftate  fhall  have  credit 
in  the  fpecie  requilitions  of  Congrefs  to  the  amount  of  her 
f'pecie  quotas  on  the  paft  requifitions,  and  for  the  refidue  in. 
heracccrunt  with  the  United  States  for  monies  loaned,  Con- 
grefs will  accept  the  ceflion."  ' 

Rcfolved,  That  Congrefs  agree  to  the  faid  report. 

On  motion  of  the  delegates  for  Georgia  : 

Whereas  it  is  reprefented  to  Congrefs,  by  the  delegates 
of  the  ftate  of  Georgia,  that  the  principal  parts  of  the  fron- 
tiers of  that  ftate  have  been  for  feveral  years  paft.  invaded 
and  kept  in  a  ftate  of  alarm  by  the  Creek  Indians  :  that  the 
fighting  men  of  that  nation,  fuppoied  to  amount  to  not  lei's 
than  fix  thoufand,  have  been  fo  far  infti  gated  by  refugees. 
and  fugitive  traders  who  had  formerly  cfcaped  from  thefe 
ftates  and  taken  refuge  among  them,  as  to  keep  up  conftant 
and  bloody  incurfions  on  the  different  parts  of  that  frontier, 
and  that  the  fettlements  of  four  of  the  exterior  counties  are  . 
almoft  entirely  broken  up, 

Refolvedj  That  the  fuperintendant  and  commilTioners  for 
the  fouthern  department  be  inftructed,  if  they  fhall  find  it 
necelTary,  to  notify  to  the  faidlndians,  that  (hpuld  they  pcr- 
fift  in  refufing  to  enter  into  a  treaty  upon  reafonable  terms, 
the  arms  of  the  United  States  fhall  be  called  forth  for  the 
protection  of  that  frontier. 

Ordered;  That  the  fecretary.at  war  report  to  Congrefs 
fl  plan  for  carrying  into  effect  the  purpoles  fpecified  in  the 
preceding  reiblve,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  upon  the  principles 
of  the  refolution  of  the  21ft  of  July  laft  for  the  protection 
ot  the  frontiers  of  Pennlylvanh  and  Virginia,

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Whereas  the  convention  aflemblcd  in  Philadelphia,  pur- 
suant to  the  resolution  of  Congrefs  of  the  21  it  February, 
1 787,  did,  on  the  1 7th  of  September  in  the  fame  year,,  re- 
port to  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  aiTembled,  a  confli- 
tution  for  the  people  of  the  United  States ;  whereupon 
Congrefs,  on  the  28th  of  the  fame  September,  did  refolve 
unanimoufly,  "  That  the  faid  report,  with  the  refolutions 
and  letter  and  accompanying  the  fame,  be  tranfmitted  to 
the  feveral  legiflatures,  in  order  to  be  fubmitted  to  a  con- 
vention of  delegates  choien  in  each  ftate  by  the  people 
thereof,  in  conformity  to  the  refolves  of  the  convention 
made  and  provided  in  that  cafe  :"  And  whereas  the  con- 
stitution jjp  reported  by  the  convention,  and  by  Congrefs 
tranfmitted  to  the  feveral  legidatures,  has  been  ratified  in 
the  manner  therein  declared  to  be  fufficient  for  the  eftablifh- 
ment  of  the  fame,  and  fuch  ratifications  duly  authenticated 
have  b?en  received  by  Congrefs,  and  are  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  fecretary — therefore  refolved,  That  the  firft  Wed- 
nefday in  January  next,  be  the  day  for  appointing  electors 
in  the  feveral  ftates,  which  before  the  faid  day  ihall  have

Lee,  further  to  amend  the  aa  by  ftriking  out  the  words 
"  the  town  of  Baltimore  in  the  itate  of  Maryland,"  and  in- 
ferting  as  follows — and  whereas  a  central  iituation  would 
be  molt  eligible  for  the  li{.tiug  of  the  Legiflature  of  the 
United  States,  if  fuch  could  be  found  in  a  condition  to  fur- 
nifh  in  due  time  the  accommodations  neceiTary  for  facili- 
tating 'public  buiinefs,  and  at  the  fame  time,  free  of 
weighty  objections  which  might  render  it  improper  or  un- 
likely to  be  the  feat  of  government,  either  permanently  or 
until  a  permanent  feat  can  be  agreed  on  :  And  whereas 
the  molt  effectual  means  of  obtaining  finally  the  eftabliihment 
of  the  federal  government  in  a  convenient  central  Situation, 
is  to  leave  the  Subject  to  the  deliberate  consideration  of  the 
future  Congrefs^  uninfluenced  by  undue  attachment  to  any

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■  of  the  places  which  may  ftand  in  competition  for  preference 
on  fo  intcrefting  a  queition,  and  unembarrafled  by  want  of 
time  and  means  to  fix  on  and  prepare  the  it. oft  proper 
place  for  this  purpofe :  And  whereas  the  removal  of  the 
public  offices  muft  be  attended  with  much  expence,  danger 
and  inconvenience,  which  ought  not  to  be  incurred  but 
with  a  well  founded  expectation  of  advantages  that  may  ful- 
ly counterbalance  the  feme  :  And  whereas  no  fuch  advan- 
tages can  be  expected  froma  removal  to  any  place  now  in 
a  condition  to  receive  the  federal  legislature  :  And  where- 
as in  addition  to  the  before  mentioned  reafons,  unnecefTary 
changes  of  the  feat  of  government  would  be  indicative  of 
instability  in  the  national  councils,  and  therefore  highly  in- 
jurious to  the  interests  as  well  as  derogatory  to  the  dignity 
of  the  United  States — therefore  refolvcd,  That  the  city  of 
New  York,  in  the  State  of  New-\ork,  be  the  place  for 
commencing  proceedings  under  the  laid  constitution. 

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  W  illiamfon,  Seconded 
by  Mr.  Reid,  to  pollpone  the  motion  before  the  houfe,  in 
order  to  take  up  the  following  : 

Whereas  it  is  proper  that  the  feat  of  the  new  Congrefs 
and  of  the  national  government,  fhould  be  placed  as  near1 
the  centre  of  the  union,  as  may  conSift  with  prcfent  ac- 
commodation, in  order  that  its  influence  and  benefits  may 
be  equally  felt  by  the  great  body  of  citizens  throughout' 
the  United  States,  that  members  of  Conprefs  and  other 
per  ions  may  approach  it  with  equal  convenience,  from  the 
oppofite  extremes,  and  that  no  fpecies  of  partial  favour  may 
leem  to  have  been  extended  to  one  extreme,  rather  than 
to  the  other ;  and  whereas  theprefent  reliden.ee  of  Congrefs 
is  far  removed  from  the  centre  of  the  union,  whether  popular 
t'.on  or  diftance  are  considered,  lince  the  new  Congrefs  is  to 
contiSt  of  eight  Senators,  from  itates  to  the  eastward  of  New- 
York,  and  Sixteen  from  States  to  the  Southward,  and  fince 
there  are  to  be  only  feventeen  members  in  the  houfe  of 
representatives,  from  the  enitern  States,  though  there  are 
to  be  forty-two  members  from  ibuthern  Slates  :  And  fince 
the  diftance  to  the  feat  of  government  in  the  extreme  eaft* 
em  f  hue,  is  hardly  equal  to  one  third  of  the  diftance  to  the 
feat  of  government  in  the  moSt  Southerly  Hate  : — And 
whereas  it  is  to  be  defired  that  the  new  Congrefs  may  be 
N  con* 
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convened  in  the  famefpirit  Of  mutual  accommodation  which 
has  hitherto  appeared  in  all  deliberations  refpecling  the  new 
government,  and  that  proceedings  under  the  faid  govern- 
ment may  commence  under  the  impreffions  of  mutual  con- 
fidence, without  that  general  irritation  and  lofs  of  time  which 
rauft  attend  the  removal  from  an  improper  fituation,  and 
without  thofe  painful  apprehenfions  which  will  naturally 
arife  from  a  meafure  that  may  feem»tohave  originated  in 
an  undue  regard  to  local  confederations — therefore  refolved, 
That  the  feat  of  the  new  Congrefs  ought  to  be  in  fome 
place  to  the  fouthward  of  New-York.

By  this  ftatement  it  appears  that  there  is  a  furplus  pro- 

vifion  already  made  beyond  the  demands  in  fpecie,  of  the 
year  1788,  and  of  the  preceding  years,  of  854,625.  2  dol- 
lars, including  the  provifion  for  the  Dutch  Intereft  in 
1789  and  1790  ;  fo  that  it  will  not  be  neceflary  to  require 
any  fpecie  of  the  ftates  the  prefent  year,  beyond  the  ar- 
rearages of  the  paft  requifitions.  As  the  paft  requifitions 
were  calculated  to  the  expenditures  of  the  years  in  which 
they  were  made,  and  the  Invalid  penfions  and  fome  other 
cxpences  were  not  included  in  the  eftimates,  and  as  no  re- 
quifition  for  fpecie  was  made  laft  year,  and  none  by  the 
above  ftatement  appears  to  be  neceflary  this,  it  may  be 
proper  to  fhew  briefly  how  this  happens. 

As  the  Dutch  Intereft  which  will  become  due  in  the  years 
1 789  and  1790,  is  already  provided  for  by  the  late  Dutch 
loans,  and  as  the  whole  Foreign  Intereft,  and  parts  of  the 
principal  of  the  foreign  debt  which  become  due  the  prefent 
year  are  already  provided  for,  and  as  the  refpective  ftates 
owe  large  arrearages  of  requifitions,  and  have  large  inter- 
nal demands  upon  them  as  individual  ftates  to  fatisfy,  and 
their  means  of  paying  them  muft  foon  be  diminifhed  confi- 
derably,  the  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  it  is  not  advifa* 
ble  to  require  the  re fpective  States  to  make  provifion  for 
paying  the  Intereft.  and  fuch  parts  of  the  Principal  of  the 
Foreign  Debt,  as  will  not  become  due  till  fome  time  in  the 
year  1789:  In  this  cafe,  the  fpecie  demands  upon  the  United 
States  for  the  prefent  and  preceding  years,  amount  to 
1 ,  868,474.  6odollars  to  be  difcharged  by  furplus  provifions  of 
Foreign  Loans,  and  preceding  requifitions,  which,  as  be- 
fore ftated,  amount  to  3,363 ,687.   7. 

Not  to  particularize  feveral  inftances  in  which  the  efti- 
mates have  in  no  great  degree  exceeded  the  actual  expen- 
ditures, the  furplus  provifions  will  be  principally  found 
under  the  few  following  heads  :  In  the  requiiition  for  the 
year  1784,  1  000.000  of  dollars  were  provided  for  the  fer-

dollars  were  required  and  not  appropriated  and  in  the  re- 
quifition of  1786,  there  was  a  furplus  called  for  by  miflake 
of  333,1 1 1,  and  a  large  furplus  has  arifen  in  the  pad  re- 
quilitionsby  applying  a  confiderable  part  of  the  late  Dutch 
loans  to  paying  foreign  interefts,  Sec.  to  pay  which,  ap- 
propriations in  thofe  requifitions  had  been  made — pad  ap- 
propriations have  alfo  been  eafed  confiderably  by  other 
means.  It  is  to  be  obferved  that  the  loans  made  by  the 
United  States  in  Holland,  in  the  years  1787  and  1788.  a- 
mount  when  filled,  to  800,000  dollars — that  proviiion  is 
made  in  the  pait  requifitions  of  Congrefs  for  finking  the 
principal  of  the  foreign  debt,  925,925.  74  dollars,  lo  that 
when  the  flates  mall  feafonably  pay  up  the  arrears  of  pad 
requifitions,  Congrefs  will  be  enabled  to  leffen  the  foreign 
debt,  notwithflanding the  faid  loans  of  1787  and  1788 — to 
pay  the  interefl  due  on  the  foreign  debt  to  the  year  1788, 
incluiive — to  pay  the  current  expences  of  the  federal  gov- 
ernment of  the  prefent  and  preceding  years,  and  to  be  pro- 
vided in  fome  meafures  for  the  demands  of  the  year  1 789.

The  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a 
letter  from  Baron  de  Steuben,  being  called  up,  and  the 
lame  having  been  read  in  the  words  following,  viz. 

The  committee  confuting  of  Mr.  Gilman,  Mr.  Otis,  Mr^ 
Williamfon,  Mr.  Carrington,  and  Mr.  L'Hommedieu,  to 
whom  was  referred  a  letter  from  the  Baron  de  Steuben,  re- 
quelling  an  adjulfment  of  his  claims  on  the  principles  of  a  con- 
tract alledged  to  have  been  entered  into  between  him  and  the 
United  States,  previous  to  his  engaging  in  their  fervice, 
fubmit  the  following  report,  viz.  That  in  January,  1778, 
Congrefs  received  a  letter  from  the  Baron  de  Steuben, 
dated  Portfmouth,  December  6,  1777,  in  the  words  follow- 
ing, viz.  "  Honourable  gentlemen,  The  honour  of  ferving  a 
reipedable  nation,  engaged  in  the  noble  enterprize  of  de- 
fending its  rights  and  liberty,  is  the  only  motive  that  brought 
me  over  to  this  continent.  I  afk  neither  riches  nor  titles 
— I  am  come  here  from  the  remoteft  end  of  Germany  at 
my  own  expence,  and  have  given  up  an  honourable  and  lu- 
crative rank.  I  have  made  no  condition  with  your  deputies 
in  France,  nor  ihall  I  make  any  with  you — My  only  am- 
bition is  to  ferve  you  as  a  Volunteer,  to  deferve  thev  confi- 
dence of  your  General  in  Chief,  and  to  follow  him  in  all 
his  operations,  as  I  have  done  during  feven  campaigns  with 
the  King  of  Pruifia  :  two  and  twenty  years  pail  at  fuch  a 
fchool,  feem  to  give  me  a  right  of  thinking  myfelf  in  the 
number  of  experienced  officers  ;  and  if  I  am  poffeffor  of 
fome  talents  in  the  art  of  war,  they  mould  be  much  dearer 
to  me,  if  I  could  employ  them  in  the  fervice  of  a  republic 
iuch  as  I  hopefoon  to  fee  America.  I  mould  willingly 
purchafe  at  my  whole  blood's  expence  the  honour  of  feeing 
one  day,  my  name,  after  thofe  of  the  defenders  of  your 
liberty.  Your  gracious  acceptance  will  be  fufficient  for  me, 
and  I  alk  no  other  favour  than  to  be  received  among  your 
officers.  I  dare  hope  you  will  agree  this  my  requeft,  and 
that  you  will  befo  good  as  to  fend  me  your  orders  to  Bof- 
ton,  where  I  lhall  expect  for  them,  and  accordingly  take 
convenient  meafures. — I  have  the  honour  to  be  with  re- 
J'pect,  honourable  Gentlemen,  your  moft  obedient  and  very- 
humble  fervent,  (iigned)  Steuben."  Whereupon  Congrefs 

Refolved, 
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re/olved,  u  That  the  Prefident  prefent  the  thanks  of  Con- 
grefs  in  behalf  of  thefe  United  States  to  Baron  Steubefci,  for 
the  zeal  he  has  Shewn  for  the  caufe    of  America,   and   the 
dilinterefted  tender  he  has  been  pleafed  to  make  of  his  mili- 
tary talents,  and  inform  him  that  Congrefs    cheerfully  ac- 
cept of  his  Service  as  a    volunteer   in    the    army   of  thefe 
States,  and  wifh  him  to  repair  to   General    Washington's 
quarters  asfoon  as  convenient."— .Your  committee  further 
report,  that  on  the  Baron's  arrival  at  York-Town,  tile  feat 
of  Congrefs  in  February,  1778,  the  committee,  confiftingof. 
Mr.  Witherfpoon,  Mr.  M'Kean,Mr.  F.  L.  Lee,  and  Mr. 
Henry,  appointed  to  confer  with  him,  made  their  report  to 
Congrels  in  the  words  following,  viz.   e(  The  Baron  Steu- 
ben who  was  a  lieutenant  general  and  aid-de-camp   to  the 
King  of  Pruiiia,  defires  no  rank — is  willing  to  attend  gene- 
ral Wamington,  and  be  Subject  to  his  orders — does  not  re- 
quire or  deiire  any  command  of  a  particular  corps  or  divifi- 
011,  but  will  ferve  occafionally  as  directed  by  the  general — . 
expects  to  be  of  ufe  in  planning  encampments,  &c.  and  pro- 
moting the  difcipline  of  the  army — he  heard  before  he  left 
France  of  the  diilatisfaction  of  the  Americans  with  the  pro- 
motion of  foreign  officers,  therefore  makes  no  terms,    nor 
will  accept  of  any  thing  but  with  general  approbation,  and 
particularly  that  of  general  Washington." — Letters  and  cer- 
tificates from  different  gentlemen  to  the  Baron,  iexprefling 
their  fenfe  of  the  contract  alledged  to  have  been  made   by 
him,  have  alio  been  laid  before  your  committee — But  the 
above  report,  and  the  preceding  act  of  Congrels,  being  the 
only  records  on  this  fubject, your  committee  do  not  find  that 
any  demand  was  made  by  the  Baron,  of  indemnification  for 
offices,  which  he  may  have  relinquifhed  in  Germany,  nor  any 
promife  of  Such  indemnification  made  by  Congrefs.     Your 
committee  further  report,  that  in  December,    17S2,   the 
Baron  addrefied  a  letter  to  the  Prefident  of  Congrefs,  re- 
queuing a  committee  to  enquire  into  and  report  his  litua- 
tion  and  pretentions  ;  which  being  granted,  he    Stated  his 
pretentions  in  the  words  following,  viz.     *.*  My  demands' 
were  thefe,  to  join  the  army  as  a  volunteer — that  I  v.  iiin  d 
to  be  known  by  the  commander  in  chief,  and  to  leave  it  to 
the  officers  of  the  army  if  my  capacity  entitled  me  to  hold  a 
commilfion  in  it — that  the  General  could  employ  me  in 
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fuch  a  branch,  where  he  thought  my  fervices  the  moft  ufefiii 
^thatlwasdeterminednottoafka  favour  or  areward  pre- 
vious of  having  deferved  it.--That  however  I  expe&ed 
from  the  gerierofky  of  Gongrefs,  that  in  imitation  of  all 
European  powers,  they  would  defray  my  expences,  altho* 
a  volunteer,  according  to  the  rank  which  I  held  in  Europe, 
as  well  for  mylelf,  as  my  aids  and  fervants."  .  Your  com- 
mittee further  report,  that  although  the  Baron  has  dif- 
claimed  any  preliminary  ftipulations  for  reward,  and  tho* 
Congrefsdo  not  appear  to  have  engaged  to  indemnify  him 
for  emoluments  that  may  have  been  given  up  in  Europe, 
yet  he  has  received  from  Congrefs,  ftrong  and  fingular 
proofs  of  their  defire*  to  place  him  in  eafy  circiimftances  ; 
and  under  the  different  heads  of  allowance  for  expences, 
pay  as  Major-General  and  Infpe&or,  commutation  of  half- 
pay  for  life,  and  a  fubfequent  grant,  according  to  the  ftate- 
ment  made  by  the  commiffioner  of  army  accounts,  he  has 
received  above  forty  four  thoufand  dollars  in  fpecie,  or 
other  money  reduced  to  fpecie  value,  befides  provisions  and 
forage  to  a  large  amount ;  and  of  the  fpecie,  more  than  thirty- 
two  thoufand  and  nine  hundred  dollars  have  been  paid  fince 
the  beginningof  the  year  1 7  84.. — In  confideration  of  the  fore- 
going faclsand  all  circumftances,  your  committee  are  of  opin- 
ion, that  although  the  Baron  Steuben  has  no  claims  againft 
the  United  States,  founded  on  a  contract,  yet  considering 
the  merit  and  fervices  of  the  Baron  Steuben,  and-  the  pecu- 
liarity of  his  fituation,  your  committee  beg  leave  further  to 
report,  that  he  be  allowed  at  the  rate  of 
doHars  per  annum,  during  his  natural  life. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Hamilton,  feconded  by  Mri 
Lee,  that  the  faid  report  be  committed ;  and  on  the  quefiion  for 
commitment,the  yeas  and  nays  being  required  by  Mr.  Gilman,

On  a  report  of  the  fame  committee,   the  following  in- 
ftruftions  to  the  Governor  of  the  Weftern  Territory  were 
agreed  to. 
SIR, 

You  are  to  proceed  without,  delay,  except  while  you 
are  neceflarily  detained  by  the  treaty  now  on  hands,  to  the 
French  fettlements  on  the  river  MilTifippi,  in  order  to  give 
difpatchtothe  feveral  meafures  which  are  to  be  taken  ac- 
cording to  the  acts  of  the  20th  June  lair,  and  the  28th  in- 
flant,  of  which  a  copy  is  inclofed  for  your  information.  You 
are  to  enquire  whether  there  be  any  Indians  who  claim 
the  lands  on  the  eall  fide  of  the  river  Miflifippi,  above  the 
mouth  of  the  Ohio— and  if  there  be  any  fuch  Indians,  you 
are  immediately  to  take  meafures  for  holding  a  treaty  with 
them,  and  extinguilhing  their  claim  at  leaft  to  fo  much  of  the 
territory  as  you  find  defcribed  in  the  aforefaid  acts,  and  in 
the  feveral  acts  of  October  22d,  1787,  relative  to  lands  on 
the  Mifiifippi.  If  you  find  it  cheapen-  and  beft  to  cxtin- 
guiih  the  claim  of  thofe  Indians  by  agreeing  to  furniih  them 
annually  with  a  certain  allowance  in  corn,  or  other  provi- 
fions  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years,  you  will  contract 
accordingly. 

When  you  have  examined  the  titles  and  poueflions  of 
the  fettlers  on  the  Miflifippi,  in  which  they  are  to  be  con- 
firmed, and  given  directions  for  laying  out  the  feveral 
fquares,  which  the  fettlers  may  divide  as  they  fhall  think 
beft  among  themfelves  by  lot,  you  are  to  report  the  whole 
of  your  proceedings  to  Congrefs. 

After  you  ihall  have  difpatched  the  feveral  matters  com- 
mitted to  your  care  on  the  Miflifippi,  you  will  take  Poll 
St.  Vincents  on  your  return,  where  you  are  to  purfue  the 
meafures  directed  to  be  taken  by  the  aft  of  this  day,  and 
report  your  proceedings  accordingly.

ascertaining  and  carrying  into  effect,  on  fair  and  liberal 
principles,  the  intentions  of  the  parties  to  the  laid  a£t  of 
veflion. 

On  the  report  of  a  committee,  confifting  of  Mr.  Dane, 
Mr.  Madiibn,  Mr.  Clark,  Mr.  Irvine,  and  Mr.  Benfon,  to 
whom  was  referred  a  report  of  the  fecretary  at  war,  rela- 
tive to  certain  intrufions  on  the  hunting  grounds  of  the 
Cherokees,  Congrefs  agreed  to  the  following  proclamation 
and  resolutions  :"

A    PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS  the  United  Stales  inCongrefs  afTembled, 
by  their  commiffioners  duly  appointed  and  authorifed,  did, 
on  the  twenty- eighth  day  of  November,  one  thou  fa  nd 
feven  hundred  and  eighty-five,  at  Hopewell,  on  the  Keo- 
wee,  conclude  articles  of  a  treaty  with  all  the  Cherokees, 
and  among  other  things  ftipulated  and  engaged  by  article 
fourth,  "  That  the  boundary  allotted  to  the  Cherokees  for 
their  hunting  grounds,  between  the  laid  Indians  and  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  within  the  limits  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  of  America,  is  and  mall  be  the  following,  viz. 
*  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Duck  river  on  the  Tenefee ; 
thence  running  north-eaft  to  the  ridge  dividing  the  waters 
running  into  Cumberland  from  thofe  running  into  the  Te- 
riefee  ;  thence  eaftwardly  along  the  laid  ridge  to  a  north- 
caft  line  to  be  run,  which  mall  ftrike  the  river  Cumber- 
land,forty-five  miles  above  Nafhville  ;  thence  along  the  laid 
line  to  the  river  ;  thence  up  the  faid  river  to  the  ford 
where  the  Kentucky  road  crofles  the  river  ;  thence  to 
Campbell's  line  near  to  Cumberland  Gap  j  thence  to  the 
mouth  of  Claud's  Creek  on  Holftein  ;  thence  to  the  Chim- 
ney-Top Mountain  ;  thence  to  Camp  Creek,  near  the 
mouth  of  Big  Lime  Stone  on  Nolichukey  ;  thence  a 
Southerly  courle  fix  miles  to  a  mountain  ;  thence  fouth  to 
the  North-Carolina  line  ;  thence  to  the  South-Carolina 
Indian  Boundary,  and  along  the  fame  fouth-wefr  over  the 
top  of  the  Oconee  mountain,  till  it  fhall  ftrike  Tugoloo 
river  ;  thence  a  direct  line  to  the  top  of  the  Currohee 
mountain-,  thence  to  the  head  of  the  fouth  fork  of  the 
Oconee  river."  And  by  article  fifth,  that  ' <  If  any  citi- 
zen of  the  United  States,  or  other  perfon  not  being  an 
Indian',  fhould  attempt  to  fettle  on  any  of  the  lands  weft- 
ward  or  fouthward  of  the  faid  boundary,  which  were  allot- 
ted to  the  Indians  for  their  hunting  grounds,  or  having  fet- 
tled previoufly  to  concluding  the  faid  treaty,  and  not  remov- 
ing from  the  fame  within  iix  months  after  the  ratification 
of  the  faid  treaty,  fuch  perfon  lhould  forfeit  the  protection 
of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  Indians  might  punilh 
him  or  not  as  they  pleafe  ;  provided,  that  the  laid  fifth  ar- 
ticle ihould  not  extend  to  the  people  fettled  between  the 
fork  of  French  Broad  and  Iiolitein  rivers,  whofe  particular 

iituatiori 
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fituation  fhould  be  tranfmitted  to  the  United  States  in 
Congrefs  ailemblcd,  for  their  decifion  thereon,  which  the 
Indians  agreed  to  abide  by."  And  WHEREAS  it  has  been 
represented  to  Congr'elsj  that  feveral  disorderly  perfons 
fettled  on  the  frontiers  of  North-Carolina,  in  the  vicinity 
of  Chb'ta,  have,  in  open  violation  of  the  faid  treaty,  made  in- 
truTiPiis  u^on  the  laid  Indian  hunting  grounds,  and  commit- 
ted many  unprovoked  outrages  upon  the  faidCherokees/who 
by  the  laid  maty  have  put  themfelves  under  the  protection 
of  the  United  States,  which  proceedings  are  highly  injuri- 
ous anddifrefpectful  to  the  authority  of  the  Union,  and  it 
being  the  firm  determination  of  Congrefs  to  protect  the 
faid  Cherokees  in  their  rights,  according  to  the  true  intent 
and  ir earing  of  the  fa;d  treaty  ;  The  United  States  in 
Congress  "as^^ibled,  have  therefore  thought  fit  to 
lime,  and  they  do  hereby  iflue  this  their  Proclamation, 
iirictly  fof&'dding  all  luch  unwarrantable  intrufions,  and 
hoftile  proceedings  againft  the  faid  Cherokees  ;  and  enjoin- 
ing all  thofe  who  have  fettled  upon  the  faid  hunting  grounds 
of  the  faid  Cherokees,  to  depart  with  their  families  and  ef> 
feels  without  lofsof  time,  as  they. mall,  anfwer  their  difp- 
bedience  to  the  injunctions  and  prohibitions  exprefled,  in 
this  refolntion  at  their  peril:  Provided,  that  this  procla- 
mation fhall  not  be  conltrued  as  requiring  the  removal  of 
the  people  fettled  between  the  fork  of  French  Inroad  and 
Holftein  rivers,  referred  to  in  the  {aid  treaty  :  Provided 
alfo,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  proclamation ,  mail ,  be 
confidered  as  affecting  the  territorial  claims  of  th,e  ftate  of 
North-Carolina.     Done,  &c. 

RefAved,  That  the  Secretary  at  war  be,  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  have  a  fufficient  number  of  the  troops  in  the 
fervice  of  the  United  States,  in  readinefs  to  march  from 
the  Ohio,  to  the  protection  of  the  Cherokees,  whenever 
Congrefs  lhall  direct  the  fame  ;  and  that  he  take  meafures 
for  obtaining  information  of  the  beft  routes  for  tropps.  to 
march  from  the  Ohio  to  Chota — and  for  difperfing  among 
all  the  white  inhabitants  fettled  upon  or  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  hunting  grounds  fecured  to  the  Cherokees  by,,  the 
treaty  concluded  between  them  and  the  United  States, 
November  zBx  1785,  the  proclamation  of  Congrefs  of  this 
date. 

Refolved, 
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Refolvedy  That  copies  of  the  faid  proclamation,  and  of 
thefe  refolutions  be  transmitted  to  the  executives  of  Vir- 
ginia and  North-Carolina  ;  and  that  the  faid  ftates  be  and 
they  are  hereby  requefted  to  ufe  their  influence  that  the 
faid  proclamation  may  have  its  intended  effect,  to  reftore 
peace  and  harmony  between  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  the  Cherokees,  and  to  prevent  any  further  in- 
vafions  of  their  refpe&ive  rights  and  pofleflions,  and  in  cafe 
Congrefs  mail  find  it  neceflary  to  order  troops  to  the  Che- 
rokee towns,  to  enforce  a  due  obfervance  of  the  faid  treaty, 
that  the  faid  ftates  be.  and  they  are  hereby -requefted  to  co- 
operate with  the  faid  troops  for  enforcing  fuch  obfervance 
of  that  treaty. 

Refolved,  That  the  papers  which  have  been  tranfmitted 
to  Congrefs,  concerning  certain  hoftilities  alledgcl  to  have 
been  committed  by  John  Sevier  and  others,,  on  the  Chero- 
kee Indians  at  Chota,  be  referred  to  the  executive  of  North- 
Carolina,  and  that  tht*  faid,  executive  be  and  they  hereby 
are  earneftly  requefted  to  caufe  enquiry  to  be  made  into 
the  faid  hoftilities,  and  to  take  meafures  for  having  the  per- 
petrators thereof,  apprehended  and  punilhed.

On  a  report  of  a  committee,  confifling  of  Mr.  Clark, 
Mr.  Williamfon,  and  Mr.  Madifon,  to  whom  was  referred 
a  memorial  of  John  Etwein,  of  Bethlehem,  prefidentof  the 
Brethrensfociety  for  propagating  the  gofpel  among  the 
heathen, 

Whereas  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afTembled,  by 
their  ordinance  of  the  20th  May,  1785,  among  other  things 
ordained,  that  the  towns  of  Gnaden-hutten,  Shoenbrun,  and 
Salem,  with  lands  adjoining  to  the  faid  towns,  be  referved 
for  the  fole  ufe  of  the  Chriftian  Indians,  who  were  formerly 
iettled  there,  or  the  remains  of  that  fociety  ;  and  by  an 
aft  of  the  27th  July,  1787,  directed  the  board  of  treafury 
:o  except  and  referve  out  of  any  contract  they  might  make 
purfuant  to  an  order  of  the  23d  of  the  fame  month,  a  quan- 
tity 
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tity  of  land  around  and  adjoining  to  each  of  the  beforemen* 
tioned  towns,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  ten  thoufand  acres, 
and  ordered  the  property  of  the  laid  towns  and  referved 
lands  to  be  verted  in  the  Moravian  brethren  at  Bethlehem, 
in  Pennfylvania,  or  the  fociety  of  the  {"aid  brethren  for  ci- 
vilizing the  Indians,  and  promoting  chriitianity  (or  as  they 
are  called,  The  fociety  of  the  U  nited  Brethren  for  propa- 
gating the  gofpel  among  the  heathen)  in  trufl  and  for  the 
ufes  exprefled  in  the  faid  ordinance,  including  others,  as 
mentioned  in  the  faid  act  0127th  July,  1787  ;  and  whereas 
it  has  been  agreed  that  the  plat  of  each  of  the  towns  fliould 
be  eftimated  at  666  2-3  acres,  lb  that  each  town  and  the 
referved  land  adjoining  fhall  make  a  tract  of  four  thoufand 
acres  ;  and  whereas  the  remnant  of  the  faid  chriftian  In- 
dians aredefirous  of  returning  to  their  towns  as  fpeedily  as 
poifible,  and  the  United  Brethren,  to  facilitate  this  without 
lofs  of  time,  have  offered  to  advance  the  expences  of  fur- 
veying  the  three  tracts,  on  condition  they  be  repaid  either 
in  money  or  land. 

Ordered,  That  the  geographer  of  the  United  States,  fur- 
vey  or  caufe  to  be  Iurveyed,  as  fpeedily  as  poflible  without 
interfering  with  the  buiinefs  he  is  lent  to  execute,  the 
three  tracts  of  Gnaden-hutten,  Shoenbrun,  and  Salem,  on 
the  Mufkingum,  including  the  referved  land  adjoining 
each  of  the  faid  towns,  and  return  plats  thereof  to  the 
board  of  treafurv,  that  deeds  may  be  ifl'ued  for  the  fame  as 
is  mentioned  above  ;  and  that  he  alfo  furvey  or  caufe  to  be 
Iurveyed,  the  intermediate  fpaces,  if  any  there  be,  between 
the  faid  three  tracts,  and  return  plats  thereof,  with  an  ac- 
count of  the  exnence,  to  the  board  of  treafury — and  that 
the  laid  board,  provided  it  can  be  done  without  infringing

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Seneyr  feconded  by  Mr.

The  committee  find  that  fpecie  demands  ariling  againft 
the  treafury  are,  in  general,  fatisfied  with  confiderable 
punctuality,  except  thofe  ariling  on  account  of  intereft, 
which  has  become  due  on  the  French  and  Spanilli  loans — 
Intereft  onthefe  loans  is  much  in  arrears. 

The  committee  have  herewith  fubmitted  to  Congrefs, 
general  accounts  of  monies  that  have  been  advanced  in  the 
department  of  the  commiflary,  quarter- mafier,  clothing, 
marine  and  hofpital,  marked  from  No.  1  to  6,  inclufive — 
many  of  which  accounts  are  fettled,  and  others  of  them  are 
in  a  fairway  to  be  fettled,  by  the  officers  •  of  the  treafury, 
and  the  commiihoners  of  the  five  departments. 

Your  committee  turning  their  attention  to  an  act  of  Con- 
grefs of  the  22.d  May  laft,  directing  the  board  of  treafury 
to  call  upon  all  filch  perfons  as  had  been  entrufted  with 
public  money,  and  had  neglected  to  account  for  the  fame, 
and  fuch  other  perfons  as  may  have  made  partial  or  vague 
fettlements,  without  producing  proper  vouchers,  were 
•ddirous  to  obtain  a  particular  ftatement  of  the  accounts 

which 
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nhich are  in  the  above  predicament ;  but  rhey  are  forry  to 
find  that  filch  a  detail  is  too  lengthy  to  be  here  inlerted. 
Some  of  thofe  accounts  are  ftated  in  the  file  of  papers  mark- 
•ed  papers  refpecling  unsettled  accounts,  which  is  herewith 
fubmitted.  From  the  general  afpecl  of  thole  accounts, 
your  committee  are  conflrained  to  obferve,  that  there  are 
many  flrong  marks  of  the  want  of  relpontibility  or  attenti- 
on in  the  former  tranfactions  refpecling  the  public  treafures. 
No  lefs  a  linn  than  2,102,600  dollars  has  been  advanced 
to  the  fecret  committee  of  Congrefs,  before  2d  Auguit, 
1 777,  and  a  conliderable  part  of  this  money  remains  to  be 
accounted  for  otherwife  than  by  contracf ,  made  with  in- 
dividuals of  their  own  body,  while  thole  individuals  ne- 
glect to  account. 

Your  committee  find  that  other  considerable  fuir.s  have 
been  paid  out  of  the  treafury,  of  which  no  appropriation  is 
to  be  found  on  the  public  journal  of  Congrefs;  Severals 
of  them  remain  to  be  accounted  for. 

Of  the  accounts  which  have  been  partially  fettled,  or 
fettled  without  authority,  or  without  proper  vouchers, 
two  or  three,  by  reafon  of  their  magnitude,  have  claimed 
the  particular  attention  of  your  committee-  Their  amount 
is  little  Ihort  of  half  a  million  of  dollars  fpecie.  And  tho-r 
by  arts  of  June  1*4  and  20,  178 r,.  and  April  10;  1783, 
thofe  accounts  appear  to  have  claimed  the  attention  of  Cor, - 
grefs,  your  committee  find  that  it  remains  very  doubtful 
to  this  day  whether  many  of  the  charges  againit  the  Unit- 
ed States,  which  are  itated  in  thofe  accounts,  have,  any 
l'olid  foundation. 

Your  committee  were  defneus  to  tlifcover  in  what  man- 
ner the  large  iumsof  money  received  in  France,  have  been 
accounted  for, — but  the  fuhject  of  this  enquiry  lecins.to  be 
involved  in  darkuefs.

There  are  alfo  two  contracts  made  by  the  board  of  trea- 
fury with  James  Jarvis,  the  one  for  coining  three  hundred 
ions  of  copper  of  the  federal  liandard,  to  be  loaned  to  the 
United  States,  together  with  an  additional  quantity  of  for- 
ty-five 
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ty -five  tons,  which  he  was  to  pay  as  a  premium  to  the" 
United  States  for  the  privilege  of  coining  ;  no  part  of  this- 
contract  hath  been  fulfilled.  A  particular  ftatement  of 
this  bufinefs,  fo  far  as  relates  to  the  three  hundred  tons, 
has  lately  been  reported  to  Congrefs.  It  does  not  appear 
to  your  committee  that  the  board  were  authorifed  to  contract 
for  the  privilege  of  coining  forty-five  tons,  as  a  premi- 
um, exclufive  of  the  three  hundred  mentioned  in  the  acl: 
acl  of  Congrefs. 

The  other  contract  with  faid  Jarvis  is  for  the  faleofa^ 
quantity  of  copper,  amounting,  as  per  account,  to 
71,174  pounds  ;  this  the  laid  Jarvis  has  received  at  the  fti- 
pulated  price  of  eleven  pence  farthing,  fterling,  per  pound,- 
which  he  contracted  to  pay  in  copper  coin  of  the  federal 
ftandard,  on  or  before  the  laftday  of  Auguft,  1788,  now 
paft  ;  of  which  but  a  fmall  part  has  been  received.  The 
remainder  it  is  prefumed  the  board  of  treafury  will  take 
effectual  meafuresto  recover  asfoon  as  pofhble. 

The  enquiry  of  your  committee  has  not  been  confined  to 
the  traniaclions  of  the  board  of  treafury  only,  but  to  others 
in  a  fubordinate  ftation,  among  which  are  the  loan-officers 
and  commiflionersfor  fettling  accountsin  the  feveral  ftates  • 
Upon  which  enquiry  they  find  that  all  the  prefent  loan- 
officers,  except  thole  of  South-Carolina  and  Georgia,  have 
accounted  for  their  receipts  of  monies  and  indents  from 
their  refpective  Hates  up  to  the  3 lit  of  March  laft,  but 
have  not  made  returns  of  their  iffues  of  indents  for  intereft.

The  certificates  liquidated  and  taken  up,  inclu- 
ded in  rhdfe  returns,  were  lodged  in  the  comptroller's  of- 
fice ;  but  they  were  not  cancelled  or  otherwife  defaced  ;  in 
this  fituation  they  lay  neglected,  until  a  number  of  thole, 
taken  up  in  the  ftate  of  New-York,  which  were  negocia- 
ble,  were  felonioufly  taken  away  by  one  of  the  clerks  in 
the  regifter's  office,  to  which  office  thofe  papers  had  been 
removed  upon  the  dhTolution  of  the  comptroller's  office  % 
of  thofe  certificates,  thusftolen,  the  greater  part  havefince 
been  recovered,  but  a  deficiency  of  2,087  dollars  and  47 
ninetieths  of  a  dollar  yet  remains.  What,  or  whether 
any  other  certificates  have  been  taken  away  in  like  manner, 
is  not  yet  difcovered.  The  above  robbery,  however,  in 
the  opinion  of  your  committee,  clearly  evinces  the  impro- 
priety of  luffering  public  fecurities  taken  up  by  the  com- 
mifiloners,  or  paid  into  the  treafury,  to  remain  as  they 
now  are,  uncancelled.

fo  as  to  prevent  their  being  fraudulently  put  in  circulation, 
preferving  the  laft  mentioned  certificates  to  be  charged  in 
account  againft  the  refpective  officers  who  hTued  the  fame.

On  a  report  of  a  committee,  confiding  of  Mr.  Gilman, 
Mr.  Reid,  and  Mr.  Carrington,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  brigadier  general  James  Reed, 

Re/'jlved,  That  it  be  and  hereby  is  recommended  to  the 
fiate  of  New-Hampfhi.re  to  take  into  confederation  the  pe- 
culiar lituation  and  fufferings  of  brigadier  general  James 
Reed,  and  on  his  producing  proper  evidence  to  fubftantiate 
his  claim  to  the  penfion  of  an  invalid,  to  make  provifiou  for 
payment  thereof  out  of  the  fpecie  requisitions,  agreeably 
to  the  refolutions  of  Congrefs  of  the  1 1  th  of  June  lad.

Refohed,  That  Congrefs  agree  to  the  faid  report. 

The  committee  confuting  of  Mr.  Howard,  Mr.  Few, 
Mr.  Dayton,  Mr.  Oilman,  and  Mr.  Carrington,  appointed 
to  make  full  enquiry  into  the  proceedings  in  the  department 
cf  war,  beg  leave  to  report,  and  to  prefent  to  the  view  of 
Congrefs  a  fummary  itatement  of  the  various  branches  of 
the  department  of  war. 

i  ft — Of  the  troops  in  ft rv ice  of  the  United  States, 

The  troops  at  prefent  in  fervice  on  the  frontiers,  were 
railed  for  three  years/in  confequenee  of  the  refolves  of  Con- 
grefs paffed  April,  1785. 

■  The  cftabliihment  was  to  confift  of  the  field  and  compa- 
ny commiihoned  officers,  and  feven  hundred  non-commif- 
lioned  officers  and  privates,  to  be  railed  agreeably  to  the 
proportions  fpecified  by  the  fiates  of  Connecticut,  New- 
York,  New-Jerfey,  and  Permlyh  ania  ;  about  four  hundred 
recruits  were  engaged  in  1785,  and  about  one  hundred  and 
eiphty  in  17B6,  and  marched  to  the  Ohio,  except  a  fmall 
garrifon  of  an  officer,  one  ferjeant.  and  fifteen  privates  fta- 
tionedat  Weft  Point.  The  further  completion  of  the  ef- 
tablilhment  was  prevented  by  a  deficiency  of  the  public 
finances.  , 

Of  the  non-com  rniflioned  officers  and  privates7 engag- 
ed in  1785,  about  three  hundred  and  fifty-eight  re- 
main in  fervice,  but  are,  or  foon  will  be  entitled  to  their 
difeharge;  and  thole  eniiited  in  1786,  will  be  entitled  to 
be  alto  difcharged  previous  to  July,  1789. 

In  order  to  replace  the  deficiencies  which  would  arife 
from  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  enlHtment,  Congrefs 
on  the  3d  ot  October,  1787,  made  a  proviiion  for  re-en- 
lifting  feven  hundred  non-commidioned  officers  and  pri- 
vates, and  apportioned  them  on  the  fame  ftates  which  had 
railed  the  troops  in  1785,  in  order  to  re-enlift  as  many  as 
pofiibleof  the  old  fcldiers. 

It  appears  by  information  of  the  fecretary  at  war,  that 
the  ftates  of  Connecticut,  New-Jerfey  and  Pennfylvania, 
have  fully  complied  with  the  acts  of  Congrefs  of  the  third 
cf  October,  1787.  But  that  the  late  legiflature  of  the  ftate 
of  New-York  omitted  to  pafs  the  neceflary  laws  for  this 

purpofe 
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purpofe,  although  it  is  highly  probable  that  the  bufmefs 
will  be  effected  early  in  the  firft  fefllon  of  the  Legiflnture. 

That  it  appears  from  the  latter  of  brigadier  general 
Har mar  of  the  15th  of  June  lair,  that  the  \;<Hi  :ersiindet 
his  command,  have,  inconsequence  of,  the  rejbhxs  of  the 
third  of  October,  1787,  re-enlifted  one  hundred  and  feven- 
ty-one  non-commiliioned  ofitccrs  and  privates.  About  one 
hundred  and  ninety  recruits  will  march  from  Pennfylva- 
nia,  New-Jerfey  and  Connecticut,  for  the  Ohio  in  the 
courfeofthe  prefent  month,  and  fix ty  from  Connecticut 
in  Auguft  or  the  beginning  of  September,  amounting  to 
two  hundred  and  fifty  new  recruits. ;  when,  thefe  ihalfar- 
riveon  the  frontiers  the  number  of  troops  will  be  as  follows  :

Befidcs  the  before  recited  troops  there  are  in  -the  feiV'ce, 
two  companies  of  artillery,  raifed  by  virtue  of  the  refolves 
of  Congrels  of  the  20th  of  Oo.obei\'  1  jM\  and  ictained  in 
lervice  by  the  refolvc  of  Congrcf,  <.-.'  the  «;tb  of  .Apij.1, 
1787,  and  a  fmall  detachment  at  Welt  Point  of  thirteen 
non-commiflioned  and  privates  raifed  by  virtue  of  the  acts 
ot  Congrefs  of  April,  178c.. 

Thefe  companies  of  artillery  were  each  completed  on  the 
hrtt  of^May,  178;,  to  the  eitablilhment  of  ijpveaty.  non> 
commiffioned  officers  and  privates,  but  th'.y  have  been  ex- 
ceedingly reduced  by  defertion  iince  this  period—This  Un- 
worthy conduct  has  b 'en  indtucd  principally  from  an  in- 
equality in  their  treatment,  they  being  held  in  ferric-.*, 
while  others,  enliilcd  on  the  lame  tern*,  bv  virtue  of  the 
relolves  of  the  20th  of  Ouobrr,  17%,  have  been  dif- 
charged,  combined  alio  with  tlie  irregularity  <>i  their  pay- 
ments ;  both  of  thele  companies  amount  at  prefent  drily,  to 
leventv-one  non-cammiflioned  officers  and  privates.  Th'.y 
havefcrved  about  one  half  the  term  for  which  they  were 
engaged,  and    have  yet  to  ferve  about  eighteen  month-}. 

The 
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The  fecretary  at  war  intended  to  have  had  them  compleat- 
ed  early  in  the  prefent  year,  and  to  have  ordered  one  of 
them  to  the  frontiers  ;  but  money  and  cloathing  could  not 
be  obtained  in  ffcafon  for  this  object. 

One  of  the  companies  is  (rationed  at  Weft-Point,  on 
Hudfon's  river,  and  the  other  at  the  arfenalat  Springfield, 
on  Connecticut  river.  Agarril'onat  Weft  Point  appearstobe 
eflential  for  guarding  the  valuable  public  property  which  is 
tiepoiited  there.  Springfield  might  probably  be  entrufted 
to  an  officer  and  fifteen  non-commiffioned  and  privates. 

The  time  which  thefe  companies  have  to  ferve  is  not 
fo  great  as  to  juftify  the  filling  them  up  and  marching  them 
to  the  frontiers,  unlefs  there  fhould  be  fome  preffing  de- 
mand for  the  meafure.  The  molt  economical  arrangement 
would  be,  to  reduce  the  commifhoned  officers  of  one  com- 
pany, and  transfer  the  non-commiflioned  officers  and  pri- 
vates to  the  other,  which  would  complete  the  fame.  To  be 
oppofed  to  this  meafure  is  the  confideration,  how  farfuch 
a  conduct  would  be  politic,  as  it  refpects  that  kind  of 
fecurity  of  employment  fo  neceflary  to  a  due  preparation 
•for  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties  of  an  officer. 
The  annual  pay  and  fubfiftance  of  one  captain  and  two  lieu- 
tenants of  artillery  amount  to  thirteen  hundred  and  eigh- 
ty dollars,  which  would  be  the  faving  by  the  reduction  of 
the  officers 'of  one  of  the  companies. 

Thefe  faefs'are  fubmitted  for  the  confideration  of  Cbngrefs. 

•  The  fervicesof  the  fmall  detachment  at  Weft-Point  will 
foon  terminate  with  their  enliftments. 

The  inipector  of  the  troops  has  been  difcharged  agree- 
ably to  the  orders  of  Congrefs  of  the  25th  of  June. 
-    >  U  2d.   Of  the  clothing  for  the  troops. 

"The  troops  enliiled  in  17B5,  have  already  received  twd 
complete  fuits,  andmoft  of  them  have  one  year's  clothing*, 
complete,  due  to  them. 

Provilion  was  made  for  the  third  year's'  clothing,  but 
-SKe  fecretary  at  war  has  been  conftrained  to  apply  it  for  the 
recruits,  otherwife  they  could  not  have  been  enliiled,  good 

•  clothing  being  the  greateft  inducement  for  a  recruit  to  en- 
"ifft  into  the  fervice. 

The  board  of  treafury  have  advertifed  for  a  contract  for 
clothing,  and  hope  to  fucceed — In  which  cafe  the    old  fol- 

tiierS 
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diers  who  have  re-enlifted,  will  receive  tHeir  third  fbk  in 
October  next.  Thofe  of  this  defcription  who  will  be  dif- 
charged,  will  probably  prefer  a  compensation  in  money  to 
the  clothing. 

The  troops  on  the  frontiers  enlifted  in  1786,  havealfo 
received  two  i'uits  of  clothing,  and  will,  if  the  board  of 
treafury  iucceed  in  their  contract,  duly  receive  their  third 
i'uit. 

The  two  companies  of  artillery  raifed  in  Maffachufetts, 
hive1  received  only  one  year's  clothing — they  will  proba  - 
bly  receive  their  fecond  ffllt  in  the  enl'uing  October. 
■\d — Of.  the -pay   of  the  troops. 

The  troops  have  generally  been  paid  up  to  the  firft  of 
January,  1 7B7,  and  the  officers  have  had  their  fubfiftence 
and  forage  money  paid  up  to  the  firft  of  April,  1 788.  Both 
officers  and  foldiers  appear  well  fatisfied  in  this  refpect — 
But  as  about  two  hundred  non-commiflioned  officers  and 
privates  will  bedifcharged  during  the  prefe'nt  year,  it  will 
be  necefiary  that  the  treafury  board  devile  1'ome  mode"  to 
make  them  fatisfadtory  payment.  The  balance  due  the 
troops  to  the  firft  day  of  July  is  efthnated  at  fixty-five 
thoufand  dollars. 
/\th — Oftheflatlons  acetified  by  the  troops  on  the  frontiers. 

Fort  Franklin — On  French  Creek,  near  to  the  poft. 
formerly  called  Venango,  is  a  fmallttrong  fort  with  one 
cannon,  was  erected  in  1 787,  and  garrifoned  with  one  c'om- 
pany.  The  excellent  construction  and  execution  of  this 
work  reflects  honor  on  the  abilities  and  induftry  of  captain 
Hart,  who  garrilbns  it  with  his  company,  and  who  was- 
his  own  engineer; 

This  polt  was  eft.ablilhed  for  the  purpofe  of  defending  the 
frontiers  of  Pennlylvnnia,  which  are  much  expofed  by  the 
facility  with  which  the  Indians  can  crofs.from  lake  Erie, 
either  to  French  Creek,  or  to  the  Jadaghque  lake,  and 
the  Conneawango  branch,  and  thence  defcend  the  rapid 
river  Allegheny. 

Fort  Pitt — Has  only  an  officer  and  a  few  men  to  re- 
ceive the  iupplies  and  difpatches  forwarded  to  the  troops 
by  the  fecretary  at  war. 

Fort  M'Intosh — Is  ordered  to  be  domolifhed,  and  a 
ulock-houle  to  be  erected  in  lieu  thereof  a  lew  miles  up  the 

Big 
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Big  Beaver  Creek,  to  protect  the  communication   up  the 
fame,  andalfoto  cover  the  country. 

Fort  Hy\RMAR-~At  the  mouth  of  Mulkingum,  is  a 
well  conftructed  fort,  with  five  ba'ftions  and  three  cannons- 
mounted. 

It  is  at  prefent  garrifoned  with  four  companies,  and  is- 
confidered  as  head  quarters,  being  conveniently  fituated  to 
reinforce  any  of  the  polls  either  up  or  down  the  river  Ohio. 

Fort  Steuben — At  the  rapids  of  the  Ohio,  on  the 
"weft  fide,  is  a  well  conitructed  fmall  fort  with  one  cannon, 
and  is  garrifoned  with  a  major,  and  two  companies.  This 
poft  is  eftablifhed  to  cover  the  country  from  the  incurfions 
of  the  Indians,  and  it  alfo  ferves  as  a  poft  of  communica- 
tion to  poft  Vincennes,  on  the  Wabaih. 

Post  Vincennes — On  theWabamis  a  work  erected* 
during  the  year  1 787,  and  has  four  fmall  brafs  cannon.  It 
is  garrifoned  by  a  major  and  two  companies. 

It  is  eftablilhed  to  curb  the  incufions  of  the  Wabaih 
Indians  into  the  Kentucky  country  and  to  prevent  the  usur- 
pation of  the  federal  lands,  the  fertility  of  which  has  been 
too  ftr©ng  a  temptation  to  the  lawlefs  people  of  the  fron- 
tiers who  polled  themfelves  there  in  force  hi  the  year 
1786.  Brigadier  General  Harmar,  by  orders  of  Congrefs 
formed  an  expedition  in  Auguft,  J  787,  for  the  purppie  of 
difpofleifing  them,  but  previoufly  to  his  arrival  molt  of  the 
intruders  had  abandoned  their  fettlement. 

gh — Of  the  difcipline  of  the  troops. 

Ample  inftructions  have  been  repeatedly  tranfinitted  by 
the  fecretaryat  war  to  the  commanding  officer,  relative  to 
the  various  objects  for  which  the  troops  ar.5  placed  on  the 
frontiers. 

The  pofts  they  were  to  occupy,  and  the  nature  of  the 
fortifications  to  be  erected,  have  been  pointed  out. 

The  difcipline  of  the  troops,  and  particularly  the  foldi- 
erly  and  habitual  vigilance  molt  efpecially  neceflary  to  be 
obferved  in  fuch  expofed  fituations  have  been  incul- 
cated and  enforced,  in  the  ftrongft  terms ;  as  alfo  has  been, 
the  oeconomy  effential  to  the  various  ftaff  departments. 

And  there  are  good  reafons  to  believe,  that  the  numer- 
ous and  diftant  polts  on  the  Ohio,  and  its  communications, 
are  well  regulated  in  all  refpects,  dependent  on    the  com- 
manding 
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landing  officers ;  and  that  the  troops  practifc  as  high  a 
degree  of  difcipline,  as  the  nature  of  the  detached  fervice 
in  which  they  are  employed  will  poffibly  admit.

The  quarter-matter's  department  on  the  frontiers  is  ar- 
ranged on  principles  highly  (Economical  and  beneficial  to 
the  public. 

Initead  of  an  officer  at  the  head  of  this  department,  with 
his  train  of  attendants,  all  fupplies  are  furnimed  by  the  con- 
tractors of  provifion,  who  have  alfo  from  time  to  time  con- 
tracted with  the  fecretary  at  war,  to  furnifh  all  neceilary 
articles  on  the  frontiers,  which  lhall  be  required  for  the 
troops,  on  the  following  principles. 

ift.  No  article  to  be  furnifhed,  but  by  an  order  in  writ- 
ing from  the  commanding  officer  of  the  troops,  or  the  com- 
manding officer  of  a  feparate  poft,  who  mall  be  refponiible 
to  the  fecretary  at  war,  that  only  fuch  articles  fnall  be  or- 
dered, as  the  fituation  of  the  troops  render  indifpenfably 
necefTary . 

2d.  That  for  all  articles  fo  furnifhed,  the  original  bills 
of  parcels  mall  be  produced  by  the  contractor,  which  mall 
be  verified  upon  oath  if  required. 

3d.  That  no  charge  fliall  be  allowed  the  contractors 
which  lhall  be  deficient  in  the  vouchers,  the  nature  of 
which  are  precifely  pointed  out. 

4th.  That  for  all  fupplies,  advances  and  fervices  ren- 
dered in  this  line,  the  contractor  lhall  have  an  allowance

gth — Of  the  ordnance  dep-tirtmeni v 
This  branch  of  the  department  of  war.  is  important  and 
interefling  to  the  Union. 

The  ordnance,  arms,  ammunition,   and,  all  the.  numer- 
ous appendages  and  complex  apparatus  belonging  thereto, 
in  pofleffion  of  the  United  States,  are  highly  valuable,  and 
require  an  mediant  attention,  to  their  prelervation. 
The  places  where  they  are-  depoi.it  ed  are  as  follows  :.— »

The  other  places  can  be  confidered  as  only  temporary  ac-  .

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foon  as  permanent  arfenals  and  magazines  fhall  be  decided 
on  and  provided  by  the  United  States. 

By  the  information  c « the  fecretary  at  war,  it  appears 
that  the  ftores  are  well  accommodated  at  Springfield,  in 
wooden  buildings,  except  the  magazine,  which  is  an  excel- 
lent one  built  of  brick,  at  the  public  expence,  in  1782. 

That  the  powder  and  ftores  are  well  accommodated  at 
tVeft-Point ;  although  the  buildings,  being  built  of 
wood,  and  the  materials  unfeafoned,  are  going  faft  to  de- 
cay. 

That  the  ftores  in  Philadelphia  are  too  much  difperfed 
in  different  parts  of  the  city,  and  placed  in  buildings  illy 
calculated  for  their  reception. 

The  eftabliihment  of  proper  and  permanent  arfenals  and 
magazines,  is  an  object  of  high  importance,  and  demands  the 
ferious  attention  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 
But  as  the  expence  of  erecting  fuitable  buildings  for  this 
purpoie  will  be  great,  it  will  perhaps  be  thought  advifa- 
ble  to  defer  it  for  the  prefent. 

The  arms  at  Springfield  are  new  and  in  excellent  or- 
der, the  fecretary  at  war  having  had  the  whole  taken  to 
pieces,  cleaned  and  placed  in  racks  prepared  for  the  pur- 
pofe. 

About  five  thoufand  arms  have  been  repaired  at  Weft- 
Point,  and  are  fit  for  immediate  fervice — About  ten  thou- 
and  of  the  others,  are  fuppofed  to  be  worth  repairing,  and 
this  neceflary  work  is  going  on  at  that  poft  on  a  fmall 
fcale.  To  employ  the  number  of  workmen  requifite  to 
effect  the  bulinefsin  one  year,  would  be  two  expenfive  for 
the  public  finances.  Thele  arms  would  probably  on  an 
average  coft  about  one  dollar  and  an  half  each  to  put  them 
in  complete  order — Between  four  and  five  thoufand  arms 
are  in  Virginia,  the  moft  of  which  require  repairs. 

The  new  arms  in  Philadelphia  are  in  fuch  a  ftate  of  repair  as 
to  need  cleaning  only.  The  fecretary  at  war  has  been 
conftrained  to  defer  rhis  operation,  until  a  fuitable  build- 
ing could  be  obtained,  or  an  arfenal  erected,  in  whichib  to 
depofit  them  that  they  can  be  kept  eafily  in  order. 

The  powder  at  Springfield  and  Weft- Point,  which 
places  include  the  greatelt  quantities  in  pofieflion  of  the 
public,  is  in  excellent  order — great  attention  has  been  an- 
nually paid  to  this  article  in  having  it  aired,  cleaned,  prov- 
ed, well  packed,  and  alfo  turned  frequently. 

The  brals  cannon  and  mortars  are  and  will  remain  fit  for 
immediate  fervice — But  it  is  to  be  remarked  generally  that

no  njew  carriages  for  the  cannon  cr  beds  for  the  mortars 
have  been  made  fince  the  peace.  At  Springfield  there  are 
a  number  of  new  cannon  carriages  which  have  never  been 
in  fervice,  and  alfo  at  Weft. Point  there  are  a  number  fit 
for  fervice,  but  in  general  the  carriages  which  were  left  at 
the  clofe  of  the  war  are  too  defective  for  ufe. 

This  object  will  require  attention  when  the  finances  of 
the  Union  will  admit  of  replacing  the  carriages,  without 
"Which  the  cannon  are  of  little  fervice.

10 — Of  IV eft -Point  onHudfon's  river,  and  its  dependencies. 
Congrefs  by  their  refolution  of  the  3d  of  Auguft,  1786, 
directed  that  this  poft,  together  with  fo  much  land  conti- 
guous thereto  as  might  be  deemed  neccfl'ary  to  be  included 
within  the  limits  ofthe  garriibn,ihouldbepurchafed  of  the 
proprietor  by  the  board  of  treafury  ;  but  this  has  not  been 
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effected,  owing,  as  the  committee  has  been  informed,  to  the 
abfence  of  laid  proprietor. 

Fort  Clinton,  which  is  the  principal  work  on  the  plain, 
having  been  (lightly  built  for  a  temporary  purpofe,  has  de- 
cayedinfuch  a  manner,  that  unlefs  it  ihouldbe  fubilantially 
repaired,  it  will  loon  become  an  heap  of  rubbiih,  as  will 
alio  "molt  of  the  redoubts  which  were  built  of  timber. 

To  repair  Fort  Clinton  with  Hone  hi  a  durable  manner, 
would  require  the  fum  of  fix  thoufand  dollars — and  a  fur- 
ther fum  of  four  thoufand  dollars,  would  be  requifite  to  .place 
other  nc* -flary  fortifications  and  buildings  ina  proper  ftate. 

Thefe  circumllances  are  Hated  for  the  coniideration  of 
Congrefs. 

1 1  th — Of  the  Canadian  Refugees-. 

It  appears  by  information  from  the  fecretary  at  war,  who 
has  directed  the  bufniefs  fince  the  year  1785,  that  the 
United  States  for  feveral  years  palt  have  been  at  a  great 
expence  in  fupporting  many  Canadian  families  who  had 
taken  refuge  \;ithin  the  State  of  New* York  when  the 
American  troops  abandoned  Canada  in  the  year  1776. 

That  the  remnants  of  the  people  of  this  description  were 
transported  in  1786,  by  order  of  Congrefs,  at  the  public 
expence,  to  certain  lands  on  Lake  Champlain,  granted  to 
them  by  the  Hate  of  New-York,  and  there  fupported  with 
rations  of  proviiions  at  the  expence  of  the  United  States, 
until  the  firil  of  September,  1787. — That  the  number  (o 
fupplied  amounted  to  about  one  hundred  and  feventy  ra- 
tions per  day. 

That  by  the  refolveof  Congrefs  of  the  12th  of  October,, 
1787,  one  year's  further  allowance  was  directed  to  fuch  of 
the  aged  and  infirm  among  the  laid  Canadians  as  mould  be 
unable  to  make  pro viiion  for  themlel ves — The  rations  ifiued 
under  this  refolve  amount  to  forty-five  per  day. 
iith-r-Of  the  Indian  department. 

The  communications  reflecting  the  Indian  departments 
were  directed  to  be  made  to  the  fecretary  at  war,  by  the 
ordinance  of  Congrefs  of  the  7th  of  Auguft,  1786. 

That  it  appears  from  the  records  of  the  office,  that  the 
faid  fecretary  has  executed  the  duties  ariling  in  this  de- 
partment from  time  to  time,  aud  that  he  has  arranged  this 
branch  of  his  duty  by  itfelf. 

1  -\th — Of  the  Invalids. 

It  appears  by  the  information  of  the  fecretary  at  war, 
that  tfu:  following  irates  only  have  tranfmitted  to  the  war- 
oifice  defcriptive  lifts  ofthe  invalids,  required  by  the  ordi- 
nance oi  Congrefs  of  June  7,  178^— to 'wit,  New-Hamp* 
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Ihire,  "Maffachufetts,  Comrccticut,  New-York,  New-Jer- 
fey,   Pennfylvania,  and  Virginia  ; — a    fhitemcnt  whereof, 
ihewing  the  amount  annually   paid  by   each,   is    hereunto 
■annexed  for  the  information  of  Congref s. 
i*ih — -Of  the  Army  Lands. 

Agreeably  to  the  directions  of  Congrefs  of  the  2 2d  Oc- 
tober, 1787,  the  fecretury  at  war  has  had  afcertained  tne 
claims  of  the  non-commiflioned  officers  and  foldiers  in 
all  the  regular  lines  of  the  late  army,  and  of  m oft  of  the 
independent  corps.  This  has  been  accomplifhed  by  the 
actual  inflection  of  the  muftcr  rolls,  and  the  accounts  which 
have  been  fettled. 

Hie   remaining  part   of  this  voluminous  bufmefs  is  in  a 
train  of  being  completed  in  a  ihort  time. 
15 — Of  the  War -Office, 

Thebufinefs  of  the  war-office  is  conducted  by  the  fecre. 
tary  at  war,  and  three  clerks,  and  a  ineflenger,  whole  l'a- 
larits  are  as  follows  :—

The  contingent  expences  of  the  office  for  ftatiouary, 
firing,  candles,  and  necellary  conveniencies  for  the  papers, 
are  averaged  on  the  three  laftlaft  years  to  amount  to  about 
one  hundred  and  feventy-fix  dollars  for  each  year. 

The  office  of  afiiftant-fecretary,  whole  falary  was  one 
thoufand  dollars  per  annum,  has  been  dilcontinued  in  this 
office  lince  the  commencement  of  the  year  1786. 

The  accounts  of  pay  and  fubiiftence  of  the  troops  are 
examined  and  certified  at  the  pay-office,  and  tranfmitted 
to  the  war-office,  on  which  the  fecretary  at  war  ifiues  hi» 
warrants  for  the  amount  on  the  pay  mafter. 

Regular  regifters  are  kept  in  the  war-office  ofall  warants 
fo  drawn, fpecify  ing  the  object1)  for  which  they  were  granted. 

Upon  the  foregoing  itatement,  your  committee  bep- 
leave  to  obferve,  that  having  carefully  examined  every 
part  of  it,  they  are  of  opinion,  that  the  arrangement  of  tlie 
bulinefs  is  judicious,  and  that  the  duties  of  the  office  are 
executed  with  ability  and  punctuality,  which  reflect:  great. 
honor  on  the  fecretary  at  war. 

Your  committee  think  it  their  duty  further  to  remark, 
that  great  care  appears  to  have  been  taken  by  the  fecretarv 
to  reduce  the  expences  of  lai-s  department,  as  well  by  dif- 
fering wrth  the  office  of  alhltant-fccreury   formerly  at- 
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tached  to  it,  and  which  has  never  been  annulled  by  Con- 
grefs,as  by  various  (Economical  arrangements  and  reforms  in 
the  other  branches  thereof.

In  wrhichihsy  may  inevitably  be  involved,  unlefs  timely 
meafures  be  taken  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  Congrefs,  that 
they  may  be  thereby  enabled  to  avert  the  danger  which 
threaten  our  exiftence  as  a  free  and  independent  people.

WHEREAS  the  commitfioners  who  aflembled  at  An- 
napolis, on  the  fourteenth  day  of  September  laft, 
for  the  purpole  of  deviling  and  reporting  the  means  of 
enabling  Congrefs  to  provide  effectually  for  the  commer- 
cial interefts  of  the  United  States,  have  reprefented  the 
neceflity  of  extending  the  revifion  of  the  federal  fyftem  to 
all  its  defects,  and  have  recommended  that  deputies  for 
that  purpofe  be  appointed  by  the  feveral  legislatures,  to 
meet  in  convention,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  on  the 
fecond  day  of  May  next,  a  provifion  which  was  preferable 
to  a  difcullion  of  the  fubject  in  Congrefs,  where  it  aiigHt

— The  committee  then  withdrew,  and 
after  fome  time  returned  into  the  Houfe  and  reported,  that 
the  committee  had,  according  to  Order,   met  a   committee 
from  the  Houfe  of  Delegates  in  the  conference  chamber, 
and  jointly  with  them  examined  the  ballot-boxes,  and  found 
a  majority  of  votes  in  favor  of  George   WaJhington,  Pa- 
trick Henry,  Edmund  Randolph,  John  Blair,  James  Ma- 
difon,  George  Mafon,  and  George  Wythe,  Efquires.

.In  purfuance  of  the  foregoing  powers,  the  delegates 
met  in  convention  at  Philadelphia,  at  the  time  appointed, 
and  on  the  17th  September,  1787,  agreed  to  the  following 
conftitution,  which  they  tranfmitted  to  the  United  States 
in  Congrefs  afTembled,  together  with  a  refolution  and  let- 
ter of  the  fame  date  as  follows: 

WE  the  People  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a 
more  perfect  Union,  eftablifh  juftice,  infure  domeftic 
tranquility,  provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote 
the  general  welfare,  and  fecure  the  blefhngs  of  liberty 
toourfelves  and  our  pofterity,  do  ordain  and  eftablifl* 
this  conftitution  for  the  United  States  of  America. 

ARTICLE      I. 

Seel.  1.  \  LL  legiflative  powers  herein  granted  mall  be 
1 X  vefted  in  a  Congrefs  of  the  United  States, 
which  mail  confift  of  a  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Reprefenta- 
tives. 

Sec}.  1.  The  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  fhall  be  com- 
pofed  of  members  choien  every  fecond  year  by  the  people 
of  the  feveral  ftates,  and  the  electors  in  each  ftate  mall  have 
the  qualifications requifite  for  electors  of  the  moft  numerous 
branch  of  the  ftate  legiflature. 

No  perfon  fhall  be  a  reprefentative  who  fhall  not  have 
attained  to  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  been  feven 
years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  fhall  not, 
when  ele&ed,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that  ilate  in  which  he 
mall  be  chofen. 

Reprefentatives  "and  direct  taxes  fhall  be  apportioned 
am  )ng  the  feveral  ftates  which  may  be  included  within 
this  Union,  according  to  their  refpe&ive  numbers,  which 
mall  be  determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free 
perfons,  including  thofe  bound  to  fervjee   for  a  term  of 

three 
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years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three-fifths  of  all 
other  perfons.  The  actual  enumeration  ihall  be  made 
within  three  years  after  the  firft  meeting  of  the  Congrefs 
of  the  United  States,  and  within  every  fubfequent  term  of 
ten  years,  in  fuch  manner  as  they  ihall  by  law  direct.  The 
number  of  reprefentatives  ihall  not  exceed  one  for  every 
thirty  thoufand,  but  each  ftate  ihall  have  at  leaft  onerepre- 
fentative  ;  and  until  fuch  enumeration  ihall  be  made,  the 
ftate  of  New-Hampfhire  ihall  be  entitled  to  chufe  three, 
Maflachuietts  eight,  Rhode-lfland  and  Providence  Planta- 
tions one,  Connecticut  five,  New-York  fix,  New-Jerfey 
four,  Pennfylvania  eight,  Delaware  one,  Maryland  fix, 
Virginia  ten,  North-Carolina  five,  South-Carolina  five, 
and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  reprefentation  from  any 
ftate,  the  Executive  authority  thereof  ihall  ifFue  writs  of 
election  to  fill  fuch  vacancies. 

The  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  ihall  chufe  their  Speaker 
and  other  officers  ;  and  ihall  have  the  fole  power  of  im- 
peachment. 

S?tf.  3.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  ihall  be  com- 
pofed  of  two  fenators  from  each  itate,  chofen  by  the  le- 
giflature  thereof,  for  fix  years ;  and  each fenator  ihall  have 
one  vote. 

Immediately  after  they  ihall  beafl'embled  inconfequence 
of  the  fir  it  election,  they  ihall  be  divided  as  equalJy  as  may 
be  into  three  clafles.  The  feats  of  the  fenators  of  the  firft 
clafs  ihall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  fecond  ,year, 
of  the  fecond  clafs  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year,  and 
of  the  third  clafs  at  the  expiration  of  the  fixth  year,  fo  that 
one-third  may  be  chofen  every  fecond  year;  and  if  va- 
cancies happen  by  refignation,  or  otherwife,  during  the 
recefsof  the  legislature  of  any  ftate,  the  Executive  there- 
of may  make  temporary  appointments  until  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  legiflamre,  which  ihall  then  fill  fuch  vacancies. 

No  perfon  ihall  be  a  fenator  who  ihall  not  have  attained 
to  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  who  ihall  not,  when  elected,  be  an 
inhabitant  of  that  itate  for  which  he  ihall  be  chofen. 

The  Vice-Prefident  of  the  United  States  ihall  be  Presi- 
dent of  the  fenate,  but  ihall  have  no  vote,  unlefs  they  be 
equally  divided . 
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The  Senate  fhall  chufe  their  other  officers,  and  alfo  a 
Prefulcnt />ro  tempore,  in  theabfence  of  the  Vke-Prefident, 
or  when  he  fhall  exercife  the  office  of  Prefident  of  the 
Unitni  States. 

The   Senate  fhall  have  the  fole  power  to  try  all    im- 

{^achments.  When  fitting  for  that  purpofc,  they  fhall 
>e  on  oath  or  affirmation.  When  the  Prelident  of  the 
United  States  is  tried,  the  Chief  juftice  fhall  prefide  : 
Andno  perfon  fhall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence 
of  two- thirds  of  the  members  prefent. 

Judgment  in  cafes  of  impeachment  mall  not  extend  fur- 
ther than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to 
hold  and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  truft  or  profit  under 
the  United  btates  ;  but  the  party  convicted  fhall  never  the - 
.lef's  be  liable  and  fubject  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment 
and  punifhment,  according  to  law% 

St£l.  4.  The  times,  places  and  manner  of  holding  elec- 
tions for  fenators  and  reprefentatives,  fhall  be  prescribed 
in  each  ftate  by  the  legiflature  thereof  :  but  the  Congrefs 
may  at  any  time  by  law  make  or  alter  fuch  regulations, 
except  as  to  the  places  of  chafing  Senators. 

The  Congrefs  lhall  aflemble  at  leaft  once  in  every  year, 
and  fuch  meeting  fhall  be  on  thefirft  Monday  in  Decem- 
ber, unlefs  they  fhall  by  law  appoint  a  different  day. 

Sect.  5.  Each  houfe  fhall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections, 
returns  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  ea^h  fhall  conftitute  a  quorum  to  dobufinefs  ;  but 
a  f  mailer  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may 
be  aiuhoriled  to  compel  the  attendance  of  abfent  members, 
in  fuch  manner,  and  under  fuch  penalties  as  each  houfe 
may  provide. 

Each  houfe  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings, 
punilh  its  members  for  diforderly  behaviour, and  with  the 
concurrence  of  two  thirds,  expel  a  member. 

Each  houfe  'fhall  keep  a  journal  of  its  procedings,  and 
from  time  to  time  publifli  the  fame,  exepting  fuch  parts  as 
may  in  their  judgment  require  fecrccy  ;  and  the  yeas  and 
nays  of  the  members  of. either  houfe  on  any  qucftioh  lhall, 
at  the  dclirc  of  one-fifth  of  thofc  prefent,  be  entered  on  the 
journal. 

Neither  houfe,  during  the  feflion  of  Congrefs,  fhall

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without  the  confent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than 
three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  the 
two  houfes  fhall  be  fitting. 

Sefc.  6.  The  fenators  and  reprefematives  fhall  receive 
a  compenfation  for  their  fervices,  to  be  afcertained  by  law, 
and  paid  out  of  the  treafury  of  the  United  States.  They 
fhall  in  all  cafes,  except  treason,  felony  and  breach  of 
peace,  be  privileged  from  arreft  during  their  attendance 
at  the  fefhon  of  their  refpeftive  houfes,  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  fame  ;  and  for  any  fpeech  or  debate  in 
either  houfe,  they  lhall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other 
place.  i  j 

No  fenator  or  reprefentative  fhall,  during  the  time  for 
which  he  was  clefted.  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  un- 
der the  authority  of  the  United  States,  which  fhall  have 
been  created,  or  the  emoluments  whereof  lhall  have  been 
encreafed  during  fuch  time  ;  and  no  perfon  holding  any 
office  under  the  United  States,  lhall  be  a  member  of  either 
houfe  during  his  continuance  in  office. 

Scft.  J.  All  bills  for  raifing  revenue  fhall  originate  in 
the  houfe  of  reprefentatives  ;  but  the  fenatc  may  propofe 
or  concur  with  amendments  as  on  other  bills. 

Every  bill  which  fhall  have  palled  the  houfe  of  repre- 
fentatives and  the  fenate,  fhall,  before  it  become  a  law,  be 
prefented  to  the  prefident  of  the  United  States  ;  if  he  ap- 
prove he  lhall  fign  it,  but  if  not  he  fhall  return  it,  with 
his  objections  to  that  houie  in  which  it  lhall  have  originated, 
who  fhall  enter  the  objections  at  |arge  on  their  journal, 
and  proceed  to  recorder  it-.  If  after  fuch  reconfideration 
two-thirdsof  that  hou^e  mall  agree  to  pafs'the  bill,  it  fhall 
be  lent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  houfe, 
by  which  it  fhall  likewile  be  reconfidered,  and  if  approved 
by  two-  thirds  of  that  houfe,  it  fhall  become  a  law.  But  in 
all  fuch  cafes  the  votes  of  both  houfes  fhall  be  determined 
by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  peri'ons  voting  for 
andagainfr.  the  bill  fhall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each 
houfe.  refpectively.  If  any  bill  fhall  not  be  returned  by 
the  Prelident  within  tend;)ys  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it 
fhall  have  been  prefented  to  him,  the  fame  lhall  be  a  law, 
in  like  manner  as  if  he  hjd  figued  it,  unlefs  the  Congrefs 
by  their  adjournment  prevent  its  return,  in  which  cafe  it 
fhall  not  be  a  law.  Every 
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Every  order,  refolution,  or  vote  to  which  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Representatives  may  be 
neceflary  (except  on  a  queftion  of  adjournment)  ihall  be 
prefented  to  the  Preiident  of  the  United  States  ;  and  be- 
fore the  fame  mall  take  effect,  ihall  be  approved  by  him, 
or,  being  difapproved  by  him,  ihall  be  re-pafled  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives,  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  and  limitations  prefcribed  in  the  cafe  of  a 
bill. 

Se<??.  8.   The  Congrefs  ihall  have  power 

To  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imports  and  excifes,  to 
pay  the  debts  and  provide  for  the  common  defence  and  ge- 
neral welfare  of  the  United  States  ;  but  all  duties,  imports 
and  excifes  ihall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United  States  : 

To  borrow  money   on  the  credit  of  the  United  States  i 

To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among 
the  feveral  itates,  and  with  the  Indian  tribes  : 

To  eitabliih  an  uniform  rule  of  naturalization,  and  uni- 
form laws  on  the  iubject  of  bankruptcies  throughout  the 
United  States  : 

To  coin  money,  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  of  fo- 
reign coin,  and  fix  the  itandard  of  weights  and  meafures  : 

To  provide  for  the  punilhment  of  counterfeiting  the 
fecurities  and  current  coin  of  the  United  States  : 

To  eitabliih  poll-offices  and  poit-roads  : 

To  promote  the  progrel's  of  fcience  and  ufeful  arts,  by 
fecurhigfor  limited  times  to  authors  and  inventors  the  ex- 
clulive  ripht  to  their  refpective  writings  and  difcoveries  : 

To   conititnte  tribunals  inferior   to  the  fupieme  court : 

To  define  and  puniih  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on 
the  highieas,  and  offences  againft  the  law  of  nations  : 

To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprifal, 
and  make  rules  concerning  captures  on  land  and  water  : 

To  i*aife  and  lupport  armies,  but  no  appropriation  of 
money  to  that  ufe.  ihall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two 
years  : 

To  provide  and  maintain  a  navy  : 

To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of 
the  land  or  naval  forces  : 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the 
laws  of  the  Union,  fupprefs  infurrecfions  and  repel  in- 
valions :  To 
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To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  difciplining  the 
militia,  and  for  governing  fuch  part  cf  them  as  may  be 
employed  in  the  iervice  of  the  United  States,  referving  to 
the  States  refpectively,  the  appointment  of  the  officers, 
and  the  authority  of  training  the  militia  according  to  the 
difcipline  prefcribed  by  Congrefs : 

To  exercife  exclufive  legiflation  in  all  cafes  whatfoever, 
over  fuch  diftrict  (not  exceeding  ten  miles  fquare)  as  may, 
by  ceffion  of  particular  ftates,  and  the  acceptance  of  Con- 
grefs, become  the  feat  of  the  government  of  che  United 
States,  and  to  exercife  like  authority  over  all  places  pur- 
chafed  by  the  confent  of  the  legiflature  of  the  ftate  in  which 
the  fame  fhallbe,  for  the  erection  of  forts,  magazines,  ar- 
ienals,  dock-yards,  and  other  needful  buildings  : And 

To  make  all  laws  which  ihall  be  necenary  and  proper  for 
carrying  into  execution  the  foregoing  powers,  and  all  other 
powers  vefted  by  thiscouftitution  in  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  or  in  any  department  or.officer  thereof. 

Se£i.  9.  The  migration  or  importation  of  fuch  perfbns 
as  any  of  the  ftates  now  existing  lhall  think  proper  to  ad- 
mit, mall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congrefs  prior  to  the 
year  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  tax  or 
duty  may  be  impofed  on  fuch  importation,  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars  for  each  peribn. 

The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  fhall  not  be 
fufpended,  unlefs  when  in  cafes  of  rebellion  or  invafion  the 
public  fafety  may  require  it. 

No  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  poft  faclo  law  mall  be  palled. 

No  capitation,  or  other  direct  tax  lhall  be  laid,  unlefs  in 
proportion  to  the  cenfus  or  enumeration  herein  before  di- 
rect e"d  to  be  taken. 

No  tax  or  duty  lhall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from 
any  ftate.  No  preference  fhall  be  given  by  any  regulation 
of  commerce  or  revenue  to  the  ports  of  one  ftate  over 
thole  of  another  ;  nor  lhall  velfels  bound  to,  or  from,  one 
ftace,  be  obliged  to  enter,  clear,  or  pay  duties  in  another. 

No  money  lhall  be  drawn  from  the  treafury,  but  incon- 
fequence  of  appropriations  made  by  law  ;  and  a  regular 
ftatcment  and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
all  public  money  fhall  bepublilhed  from  time  to  time. 

No   title   of  nobility   ihall    be  granted  by    the  United 

S.tates  : 
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States  :  And  no  perfon  holding  any  office  of  profit  ortruft 
under  them,  ihall  without  the  confcnt  of  the  Congrefs, 
accept  of  any  prefent,  emolument,  office,  or  title,  of  any 
kind  whatever,  from  any  king,  prince  or  foreign  itate. 

Seel,  io.  No  ftate  mall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance, 
or  confederation  ;  grant  letters  of  marque  or  reprisal ; 
coin  money  ;  emit  bills  of  credit ;  make  any  thing  but  gold 
and  (liver  coin  a  tender  in  payment  of  debts  ;  pal's  any  bill 
of  attainder,  ex  pofr  fafio  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obli- 
gation of  contracts,  or  grant  any  title  of  nobility. 

No  (tate  lhall,  without  the  confent  of  the  Congrefs, 
lay  any  impofts  or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except 
what  may  be  abfolutely  necefTary  for  executing  its  inflec- 
tion laws ;  and  the  net  produce  of  all  duties  and  imports, 
laid  by  any  ftate  on  imports  or  exports,ihall  be  for  theufe 
of  the  treafury  of  the  United  States;  and  all  fuch  laws 
ihall  be  fubje il  to  the  reviiion  and  control  of  the  Congrefs. 
No  (tate  mail,  without  the  content  of  Congrefs,  lay  any 
duty  of  tonnage,  keep  troops,  or  fhips  of  war  in  time  of 
peace,  enter  into  any  agreement  or  compact  with  another 
ftate,  or  with  a  foreign  power,  or  engage  in  war,  unlefs 
actually  invaded,  or  in  fuch  imminent  danger  as  will  not 
admit  of  delay. 

ARTICLE      II. 

Sefl.  i.  The  executive  power  ihall  be  veiled  in  a  Pre- 
sent of  the  United  States  of  America.  He  ihall  hold  his 
Offrce  during  the  term  of  four  years,  and,  together  with  the 
Vice-Prefideut,  choien  for  the  fame  term,  be  elected  as 
follows  : 

Each  ftate  ihall  appoint,  in  fuch  manner  as  the  legifla- 
ture  thereof  may  direct,  a  number  of  electors,  equal  to  the 
whole  number  of  fenators  anil  reprefentatives  to  which  the 
ftate  may  be  entitled  in  the  Congrefs  :  But  no  fenator  or 
repreientative,  or  perfon  holding  an  oilice  oftruft  or  pro- 
fit under  the  United  Stares,  ihall  be  appointed   an  elector. 

The  electors  ihall  meet  in  their  refpcclive  itates,  and 
vote  by  ballot  for  two  perfons,  of  whom  one  at  leail  ihall 
not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  fame  ftate  with  themielves. 
And  they  ihall  make  a  liit  of  all  the  perfons  voted  for,  and 
of  the  number  of  votes  for  each  ;  which  liit  they  (hall  lign 

and 
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and  certify,  and  tranfmit  fealed  to  the  feat  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  Prefident  of  the 
Senate.  The  Prefident  of  the  Senate  mall,  in  the  prelence 
of  the  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives,  open  all  the 
certificates,  and  the  votes  fhall  then  be  counted.  The  per- 
fon  having  the  greatell  number  of  votes  (hall  be  the  Pre- 
fident, if  luch  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number 
of  electors  appointed  ;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  who 
have  fuch  majority,  and  have  an  equal  number  of  votes, 
then  the  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  mall  immediately  chufe 
by  ballot  one  of  them  for  Prefident ;  and  if  no  perfon 
have  a  majority,  then  from  the  five  higheft  on  the  lift  the 
faid  Houfe  lhall  in  like  manner  chufe  the  Prefident.  But 
in  chufmg  the  Prefident,  the  votes  fhall  be  taken  by  flates, 
the  reprefentation  from  each  (late  having  one  vote  ;  a 
quorum  for  this  purpofe  fhall  conlift  of  a  member  or  mem- 
bers from  two-thirds  of  the  flates,  and  a  majority  of  all  the 
flates  fhall  be  neceflary  to  a  choice.  In  every  cafe,  after 
the  choice  of  the  Prefident,  the  perfon  having  the  greateft 
number  of  votes  of  the  electors  lhall  be  the  Vice-Prelident. 
But  if  there  mould  remain  two  or  more  who  have  equal 
votes,  the  Senate  lhall  chufe  from  them  by  ballot  the  Vice - 
Prefident. 

The  Congrefs  may  determine  the  time  of  chufmg  the 
electors,  and  the  day  on  which  they  fhall  give  their  votes ; 
which  day  lhall  be  the  fame  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  perfon  except  a  natural  born  citizen,  or  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  con- 
flitution,  lhall  oe  eligible  to  the  office  of  Preiident  ;  nei- 
ther (hall  any  perfon  be  eligible  to  that  office  who  (hall  not 
have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty-five  years,  and  been  four- 
teen years  a  refident  within  the  United  States. 

In  cafe  of  the  removal  of  the  Prefident  from  office,  or 
of  his  death,  resignation,  or  inability  to  discharge  the  pow- 
ers and  duties  of  the  faid  office,  the  fame  (hall  devolve  on 
the  Vice-Prefiderit,  and  the  Congrefs  may  by  law  provide 
for  the  cafe  of  removal,  death,  refignation,  or  ina- 
bility, both  of  the  Prefident  and  Vice-P refident,  declaring 
what  officer  fhall  then  act  as  Preiident,  and  fuch  officer 
(hall  ad  accordingly,  until  the  diiability  be  removed,  or  a 
Preiident  lhall  be  elected. 

The 
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The  Prefident  fhall,  atftated  times,  receive  for  his  fer- 
vices,  a  compenfation,  which  lhall  neither  be  encreafed  nor 
diminifhed  during  the  period  for  which  he  fhall  have  been 
elected,  and  he  ihall  not  receive  within  that  period  any 
other  emolument  from  the  United  States,   or  any  of  them. 

Before  he  enters  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  lhall 
take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation  : 

"  I  do  folemnly  fwear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully 
"  execute  the  office  of  Preiident  of  the  United  States,   and 
"  will  to  the  belt  of  my  ability,    preferve,  protect  and 
"*  defend  the  conftitution  of  the  United  States." 

Seel,  i.  The  Preiident  fhall  be  commander  in  chief  of 
the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  militia 
of  the  feveral  ftates,  when  called  into  the  actual  fervie'e  of 
the  United  States  ;  he  may  require  the  opinion,,  in  writing, 
of  the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  executive  depart- 
ments, upon  any  fubject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  re.- 
fpective  offices,  and  he  lhall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves 
and  pardons  for  offences  againft  the  United  States,  except 
in  cafes  of  impeachment. 

He  fhall  have  power',  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
Tent  of  the  Seriate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds 
of  the  Senators  prefent  concur ;  and  he  lhall  nominate,  and 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  Senate,  fhall  ap- 
point ambaffadors,  other  public  minifters  and.confuls, 
judges  of  the  fupreme  court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the 
United  States,  whbfe  appointments  are  not  herein  other- 
wife  provided  for,  and  whith  fhall  be  eftablifhed  by  law. 
But  the  Congrefs  may  by  law  veft  the  appointment  of  fuch 
inferior  officers,  as  they  thh  k  proper  in  the  Prefident 
alone,  in  the  courts  of  law,  or  in  the  heads  of  departments. 

The  Prefident  fhall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies 
that  may  happen  during  the  recefs  of  the  Senate,  by  grant- 
ing commiflions  which  lhall  expire  at  the  end  of  their 
next  feflion.  J 

Seel.  3.  He  fhall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Con- 
grefs information  of  the  Irate  of  the  Union,  and  recom- 
mend to  their  confideration  fuch  meafures  as  he  fhall  judge 
ncceffary  and  expedient  ;  he  may,  on  extraordinary  occa- 
fions,  convene  both  houfes,  or  cither  of  them,  and  in  cafe 
of  difagreement  between  them,  with  refpeft  to  the  tin  eof 

adjournment, 
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adjournment,  he  may  adjonrn  them  to  fuch  time  as  he 
jhall  think  proper  ;  he  mail  receive  ambafiadors  and  other 
public  minifters;  he  mall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faith- 
fully executed,  and  mail  commillion  all  the  officers  of  the 
United  States. 

Setf.  4.  The  Prefulent,  Vice-Prefident  and  all  civil 
officers  of  the  United  States  lhall  be  removed  from  office 
on  impeachment  for,  and  conviction  of,  treafon,  bribery, 
or  other  high  crimes  and  mifdemeanors. 

ARTICLE      III. 

Se&.  1.  Th$  judicial  power  of  the  United  States,  mall 
be  vefted  in  one  fupreme  court,  and  in  fuch  inferior  courts 
as  the  Congrefs  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  efta- 
blifh.  The  judges,  both  of  the  fupreme  and  inferior 
court,  mall  hold  their  offices  during  good  behaviour,  and 
/hall,  atftated  times,  receive  for  their  fervices,  a  compen- 
iation,  which  lhall  not  be  diminifhed  during  their  continu- 
ance in  office. 

Serf.  2.  The  judicial  power  lhall  extend  to  all  cafes,  in 
law  and  equity,  arifing  under  this  conltitution,  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  treaties -made,  or  which  lhall  be 
made,  under  their  authority  ;  to  all  cafes  affecting  ambaf- 
fadors,  other  public  minifters  and  confuls  ;  tor  al^afes  of 
admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction  ;  to  controversies  to 
which  the  United  States  lhall  be  a  party  ;  to  controverfies 
between  two  or  more  Ib.tes,  between  a  ftate  and  citizens  of 
another  ftace,  between  citizens  of  different  ftates,  between 
citizens  of  the  fame  ftate  claiming  lands  under  grants  of 
different  ftates,  and  between  a  ftate,  or  the  citizens  there- 
of, and  foreign  ftates,  citizens  or  fubjecls.  ., 

In  all  cafes  affecting  ambatladors,  other  public  minifters 
and  confuls,  and  thofe  in  which  a  ftate  mall  be  a  party,  the 
fupreme  court  lhall  have  original  jurifdiction.  In  all  the 
other  cafes  before  mentioned,  the  fupre.ine  court  lhall  have 
appellate  jurifdiction,  both  as  to  law  and  fact,  with  luch 
exceptions,  and  under  fuch  regulations  as  the  Congrefs 
lhall  make. 

The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cafes  of  impeachment, 
lhall  be  by  jury  ;  and  fuch  trial  lhall  be  held  in  the  ftate 
where  the  laid  crimes  lhall  have  been  committed;  but 
when  not  committed  within  way  ftate,  the  trial  lhall  be  at 

fuch 
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Such  place  or  places  as  the  Congrefs  may  by  law  have  di- 
reeled. 

Seel.  3.  Treafon  againft  the  United  States,  fhall  con- 
fnt  only  in  levying  war  againft  them,  or  in  adhering  to 
their  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort.  Noperfon 
fhall  be  convicted  of  treafon  unlefs  on  the  testimony  of  two 
witneffes  to  the  fame  overt  act,  or  on  confeflion  in  open 
court. 

The  Congrefs  fhall  have  power  to  declare  the  punifh- 
ment  of  treafon,  but  no  attainder  of  treafon  fhall  work  cor- 
ruption of  blood,  or  forfeiture,  except  during  the  life  of 
the  perfon  attainted. 

ARTICLE      IV. 

Sec7.  I .  Full  faith  and  credit  fhall  be  given  in  each  ftate 
to  the  public  acts,  records  and  judicial  proceedings  of  every 
other  ftate.  And  the  Congrefs  may  by  general  laws  pre- 
fcribe  the  manner  in  which  fuch  acts,  records  and  pro. 
ceedings  lhail  be  proved,  and  the  effecl:  thereof. 

Sett.  2.  The  citizens  of  each  itate  fhall  be  entitled  to  all 
privileges  and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the   feveral  flates.' 

A  perfon  charged  in  any  ftate  with  treafon,  felony,  or 
other  crime,  who  fhall  flee  from  juitice,  and  be  found  in 
another  ftate,  lhall,  on  demand  of  the  executive  authority 
of  th3  ftate  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  re- 
moved to  the  ftate  having  jurildicl.on  of  the  crime. 

I\'o  perfon  held  to  fervice  or  labour  in  one  ftate,  under 
the  laws  thereof,  efcaping  into  another,  fhall,'  in  confe- 
quence  of  any  law  or  regulation  therein,  be  difcharged 
from  fuch  fervice  or  labor,  but  ihall  be  delivered  up  on 
claim  of  the  party  to  whom  fuch  fervice  or  labour  may  be 
due. 

Seft.  3.  New  dates  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congrefs 
into  this  Union  ;  but  no  new  ftate  fhall  be  formed  or 
.  erecled  within  the  jurifdiction  of  any  other  ftate  ;  nor  any 
ftate  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  ftates,  or 
parts  of  ftates,  without  the  confent  of  the  legislatures  of 
the  ftates  concerned  as  well  as  of  the  Congrefs. 

The  Congrefs  lhall  have  power  to  difpolc  of  and  make 

all  needful  rules  and  regulations  reipecting  the  territory 

•r  other   property  belonging  to  the  United  States  ;    and 

F  nothing 
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nothing  in  this  conftitution  (hall  be  fo  conftrued  as  to  -pre- 
judice  any  claims  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  particular 
itate. 

Sect.  4.  The  United  States  fhall  guarantee  to  every 
ftate  in  this  Union  a  Republican  form  of  Government, 
and  mall  protect  each  of  tbem  againft  invafion  ;  and  on 
application  of  the  legiflature,  or  of  the  executive  (when 
the  legiflature  cannot  be  convened)  againft  domeftic  vio- 
lence. 

ARTICLE      V. 

The  Congrefs,  whenever  two  thirds  of  both  Houfes 
Jhall  deem  it  neceifary,  fhall  propofe  amendments  to  this 
conftitution,  or,  on  the  application  of  the  legiflatures  of 
two-thirds  of  the  feveral  ftates,  fhall  call  a  convention  for 
propoiing  amendments,  which,  in  either  cafe,  ihal)  be  va- 
lid to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  part  of  this  conftitution, 
■when  ratified  by  the  legiflatures  of  three-fourths  of  the 
feveral  ftates,  or  by  conventions  in  three-fourths  thereof, 
as  the  one  or  the  other  mode  of  ratification  may  be  pro- 
pofed  by  the  Congrefs  :  Provided,  that  no  amendment 
.which  may  be  made  prior  to  the  year  one  thoufand  eight 
hundred  and  eight  fhall  in  any  manner  affect  the  Aril  and 
fourth  claufes  in  the  ninth  fection  of  the  firft  article  ;  and 
that  no  ftate,  without  its  confent,  fhall  be  deprived  of  its 
•equal  fufFrage  in  the  Senate. 

ARTICLE      VI. 

All  debts  contracted  and  engagements  entered  into, 
before  the  adoption  of  this  conftitution,  fhall  be  cs  valid 
againft  the  United  States  under  this  conftitution,  as  under 
the  confederation. 

This  conftitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
Which  fhall  be  made  in  purfuance  thereof ;  and  all  treaties 
made,  or  which  fhall  be  made,  under  the  authority  of  the 
United  States,  fhall1  be  the  fupreme  law  of  the  land  ;  and 
the  jud^eb  in  every  ftate  fhall  be  bound  thereby,  any  thing 
in  the  conftitution  or  laws  of  any  ftate  to  the  contrary 
notwithftanding. 

The  fenators  and  representatives  before  mentioned,  and 
the  members  of  the  feveral  ftate  legiflatures,  and  all  exe- 
cutive and  judicial  officer's,  both  of  the  United  States  find 
of  the  feveral  ftates,  fhall  be  bound  by  oath  or  affirmation, 
fo  fupport  this  conftitution  ;    but  no  religious  teft  fhall 

ever 
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ever  be  required  as  a  qualification  to  any  office  or  public 
truit  under  the  United  States. 

A    R .    T    I    C    L    E      VII. 
The  ratification  of  the  conventions  of  nine  Hates,  fhall 
be  fufficient  for  the  eftabliftiment  of  this  conftitution  be- 
tween the  ftates  fo  ratifying  the  fame.

The  States  of  New-Hampfhire,  Maflachufetts,  Connecti- 
cut, Mr.  Hamilton  from  New- York,  New-Jerfey,  Penn- 
fylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,   North-Caro- 
lina, South-Carolina,  and  Georgia. 

Resolved, 
THAT  that  the  preceding  Conflituticn  be  laid  before 
the  United  States  in  CongrefsafTembled,  and  that  it  is  the 
opinion  of  this  Convention,  that  it  ihould  afterwards  be 
fubmitted  to  a  Convention  of  Delegates,,  chofen  in  each 
irate  by  the  people  thereof,  under  the  recommendation  of 
its  legjflature,  for  their  affent  and  ratification ;  and  that 
each  Jmveitio  1  affenting  to,  and  ratifying  the  fame, 
fhould  give  notice  thereof  to  the  United  States  in  Congref* 
afieinbled. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Convention, 
thatasfoon  as  the  Conventions  of  nine  ftatesfhall  have  ra- 
tified this  Conftitution,  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  af- 
fembled  fhould  fix  a  day  on  which  electors  fhould  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  dates  which  fhall  have  ratified  the  fame,  and 
a  day  on  which  the  electors  fhould  affemble  to  vote  for  the 
Prefidem,  and  the  time  and  place  for  commencing  pro- 
ceedings under  this  Conftitution.  .  That  after  fuch  publi- 
cation the  electors  ihould  be  appointed,  and  the  fenators 
and  reprefentatives  elected  :  That  the  electors  ihould  meet 
on  the  day  fixed  for  the  election  of  the  Prefident,  and 
fhould  tranfmit  their  votes  certified,  ligntd,  fealed  and

IN    CONVENTION, 

September  17,  1787. 
SIR, 

WrE  have  now  the  honor  to  fubmit  to  the  confidera- 
tion  of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  aflembled, 
that  Conftitution  which  has  appeared  to  us  the  moft  ad- 
vifable. 

The  friends  of  our  country  have  long  feen  and  defired, 
that  the  power  of  making  war,  peace  and  treaties,  that  of 
levying  money  and  regulating  commerce,  and  the  corref- 
pondent  executive  and  judicial  authorities  ihruld  be  fully 
and  effectually  vetted  in  the  general  government  of  the 
Union  :  But  the  impropriety  of  delegating  fuch  extenfiv© 
truft  to  one  body  of  men  is  evident — hence  relults  the 
neceflity  of  a  different  organization. 

It  is  obvioufly  impracticable  in  the  federal  government 
cfthefe  States,  tofecureall  rights  of  independent  fove- 
reignty  to  each,  and  yet  provide  for  the  intcreft  and  fafety 
cfall — Individuals  entering  into  fociety,muft  giveup  afhare 
of  liberty  to  preferve  the  reft.  The  magnitude  of  the 
facrifice  mult  depend  as  wellonfituationand  circumftance, 
as  on  the  object  to  be  obtained.  It  is  at  all  times  difficult 
to  draw  with  precifion  the  line  between  thofe  rights 
which  mult  be  furrendered,  and  thole  which  may  be  re- 
fcrved  ;  and  on  the  pre  lent  occalion  this  difficulty  was  en- 
rreafed  by  a  difference  among  the  feveral  States  as  to  their 
fituation,  extent,  habits,  and  particular  interefls. 

In  all  our  deliberations  on  this  fubjeel,  we  kept  fteadily 
in  our  view,  that  which  appears  to  us  the  grcatcft  intereft 
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of  every  true  American,  the  confolidation  of  our  Uniony 
in  which  is  involved  our  profpcrity,  felicity,  fafety,  perhapj 
our  national  exigence.  This  important  conlideration,  fe- 
rionfly  and  deeply  imprefTed  on  our  minds,  led  each  State 
in  the  Convention  to  be  lefs  rigid  on  points  of  inferior 
magnitude,  than  might  have  been  otherwise  expe&ed  ;  and 
thus  the  Conftjtution,  which  we  now  prefent,  isthcrefult 
of  a  fpirit  of  amity,  and  of  that  mutual  deference  and  con- 
cefljon  which  the  peculiarity  of  our  political  lituation  ren- 
dered indifpenfible. 

That  it  will  meet  the  full  and  entire  approbation  of  every 
State  is  not  perhaps  to  be  expected  ;  but  each  will  dcubt- 
lefs  confider,  that  ha  1  her  intereits  been  alone  confulted, 
the  confequences  might  have  been  particularly  difagreea- 
ble  or  injurious  to  others ;  that  it  is  liable  to  as  few  ex- 
ceptions as  could  reafonably  have  been  expected,  we  hope 
and  believe*  that  it  may  promote  the  lading  welfare  of 
that  country  fo  dear  to  us  all,  and  fecure  her  freedom  and 
hapninefs,  is  our  moft  ardent  wifh.

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COMMONWEALTH  of  MASSACHUSETTS. 

In  Convention  of  the  Delegates  of  the  People  of  the  Com. 
monweakh  of  Maffachuietts — Februarjr  6th,  1788. 

THE  Convention  having  impartially  difcufled,  and 
fully  confidered  the  constitution  for  the  United  States  of 
America,  reported  to  Congrefs  by  the  convention  of  dele- 
gates from  the  United  States  of  America,  and  fubmitted  to 
us  by  a  refolution  of  the  General  Court  of  the  faid  Com- 
monwealth, pafl'ed  the  twenty -fifth  day  of  October  laft  pall, 
and  acknowledging  with  grateful  hearts,  the  goodnefs  of 
the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  univerfe  in  affording  the  people 
of  the  United  States,in  the  courfe  of  his  Providence,  an  op- 
portunity, deliberately  and  peaceably,  without  fraud  or 
iurprize,  of  entering  into  an  explrcit  and  folemn  compact 
with  each  other,  by  affenting  to  and  ratifying  a  new  con- 
ftitution, in  order  to  form  a  more  perfect  union,  eftabiiih 
juilice,  infure  domeftic  tranquility,  provide  for  the  common 
defence,  promote  the  general  welfare,  and  fecure  the 
bleflings  of  liberty  to  themfelves  and  their  pofterity,  do 
in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of  the  people  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Mailachufetts,  aflent  to  and  ratify  the  faid  con- 
ftitution for  the  United  States  of  America. 

And  as  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  convention,  that  certain 
amendments  and  alterations  in  the  faid  conftitution  would 
remove  the  fears  and  quiet  the  apprehenfions  of  many  of 
the  good  people  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  more  effectu- 
ally guard  againft  an  undue  adminiflration  of  the  federal 
government — The  convention  do  therefore  recommend 
that  the  following  alterations  and  provifions  be  introduced 
into  the  faid  conftitution. 

Fir/?.  That  it  be  explicitly  declared  that  all  powers  not 
expreffiy  delegated  by  the  aforefaid  conftitution,  are  re- 
fer ved  to  the  feveral  itates  to  be  by  them  exercifed. 

Secondly.  That  there  fhall  beonereprefentative  to  every 
thirty  thoufand  perfons  according  to  the  cenfus  mentioned 
in  the  conftitution,  until  the  whole  number  of  the  repre- 
fentatives  amounts  to  two  hundred. 

Thirdly.  That  Congrefs  do  not  exercife  the  powers  veft. 
ed  in  them  by   the  fourth  fection  of  the  firft  article,  but  in 
cafes  when  a  ftate  ihall  neglect  or  refufe   to  make  the  re- 
gulations 
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gulations  therein  mentioned,  or  (hall  make  regulations  fub- 
verfive  of  the  rights  of  the  people  to  a  free  and  equal  re- 
prefentationin  Congrefs,  agreeably  to  the  conftitution. 

Fourthly.  That  Congrefs  do  not  lay  direct  taxes  but 
when  the  monies  arifing  from  the  import  and  excife  are 
infufficient  for  the  public  exigencies,  nor  then  until  Con- 
grefs lhall  have  tirft  made  a  requilition  upon  the  ftates  to 
aflefs,  levy  and  pay  their  refpeclive  proportions  of  fuch  re- 
quifition,  agreeably  to  the  cenfus  fixed  in  the  faid  conftitu- 
tion, in  fuch  way  and  manner  as  the  legiflatures  of  the 
ftates  fhall  think  bert,  and  in  fuch  cafe  if  any  ftate  fhall  ne- 
glect or  refufe  to  pay  its  proportion  purfuant  to  fuch  requi- 
fition,  then  Congrefs  may  affefs  and  levy  fuch  ftate's  pro- 
portion, together  with  intereft  thereon  at  the  rate  of  (be 
per  cent  per  annum,  from  the  time  of  payment,  prefcribed 
in  fuch  requilition. 

Fifthly.  That  Congrefs  erect  no  company  of  merchants 
with  exclulive  advantages  of  commerce. 

Sixthly.  That  no  perfon  fhall  be  tried  for  any  crime  by 
which  he  may  incur  an  infamous  punimment,or  lofs  of  life, 
until  lie  be  fir  ft  indicted  by  a  grand  jury,  except  in  fuch 
cafes  as  may  arii'e  in  the  government  and  regulation  of  the 
land  and  naval  forces. 

Seventhly.  Thcfupreme  judicial  federal  court  fhall  have 
no  jurifdiction  of  caufes  between  citizens  of  different  ftates, 
unlefs  the  matter  in  difpute,  whether  it  concerns  the  real- 
ty or  perfonalty,be  of  the  value  of  three  thoufand  dollars 
at  the  leaft — nor  fhall  the  federal  judicial  powers  extend  to 
any  actions  between  citizens  of  different  ftates,  where  the 
matter  in  difpute,  whether  it  concerns  the  realty  or  per- 
fonalt'y,  is  not  of  the  value  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  at 
the  leaft. 

Eighthly.  In  civil  actions  between  citizens  of  different 
ftates,  every  iflue  of  facT  arifing  in  actions  at  common  law, 
mall  be  tried  by  a  jury,  if  the  parties  or  either  of  them 
requeft  it.

all  reafonable  and  legal  methods  to  obtain  a  ratification  of 
the  faid  alterations  and  provifions,  in  fuch  maimer  as  is 
provided  in  the  faid  article. 

And  that  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  afTembled  may 
have  due  notice  of  the  affent  and  ratification  of  the  faid  con-

a  refolution  of  the  General  Court  of  faid  State,  patted  the 
fourteenth  day  of  December  laft  pair,  and  acknowledging 
with  grateful  hearts  the  goodneis  of  the  Supreme  Ruler  of 
the  univerfe,  in  affording  the  people  of  the  United  States, 
in  the  courfe  of  his  Providence,  an  opportunity,  deliberate- 
ly and  peaceably,  without  fraud  or  furprize,  of  entering 
into  an  explicit  and  iblemn  compact  with  each  other,  by 
aflenting  to-  and  ratifying  a  new  conftitution,  in  order  to

prefentation  in  Congrefs — Nor  fliall  Congrefs  in  any  cafe 
make  regulations  contrary  to  a  free  and  equal  reprefen- 
tation. 

Fourthly.  That  Congrefs  do  not  lay  direct  taxes  but  when 
the  money  ariling  from  impoft,  excite,  and  their  other  re., 
fources,  are  infufficient  for  the  public  exigencies,  nor  th^n,

as  neceilary  to  the  propoied   conftitution  of  government

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for  the  United  States,  recommended  to  the  confideratioft 
of  the  Congrefs  which  mall  firft  aflemble  under  the  faid 
conititution,  to  be  acted  upon  according  to  the  mode  pre- 
scribed in  the  fifth  article  thereof — videlicet  ?. 

That  there  be  a  declaration  or  bill  of  rights,  afTerting 
and  fecuring  from  encroachment,  the  effential  and  unalien- 
able rights  of  the  people,  in  fome  fuch  manner  as  the  fol- 
lowing : 

.  Fir//-.  That  there  are  certain    natural  rights,  of  which 
men,  when  they  form  a  focial  compact,  cannot  deprive  or 
diveft  their  pofterity,  among  which  are  the  enjoyment  of 
life  and  liberty,  witli  the  means  of  acquiring,  poffeiling,  and 
protecting  property,  and  purfuing  and  obtaining    happi- 
nefsand  fafety.     Second.  That  all  power  is  naturally  vefl- 
edin,and  confequently  derived  from  the  people;  that 
magiftrates,  therefore,  are  their  truftees  and  agents,   and 
at  all  times  amenable  to  them.      Third.  That  government 
ought  to  be  inftituted  for  the  common  benefit,    protection 
and  fecurity  of  the  people  ;  and  that  the  doctrine    of  non- 
reliffance  againft  arbitrary  power  and  opprefhon,  is  ablurdj 
flavifh,  and  deftruftive  of  the  good  and  happinefs  of  man- 
kind.    Fourth.  That  no  man  or  let  of  men  are  entitled   to 
exclufive  or  feparate    public  emoluments  or    privileges 
from  the  community,  but  in  confideration  of  public   fervi- 
ces,    which  not  being  defcendible,  neither  ought  the  offices 
of  magiitrate,  legiflator,  or  judge,  or  any  other  public  of- 
fice to  be  hereditary.     Fifth.  That  the  legiflative,    execu- 
tive and  judiciary  powers  of  government  mould  be  fepa- 
rate and  diilinct,    and  that   the  members  of  the  two  firft 
may  be  reitrained  from  oppreflion  by  feeling   and   partici- 
pating the  public  burthens,  they  mould,   at  fixed  periods, 
be  reduced  to  a  private  ftation,  return  into  the  mafs  of  tha 
people,  and  the  vacancies  be  fupplied  by  certain  and   regu- 
lar elections ;  in  which  all  or  any  part  of  the  former  mem- 
bers to  be  eligible  or  ineligible,  as  the  rules  of  the   coniri- 
tution  of  government,   and  the  laws   fhall  direct.   Sixth* 
That     elections    of    reprefentatives    in    the    legiflature 
ought  to  be  free  and  frequent,  and  all  men  having  Suffici- 
ent evidence  of  permanent  common  intereft,  with  an  at- 
tachment to  the  community,  ought  to   have    the  right  of 
fuffrage  :  and  no  aid,  charge,  tax  or  fee  can  be   fet,  rated 

or 
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levied  upon  the  people  without  their  ownconfent,  or  that 
of  their  repreientatives  So  ele&ed,  nor  can  they  be    bound 
by  any  law  to  which  they  have  not  in  like  manner  aflented 
for  the  public  good.     Seventh.  That  all  power  of  Suspend- 
ing laws,  or  the  execution  of  laws,  by  any  authority,  with- 
out the  confentof  the  representatives  of  the  people  in   the 
legislature,  is  injurious  to  their  rights,  and  ought   not    to 
be  exercifed.  Eighth.   That  in  all  capital  and  criminal  pro- 
fecutions,  a  man  hath  a  right  to  demand  the  caufe    and  na- 
ture  of  his  accufation,  to  be  confronted    with  the    accufers 
and  witneile*,  to  call  for  evidence,  and  be  allowed  counfel 
in  his  favor,  and  to  a  fair  and  fpeedy  trial  by  an    impartial 
jury  of  his  vicinage,  without  whofe  unanimous  conSent  he 
cannot  be  found  guilty,  (except  in  the  government  of  the 
land  and  naval  forces  :) — nor  can  he  be  compelled  to    give 
evidence  againft  himfelf.     Ninth.  That  no  freeman  ought 
to  be  taken,  imprifoned,  or  difleifed  of  his  freehold,  liber- 
ties, privileges,  or  franchifes.or  outlawed,  or  exiled,  or  in 
any  manner  deft  roved  or  deprived  of  his  life,  liberty  orpro- 
perty,  but  by  the  law  of  the   land.      Tenth.    That   every 
freeman  retrained  of  his  liberty,  is  intitled  to  a  remedy,  to 
enquire  into  the  lawfulness   thereof,  and  to  remove   the 
fame,  if  unlawful,  and  that  fuch  remedy  ought   not  to  be 
denied  nor  delayed.     Eleventh.  That  in  controversies  re- 
specting property,  and  in  Suits  between  man  and  man,    the 
ancient  trial  by  jury  is  one  oSthe  greateft  Securities   to  the 
rights  oS  the  people,  and  ought  to  remain  Sacred  and  invi- 
olable.    Twelfth.  That  every  freeman  ought  to  find  a  cer- 
tain remedy  by  recourfe  to    the  laws  for  all  injuries  and 
wrongs  he  may  receive  in  his  pcrfon,  property  or  charac- 
ter.    He  ought  to  obtain  right  and  jultice  freely  without 
iale,  completely  and  without  denial,  promptly  and  without 
delay,  and  that   all  eftablifhments  or  regulations    contra- 
vening thefe  rights,  are  .oppreilive  and  unjull.   Thirteenth. 
That  exceffive  bail  ought  not  to  be  required,  nor  exceffive 
fines  impofed,  nor  cruel  and  unui'ual  punilhments  iniiicled. 
Fourteenth.     rJ  bat  every  freeman  has  a  right  to  be    f ccure 
from  all  unreafonable  Searches  and  Seizures  of  his  perfon, 
his  papers  and  his  property  ;  "  all  warrants,  therefore,  to 
Search  fuSpeclcd  places,  or  Seize  any  freeman,  his  papers  or 
property/'  without  information  upon  oath   (or  affirmation 
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crfaperfcmreligioufly  Scrupulous  of  talcing  an  oath)  of  legal 
and  Sufficient  caufe,   arc  grievous  and  oppreflive  ;  and  all 

general  warrants  to  Search  iulpraed -places,  or  lo  appre- 
hend any  Sulpectedperfon, without  Specially  naming  or  de- 
scribing the  place  or  perfou,  arc  dangerous  and  ought  not 
to  be  granted.  Fifteenth,  That  the  people  have  aright 
peaceably  to  affemble  togerlierto  conlult  lor  the  common 
good,  or  to  inftruct  their  representatives  ;  and  that  every 
freeman  has  a  right  to  petition  or  apply  to  the  legiflature 
for  redreSs  of  grievances.  Sixteenth,  That  the  people  have 
a  right  to  freedom  of  fpeech,  and  of  writing  and  publiiliing 
their  Sentiments  ;  that  the  freedom  of  the  prefs  is  one  of 
the  greater}  bulwarks  of  liberty,  and  ought  not  tobe  viola- 
ted. Seventeenth.  That  the  people  have  aright  to  keep 
and  bear  arms  ;  that  a  well  regulated  militia,  compoied  of 
the  body  of  the  people,  trained  to  arms,  is  the  proper,  na- 
tural and  fafe  defence  of  a  free  Hate.  That  Handing  armies 
in  time  of  peace  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  and  therefore 
ought  to  be  avoided,  as  far  as  the  circumflancesand  pro- 
tection of  the  community  willacimit  ;  and  that  in  all  cafes 
the  military  Should  be  under  Strict  Subordination  to  arid 
governed  by  the  civil  power.  Eighteenth.  That  no  Soldier; 
in  time  of  peace  ought  to  be  quartered  in  any  home  without 
the  confcHrt  cf  the  owner,  and  in  time  of  war  in  fuch  manner 
only  as  the  laws  direct.  Nineteenth.  That  any  perSon  religi- 
ouhy  Scrupulous  of  bearing  arms,  ought  tobe  exempted,  upon 
payment  of  an  equivalent  to  employ  another  to  bear  arms  in 
his  :'.(  ad.  Twentieth.  That  religion,  or  the  duty  which  we 
owe  to  our  Creator,  and  the  manner  of  discharging  it,  can 
bcdVccted  only  by  reafon  and  conviction,  not  by  force  or 
violence ,  and  therefore  all  men  have  an  equal,  natural,  and 
una!:  ight  to  the  free  exerciSe  of  religion,  according

ous fe  i       ht   tobe  favored  or  eflabliihed  by 

law  in  prefcrenceto  others^ 

A M ENDM'ENTS  TO  THE  BODY  OF 

T  U  .  E  CONSTITUIIO  N. 

Fir/?.   That  each  ftate  in  the  union  mall  respectively    re- 
tain every  power,  jmiichctior.,  and  right,   which  is  not  by 
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this  constitution  delegated  to  the  Congrefs  of  the  U a  "led 
btates,  or.  to  the  departments  of  the  federal  government.. 
Second.  That  there  Hull  be  one  rcprefentative  for  every 
thirty  thoufand  according  to  the  enumeration  or  comfus 
mentioned  in  the  couftitution,  until  the  whole  nmr  ber 
of  representatives  amounts  to  two  hundred  ;  after  wl  i  '.->. 
that  number  ihal.l  be  continued  or  encreafed  as  the  Con- 
grefs ihall  direct,  upon  the  principles  fixed  by  the  conltitu- 
rion  by  apportioning  the  representatives  of  each  ilate  to 
fomc  greater  number  of  people  from  time  to  time  as  pfoj  il- 
lation encreafes.  Third.  When Congrefs  Hull  lay  direct  tu:-:es 
or  exciles,they  ihalj  immediately  inform  the  executive  now  er 
of  each  Hate,  of  the  quota  of  fuch  ftate,  according  to  the 
cenfus  herein  directed,  which  is  propefed  to  be  thereby 
railed  ;  and  if  the  legislature  of  any  Hate  ihall  pais  a  \i\\y 
which  ihall  be  effectual  for  railing  fuch  quota  at  the  time 
required  by  Congrefs,  the  taxes  and  excifes  laid  by  Cc  n- 
grefs  fhall  not  fee  collected  in  fuch  ftate.

That 
the  members  of  the  fenate  and  houfe  of  reprefentatives 
ihall  be  ineligible  to,  and  incapable  of  holding  any  civil  of- 
fice under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  during  the 
time  for  which  they  ihall  respectively  be  elected.  Fifth. 
That  the  journals  of  the  proceedings  of  the  fenate  and 
JiQufe  of  repjefentytives  fhall  be  publifhed  at  leait  once  in 
very  year,  except  fuch  parts  thereof  relating  to  treaties, 
alliances,  or  military  operations,  as  in  their  judgment  re- 
quire fecrecy.57.'x\7;.  That  a  regular  itatement  and  account  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  money  ihall  be 
publilhed  at  leaft  once  in  every  year.  Seventh.  That  no 
commercial  treaty  ihall  be  ratified  without  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  the  members  of  the 
fenate;  and  no  treat}-,  ceding,  contracting,  retraining  or 
fuipending  the  territorial  rights  or  claims  of  the  Cm  t  d 
States,  or  any  of  them  or  their,  or  any  of  their  rights  or 
claims  to  fifhiog  in  the  American  leas,  or  navigating  the 
American  rivers,  ihall  be  but  in  cafes  of  the  mole  urge  it 
ami  extreme  n  .  nor  ihall  any  fuel;

That  no  n  m  law,  or  law  regulating  co  nnierce,fhaH

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ber:;  prefent  in  both  houfes.      Ninth.    That   no  (landing 
army  or  regular  troops  ihall  be    railed  or  kept  up  in  time 
of  psace,  without  the  confent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
pre 1  ent  in  both  houfes.     Tenth.   That  no  loldier   fhall    be 
enliuted  for  any  longer  term    than  four   years,  except  in 
tiny,  of  war,  and  then  for  no  longer  term  than  the  continu- 
ance of  rhe  war.     Eleventh.  That  each  ftate  refpectively, 
fhal  1  have  the  power  to  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and 
difr  iplining   its    own  militia,   whenfoever  Congrefs   fhall 
omit  or  neglect  to  provide  for  the  fame.     That  the  militia 
fhall  not  be  fubjtct  to  martial  law,  except   when    in  actual 
iervicein  time  of  war,  invafion,  or  rebellion;-  and  when 
noi:  in  the  aclual  fervice  of  the  United  States,  (hall  be   fub- 
ject only  to  fuch  lines,  penalties   and  punifhments  as  fhall 
be    directed  or  inflicted  by  the    laws    of   its  own  ftate. 
Twelfth.  That  the  exclufive  power  of  legiflation  given  to 
Congrefs  over  the  federal  town,  and   its  adjacent    diftricT, 
and  other  places  purchafed  or  to  be  purchafed  by  Congrefs 
of  i:ny  of  the  ftaies,  ihall  ey  tend  onl)r  to  fuch  regulations  as 
reflect  the  police  and    good   government   thereof.     Thir- 
teenth.  Than  no  perfon  fhall  be  capable  of  being  prefident 
of  t  he  United  States  for  more  than  eight  years  in  any  term 
Of  fifteen  years.     Fourteenth.  That  the  judicial  power   of 
the  United  States  lhall  be  vetted  hi  one  fupreme  court,  and 
in  fuch  courts  of  admiralty  as  Congrefs  may  from   time    to 
timje  ordain  and  eftablilhin  any  of  the  different  ftates :  The 
judicial  power 'fhall 'extend  to  all  cafe's  in  law  and  equity 
arifjing  under  treaties  made,  or  which  lhall  be  made  under 
the  authority  of  the  United  States  ;  to  all  cafes  affecting  am- 
bafladors,  other  foreign  Hiiniflrers  and  confuls ;  to  all  cafes  of 
admiralty  and  maritime  jurifdiclion;  to  controverfies   to 
w  hiich  the  United  States  lhall  be  a  par.y  ;  to  controverfies 
between  two  or  more  ftates  ;    and  between  parties  claim- 
in);  lands  under  the  grants  of  different  ftates.     In  all   cafes 
affecting  amba.Tadors,  other  foreign  minifters  and  confuls, 
..   c  thole  in  which   a  ftate   fhall  be  a  party,  the  fupreme 
fhall   have    original  jurifdiclion  ;  in  all  ether  cafes 
be! ore  mentioned,  the  fupreme  court  fhall  have  appellate 
j  i     ...-lion  as  to  matters  of  law  only  ;    except  in  cafes  of 
n       .',  and  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurifdiction,  in  which 
the  fupreme  court  lhall  have  appellate  jnrifdi&ion.  both  as 
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to  law  and  fact,  with  fuch  exceptions,  and  under  fuch    re- 
gulations  as  the  Congrefs  fhall  make.      But  the  juc  licial 
power  of  the  United  States  fhall  extend  to  no  cafe  where 
thecaufeof  action  fhall  have  originated  before  the    ratifi- 
cation of  this    constitution ;    except  in    djfputes   between 
jftatcs  about  their  territory,  dJfputesttetwecn  perfons  cl-  iHn- 
ino  lands  under  the  grants  of  different  ftates,  and  fuits  for 
debts  due  to  the  United  States,     fifteenth.  That  in  crimi- 
nal profecutions  no  man  fhall  be  retrained  in  the  exercife 
of  the  ufua!  and  accuitomed  right  of  challenging  or  ex  rept- 
ing  to  the  jury.    Sixteenth.  That  Congrefs  ihall  not  alter, 
modify,  or  interfere  in  the  times,  places,  or  manner  of  hold- 
ing elections  for  Senators  and  reprefentatives,  or  either  of 
them,  except  when  the  legislature  of  any  (hue lhall  ne gleet, 
refufe,  or  be  difablcd  by  invafion  or  rebellion,  to  prescribe 
the  fame.     Seventeenth.  That  thofe  clauks  which  declare 
that  Congrefs  lhall  not  exercife  certain  powers  be  not  in- 
terpreted in  any  manner  what  foe  ver  to  extend  the  powers 
of  Congrefs.     But  that  they  may  be  confirued    either  as 
making  exceptions  to  the  fpecihed  powers  where  th;is  lhall 
be  the  cafe,  pr  other  wife  as  inferted    merely    for  greater 
caution.     Eighteenth.  That  the  laws  afcertaining  the  com- 
penfation  tofenators  and  reprefentatives  for  their  iervices, 
be  poftponcd  in  their  operation,  until  after  the  election    of 
reprefentatives  immediately  fucceeding  the  palling  thereof ; 
that    excepted,  which  mall  fir  ft  be  puffed  on  the  fubject. 
Nineteenth.  That  fome  tribunal  other  than   the  feruate  be 
provided  for  trying  impeachments  of  lenators.     Twentieth. 
That  the  falary  of  a,  judge  lhall  not  be  encreafed  or    dimi* 
nilhed  during  his  continuance  in  oflice,  oiherwife  than  by 
general  regulations  oi  falary  which  may  take  place  on  a  re- 
vifion  of  the  fubject  at  Stated  periods  of  not  Ids  than  feven 
years,  to  commence  from  the  time  fuch  falaries  fhall  be  firlt 
afcertained  by  Congrefs.     And  the  convention  do,    in  the 
name  and  behalf  of  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth,   en- 
join it  upon  their  repreienratives  tfi  Congrels,  to  exert  all 
their  influence,  and  ufe  all  reafonable  and  legal  methods   to 
obtain  a  ratification  of  the  foregoing  alterations   and    pro- 
visions, in  the  manner  provided  by  the  fifth  article  oi  the 
faid  constitution  ;  and  in  all  Congrellional  laws  to  be  palled 
in  the  mean  time,  to  conform  to  the  fpirit  of  thofe  amend- 
ments as  i'jLT  as  the  faid  conftitution  will  admit.

STATE    OF    NEW-YORK. 

WE  the  delegates  of  the  people  of  the  State  of 
New-York,  duly  elected  and  met  in  convention,  having 
maturely  coniidered  the  conititution  for  the  United 
States  of  America,  agreed  to  on  the  feventecmh  day  of 
September,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
eighty-feven,  by  the  convention  then  afiembled  at  Phila- 
delphia, in  the  commonwealth  of  Pennfylvania,  (a  copy 
whereof  precedes  thefe  prefeqts)  and  having  alio  feri- 
oufly  and  deliberately  coniidered  the  prefent  iituation  of 
the  Li'nited  States,  DO  declare  and  make  known, 

Tlmt  ail  power  is  originally  veiled  in  and  consequently 
derived  from  the  people,  and  that  government  is  infhtuted 
by  them  for  their  common  intereit,  protection  and  fecu- 

rit>r-  .       r 

That  the  enjoyment  of  life,  liberty,  and  the   nurfuit  of 

happi  tiefs,  are    eiTential  rights  which   every  government 
ought:  to  refpect  and  prefcrve. 

That  the  powers  of  government  may  be  reaiTumed  by 
the  prople,  whenfoever  it  ihall  become  neceflary  to  their 
happinefs  ;  that  every  power,  jurifdiction  and  right,  which 
is  not  by  the  laid  conititution  clearly  delegated  to  the  Con- 
grefs  of  the  United  States,  or  the  departments  of  the  go- 
vernment thereof,  remains  to  the  people  of  the  feveral 
ftates,,  or  to  their  refpective  itate  governments,  to  whom 
they  may  have  granted  the  fame  ;  and  that  thofe  claufes  in 
the  faid  conititution,  which  declare,  that  Congrefs  ihall 
not  have  or  exercife  certain  powers,  do  not  imply  that 
Congrefs  is  entitled  to  any  powers  not  given  by  the  faid 
conititution  ;  but  fuch  claufes  are  to  beconitrucd  either  as 
exceptions  to  certain  fpecified  powers,  or  asiriferted  merely 
for  greater  caution. 

That 
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That  the  people  have  an  equal,  natura1,  and  unalienable 
tight,  freely  and  peaceably  to  cxercife  their  religion,  ac- 
cording to  the  dictates  of  confucnce  ;  and  that  no  religious 
feci  or  lociety  ought  to  be  favored  or  ellablifhed  by  law 
in  preference  of  others. 

That  the  people  have  a  right  tokeep  and  bear  arms  ;  that 
a  well  regulared  militia,  including  the  body  of  the  people 
capable  of  bearing  arms,  is  the  proper,  natural,  and  fate  de- 
fence of  a  free  ftate. 

That  the  militia  Ihould  not  be  fubjecl:  to  martial  law,  ex- 
cept in  time  of  war,  rebellion,  or  iniurrection. 

That  {landing  armies  in  time  of  peace  are  dangerous  to 
liberty,  and  ought  not  to  be  kept  up,  except  in  cafes  of 
neceility,  and  that  at  all  times  the  military  ihould  be  under 
ftrictiubordinationto  the  civil  power. 

That  in  time  of  peace  no  lbldier  ought  to  be  quartered 
in  any  houle  without  the  content  of  the  owner  ;  and  in  time 
of  war,  only  by  the  civil  magiitrate,  in  fuch  manner  as  the 
laws  may  direct. 

That  no  perfod  ought  to  be  taken,  imprifoned  or  diffeiz- 
ed  of  his  freehold,  or  be  exiled  or  deprived  of  his  privi- 
leges, franchifes,  life,  liberty  or  property,  but  by  due  pi  o- 
cefs  of  law. 

That  no  perfon  oupht  to  be  put  twice  in  jeopardy  of 
life  or  limb  for  one  and  the  fame  offence,  nor,  unlets  in 
cafe  of  impeachment,  be  punimed  more  than  once  for  the 
fame  offence. 

That  every  perfon  retrained  of  his  liberty  is  entitled  t<% 
an  enquiry  into  the  lawfulnefs  of  fuch  reilraint,  and  to  a  re- 
moval thereof  if  unlawful,  and  that  fuch  enquiry  and  re- 
moval uught  not  to  be  denied  or  delayed  except  when,  on 
account  of  public  danger,  the  Congrefs  ihall  fufpend  the 
privilege  of  the  writ  of  Habeas  Corpus. 

That  exceflive  bail  ought  not  to  be  required  ;  nor  ex- 
ceflive  fines  impofed  ;  nor  cruel  or  unufual  punilhments 
inflicted. 

That  (except  in  the  government  of  the  land  and  naval 
forces,  and  of  the  militia  when  in  actual  fervice,  and  in 
cafes  ot  impeachment)  a  prefentment  or  indictment  by  a 
grand  jury  ought  to  be  obferved  as  a  neceflary  preliminary 
tf  the  trial  of  all  crimes  co  jni.able  by  the  judiciary  of  the 
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United  States ;  and  fuch  trial  ihould  befpeedy,  public,  antl 
bv  an  impartial  jury  of  the  county  where  the  crime  was 
committed  ;  and  that  no  perfon  can  be  found  guilty  with- 
out the  unanimous  confent  of  fuch  jury.  Eutin  cafes  of 
dimes  not  committed  within  any  county  of  any  of  the 
United  States,  and  in  cafes  of  crimes  commJtted  within  any 
county  in  which  a  general  infurredlion  may  prevail, 
or  which  may  be  in  the  pofTeflion  of  a  foreign  enemy, 
the  enquiry  and  trial  may  be  in  fuch  county  as  the  Congrefs 
Jhall  by  law  direct ;  w  hich  county  in  the  two  cafes lait  men. 
tioned,  ihould  be  as  near  as  conveniently  may  be  to  that 
county  in  which  the  crime  may  have  been  committed.  And 
tint  in  all  criminal  profecutions,  the  accufed  ought  to  be 
informed  of  the  caufe  and  nature  of  his  accufation,  to  be 
confronted  with  hts  accufersand  the  witnelfes  againft  him, 
to  have  the  means  of  producing  his  witnefles,  and  the  aflift- 
3nce  of  council  for  his  defence,  and  ihould  not  be  compelled 
to-give  evidence  againft  hi mlelf. 

That  the  trial  by  jury  in  the  extent  that  it  obtains  by 
the  common  law  ot  England,  is  one  of  the  greateit  fecuri- 
ti<"sto  the  rights  of  a  free  people,  and  ought  to  remain  in- 
violate. 

That  every  freeman  has  a  right  to  befecure  from  all 
unreafonablc  fearches  and  feizures  of  his  perfon,  his  papers- 
or  his  property  ;  and  therefore,  that  all  warrants  to  iearch 
fufpected  places,  or  feize  any  freeman,  his  papers  or  pro- 
perty, without  information  upon  oath  or  affirmation  of,luf- 
ficient  caufe,  are  grievous  and  oppreflive  ;  and  that  all 
general  warrants,  (or  fuch  in  which  the  place  or  perfon 
fufpected  are  not  particularly  defignated)  are  dangerous  and 
OVght  not  to  be  granted 

That  the  people  have  aright  peaceably  to  aflemble  to- 
gether to  coniuit  for  their  common  good,  'or  to  inffruct 
their  reprefentatives,  and  that  every  perion  has  a  right  to 
petition  or  apply  to  the  legislature  for  redrefs  of  griev- 
ances. 

That  the  freedom  of  the  prefs  ought  not  to  be  violated 
or  retrained. 

That  there  fhouid  be  once  in  four  years,  an  election  of  the 
prelidentand  vice-prefident,  fothat  no  officer  who  may  be 
appointed  by   the  Gonrarefs  to  act  as  preiident,  in  cafe  of 

the 
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the  removal,  death,  refignation  or  inability  of  the  prefident 
and  vice  president,  can  in  any  cafe  continue  to  act  beyond 
the  termination  of  the  period  for  which  the  laft  preiident 
and  vice-prelident  were  elected. 

That  nothng  contained  in  the  fjid  constitution,  is  to  be 
conftrued  to  prevent  the  legdflature  of  any  Itate  from  pall- 
ing laws  at  its  difcretion,  from  time  to  time,  to  divide  fnch 
itate  into  convenient  diftricts,  and  to  apportion  its  repre- 
ientatives  to,  and  amongft  fuch  diftricTts. 

That  the  prohibition  contained  in  the  faid  conftitution, 
againft  ex  po/t  fdflo  laws,  extends  only  to  laws  concerning 
crimes. 

That  all  appeals  in  caufes,  determinable  according  to  the 
courfe  of  the  common  la»v,  ought  to  be  by  writ  of  error, 
and  not  otherwife. 

That  the  judicial  power  of  the  United  States,  in  cafes  in 
which  a  (fate  may  be  a  party,  does  not  extend  to  criminal 
profecutions,  or  to  authorile  any  fuit,  by  any  perfon  againft 
a  Itate. 

That  the  judicial  power  of  the  Unired  States,  as  to  con- 
troveriies  between  citizens  of  the  fame  ftate,  claiming 
lands  under  grants  of  different  fbtes,  is  not  to  be  conftrued 
to  extend  to  any  other  controvcrlies  between  them,  except 
thofe  which  relate  to  fnch  lands,  io  claimed,  under  grants 
of  different  dates 

That  the  junfdiction  of  the  fupreme  court  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  any  other  court  to  be  inn"  ituted  by  the  Congrefs, 
is  not  in  any  cafe  to  be  encreafed,  enlarged,  or  extended, 
by  any  fiction,  collufion  or  mere  fuggettion  ;  and  tliat  no 
treaty  is  to  be  conftrued,  fo  to  operate,  as  to  alter  the  con- 
ititution  of  any  Itate. 

U  A'DEli  thefe  impreilions,  and  declaring  that  the  rights 
aforefjid  cannot  be  abridged  or  violated, and  that  the  expl  wa- 
tions aforefaid  are  coniiltent  with  the  laid  couiiitution.  and  in 
confidence  that  the  amendment-  which  iliall  haw  been  pro- 
pofed  to  the  faid  conftitution,  will  receive  an  early  and  ma- 
lure  con{iderat:on  :  WE,  the  fawlddecrr.tes,  in  the  name 
and  in  the  bei.  ilf  of  the  people*  oi'  the  itate  of  Ntew  1  ork, 
DO,    by    thefe  J  refenis,  afk-nt  to  and    RA'i  1FY    the  laid 

conftitution.      In  full  c         e,  ncverthelcfs,  that  until  a 

convention    iha'.l  be   called  and  convened  for    pro;  ofmg 

amendments 
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amendments  to  the  faid  conftitution,  the  militia  of  this  ftate 
will  not  be  continued  in  fervice  out  of  this  ftate  for  a  longer 
term  than  fix  weeks,  without  the  confentofthe  legiflature 
thereof  ;  that  tbeConprefs  will  not  make  or  alter  any  re- 
gulation in  this  ftate,  refpedting  the  times,  places,  and 
manner  of  holdino;elecnons  for  fenators  or  reprefentatives, 
unlefs  the  legiflature  of  this  ftate  fkall  neglect  or  refute  to 
make  laws  or  regulations  for  the  purpofe,  or  from  any  cir- 
eumftancebe  incapable  of  making  the  fame ;  and  that  in  thofe 
cafe?  fuch  power  will  only  be  exercifed  until  the  legiflature 
of  this  ftate  fhall  make  provifion  in  the  premifes  ;  that 
no  excife  will  be  impofed  on  any  article  of  the  growth, 
produ&ion  or  manufacture  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of 
them,  within  this  ftate,  ardent  fpirits  excepted  ;  and  that 
the  Congrefs  wjll  not  lay  direct  taxes  within  this  ftate, 
but  when  the  monies  ariiing  from  the  impoft  and  excife 
fhall  be  infufficient  for  the  public  exigencies,  nor  then, 
until  Congrefs  fhall  firfl  have  made  a  requifition  upon  this 
flate  to  aflefs,  levy  and  pay  the  amount  of  fuch  requifition, 
made  agreeably  to  thecenfus  fixed  in  the  faid  conftitution, 
in  fuch  way  and  manner  as  the  legiflature  of  this  ftate  fhall

AND  the  convention  do,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
pci.le  of  the  ihiteof  :\ew  York,  enjoin  it  .  pon  their  re- 
presentatives in  the  Congrefs,  to  exert  ail  their  influence 
and  ufe all  re&foriable  means  to  obtain  a  ratification  of  the 
following  amendments  to  the  laid  conftitution  in  the  mam    r 

prefcribed 
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-prefcribed  therein  ;  and  in  all  laws  to  be  paffedby  the  Con- 
grefs in  the  mean  time,  to  conform  to  the  fpirit  of  the  laid 
amendments  as  far  as  the  ccmftitution  will  admit. 

That  there  mall  be  one  reprefentative  for  every  thirty 
thoufand  inhabitants,  according  to  the  enumeration  or  cen- 
fus  mentioned  in  the  conftitution,  until  tiie  whole  number 
of  reprefentatives  amounts  to  two  hundred  ;  after  which 
•that  number  mall  be  continued  or  encrealed,  but  not  dimi. 
jiilhed,  as  Congrefs  fhall  direct,  and  according  to  fuch  ratio 
as  the  Congrefs  (hall  fix,  in  conformity  to  the  rule  pre- 
ferred for  the  apportionment  of  reprefentatives  and  direct 
taxes. 

That  the  Congrefs  do  not  impofe  any  evcife  on  any  ar- 
ticle (ardent  fpirits  excepted)  of  the  growth,produ&l6n  or 
manufacture  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them. 

That  Congrefs  do  not  lay  direct  taxes,  but  when  the  mo- 
nies ariling  from  the  impoit  and  excife,  (ball  be  infufilcient 
•for  the  public  exigencies,  nor  then,  until  Congrels  ifcafl 
firft  have  made  a  requifition  upon  the  Hates,  to  ahefs,  Ic\y 
and  pay  their  refpective  proportions  of  fuch  requiihion, 
agreeably  to  the  cenfus  fixed  in  the  faid  conititution,  in  fuch 
•way  and  manner,  as  the  legiflature  of  the  refpective  flates 
-ihall  judge  belt; — and  iniuch  cafe,  if  any  flate  Ihall  neglect 
or  refufe  to  pay  its  proportion,  purfuant  to  fuch  requifition, 
then  Congrefs  may  aflefs  and  levy  fuch  date's  proportion!, 
together  with  intercft  at  the  rate  of  lix  per  centum  per 
annum,  from  the  time  of  payment,  prescribed  in  fuch  re- 
quilition. 

That  the  Congrefs  fhall  not  make  or  alter  anv  regula- 
tion, in  any  hate,  refpecting  the  times,  places  and  manner 
ol  holding  elections  for  fenators  or  reprelentaiives,  unleif 
the  legislature  of  fuch  Itate  Ihall  neglect  or  ret  life  to  make 
laws  or  regulations  for  the  pnpofe,  or  from  any  circum- 
ftancebe  incapable  of  making  the  lame,  and  then  only,  until 
the  legiflature  of  fuch  ltate  iliall  make  provision  in  the  pre- 
mifes  ;  provided  that  Congrefs  may  prefefibe  the  time  for 
the  election  of  reprefentatives. 

'i  hat  no  perfons,  except  natural  born  citizens,  or  fnch 
a"-  v,  ere  citizens  on  or  before  the  41I1  day  of  July,  1776,  or 
fi  us  held (o'ii;;iii!;ou:.  under  the  United  States  during 
thc|\var,and  have  at  any  tiijie,iince  the  4th  day  of  July,]  776, 

bee 
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become  citizens  of  one  or  other  of  the  United  States,  and 
who.ihall  be  freeholders,  fhall  be  eligible  to  the  places  of 
prefident,  vice -preiident,  or  members  of  either  houfe  of 
the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States. 

That  the  Congrefs  do  not  grant  monopolies,  or  erect 
any  company,  with  exclusive  advantages  of  commerce. 

That  no  (landing  army  or  regular  troops  fhall  be  raifed, 
or  kept  up  in  time  of  peace,  without  the  confent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  fenators  and  reprefentatives  prefent  in  each 
houfe. 

That  no  money  be  borrowed  on  the  credit  of  the  United 
States  without  the  afTent  of  two- thirds  of  the  fenators  and 
reprefentatives  prefent  in  each  houfe. 

That  the  Congrefs  mall  not    declare  war  without    the 

o  #  , 

concurrence  of  two- thirds  of  the  fenators  and  reprefenta- 
tives prefent  in  each  houfe. 

That  the  privilege  of  the  Habeas  Corpus  fhall  not  by  any 
law  be  fufpended  for  a  longer  term  than  fix  months,  or 
until  twenty  days  after  the  meeting  of  the  Congrefs  next  fol- 
lowing; the  palling  the  act  for  fuch  tufpenfion. 

That  the  right  of  the  Congrefs  to  exercife  exclufive  le- 
gillation  over  fuch  diitrift,  not  exceeding  ten  miles  fquare, 
as  may  by  ceflion  of  a  particular  (tare,  and  the  acceptance 
of  Congrefs,  become  the  feat  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  lhall  not  be  fo  exercifed  as  to  exempt  the 
inhabitants  of  fuch  difirict  from  paying  the  like  taxes,  im- 
posts, duties  and  excifes,  as  lhall  be  impoled  on  the  other 
inhabitants  of  the  ftate  in  which  inch  ddirictmay  be  ;  and 
{hat  no  perfon  ihall  be  privileged  within  the  laid  diftrict 
from  arrelt  for  crimes  committed,  or  debts  contracted  out 
of  the  laid  diilrict. 

That  the  right  of  exclufive  legiflation  with  refpect  to 
fuch  places  as  may  be  purchafed  for  t  v  erection  of  forts, 
magazines,  arfenals,  dock-yards,  and  other  needful  build- 
ings, (hall  not  authori fe  the  Congrefs  to  make  any  law  to 
prevent  the  laws  of  the  itates  reflectively  in  which  jthcy 
may  be,  from  extending  to  fuch  places  in  ail 'civil  and  Crimi- 
nal matters;  except  as  to  fuch  perfons  as  fhall  bfe  in  the 
the  fervice  of  the  United  IStates  ;  nor  to  them  with  refpeel 
nes committed  without  fuch  places. 

That 
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That  thecompenfation  for  the  fenptors  and  reprefentatives 
T^e  ascertained  by  llanding  laws ;  and  that  no  alteration  of 
the  exifting  rate  of  compensation  lhall  operate  for  the  be- 
nefit of  the  reprefentarves,  until  after  a  l'ubfequent  elec- 
tion lhall  have  been  had. 

That  the  journals  of  the  Congrefs  (hall  be  publifhed  at 
lealt  once  a  year,  with  the  exception  of  fuch  parts  relating 
to  treaties  or  military  operations,  as  in  the  judgment  of 
either  houfe  fliall  require  iecrecy  ;  and  that  both  houfes  of 
Congrefs  lhall  always  keep  their  doors  open  during  their 
fefiions,  unlel's  the  bufinefs  may  in  their  opinion  require 
fecrecy.  That  the  yeas  and  nays  lhall  be  entered  on  the 
journals  whenever  two  members  in  either  houfe  may  re- 
quire it. 

That  no  capitation  tax  lhall  ever  be  laid  by  the  Con- 
grefs. 

That  no  perfon  be  eligible  as  a  {enator  for  more  than  fix 
years  in  any  term  of  twelve  years  ;  and  that  the  legisla- 
tures of  the  refpective  Hates  may  recal  their  fenators  of 
ei:her  of  them,  and  elect  others  in  their  ftead,  to  ferve  the 
remainder  of  the  time  for  which  the  fenators  lo  recalled  were 
appointed. 

That  no  fenator  or  reprefentative  fhall,  during  the  time 
for  which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  oifice  under 
the  authority  of  the  United  States.

That  the  executive  lhall  not  grant  pardons  for  trcafon, 
unlets  with  the  content  of  the  Congrefs  ;  but  may,  at  his- 
diicretion,  grant  reprieves  to  perfons  comvided  of  trcafon, 
until  their  cafes  can  be  laid  before  the  Congrefs. 

1  hat  the  president,  or  perfon  exeriiling  his  powers  for 
the  time  being,  lhall  not  command  an  army  in  the  held  in 
perlon,  without  the  previous  dt  lire  of  the  Congrefs. 

That  all  letters  patent,  commiilionj,  pardons,   writs  and 

procels 
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proeefs  of  the  United  States,  fhall  run  in  the  name  of  the 
■people  of  the  United  States,  and  be  tefted  in  the  name  of 
the  prefulent  of  the  United  States,  or  the  perfon  exercifmg 
his  powers  for  the  time  being,  or  the  firft  judge  of  the  court 
out  of  which  the  fame  mall  ifTue,  as  the  cafe  may  be. 

That  the  Congrefs  mall  not  conftituce,  ordain,  or  efta- 
blilh  any  tribunals  or  inferior  courts,  with  any  other  than 
appellate  jurisdiction,  except  fuch  as  maybe  neceilary  for 
the  trial  of  caufes  of  admiralty,  and  maritime  j-urifdiction, 
and  for  the  trial  of  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the 
high  feas  ;  and  in  all  other  cafes,  to  which  the  judicial 
power  of  the  United  States  extends,  and  in  which  the  fu- 
preme  court  of  the  United  States  has  not  original  jurisdic-

That  ii  he  fupreme  court  of  theUnited  States  lhall 

hold  any  other  office  under  the  United  States,  or  anyoftheih. 

That  the  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  lliall  extend 

to  nocbntroverSiesrefpectingland,  unlelsit  relate  to  claims 

of  territory  or  jurisdiction  between  Static s,  or  to  claims  of 

land  between  individuals,  or  between  Hates  and  individuals 

r  the  grants  ef  different  States. 

That  the  militia  of  any  itate  lhall  not  be  compelled  to 
ferve  without  the  limits  of  the  ftate  fcr  a  longer  term  than 
fix  weeks,  without  the  confent  of  the  legillature  thereof. 

That  the  words  without  the  confent  i  f  the  Gongre/s,  in  the 
feventh  claufe  of  the  ninth  Section  of  the  nrffc  article  of  the 
conltitution  be  expunged. 

That  the  fenators  andreprefentatives,  and  all  executive 
and  judicial  officers  of  the  United  States,  Shall  be  bound  by 
oath  or  affirmation  notto  infringe  orviolate  the  constitutions, 
or  rights  of  the  respective  ltates. 

That  the  legislatures  of  the  respective  States  may  make 
provision  by  law,  that  the  electors  of  the  election  districts, 
to  be  by  them  appointed,  ihall  chufe  a  cititi?.enof  the  United 
States,  who  lhall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  fuch  district 
for  the  term  of  one  year  immediately  preceding  the  time 
of  his  election,  for  one  of  the  representatives  of  fuch  State.

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STATE    OF    NORTH- CAROLINA. 

In  Convention,  Auguft  i,  1788. 

RESOLVED,  That  a  declaration  of  rights,  afTerting 
and  fecuring  from  encroachment  the  great  principles  of  ci- 
vil and  religious  liberty,  and  the  unalienable  rights  of  the 
people,  together  with  amendments  to  the  moil  ambiguous 
and  exceptionable  parts  of  the  laid  conflitution  of  govern- 
ment, ought  to  be  laid  before  Congrels,  and  the  convention 
of  the  dates  that  ihall  or  may  be  called  for  the  purpole  of 
amending  the  faid  cohfuitotidn,  for  their  confHiera'ion, pre- 
vious to  the  ratification  of  the  conititution  aforelaid,  on  the 
part  of  the  ftate  of  North-Carolina. 

Declaration  of  Rights. 

ift.  That  there  are  certain  natural  rights  of  which 
men,  when  they  form  a  focial  compact,  cannot  deprive  or 
it  their  pofterity,  among  which  are  the  enjoyment  of 
life  and  liberty,  with  the  means  of  acquiring,  poiTeiTing,  and 
protecting  property,  and  purfuing  and  obtaining  happinefs 
and  fafety . 

2d.  That  all  power  is  naturally  verted  in,  and  confe- 
quently  derived  from  the  people  ;  that  magiftrates  there- 
fore  are  their  trufcees  and  agents,  and  at  all  times  amena- 
ble to  them. 

3d.  That  government  ought  to  beinftitutedfor  the  com- 
mon benefit,  protection,  and  fecurity  of  the  people  ;  and 
that  the  doctrine  of  non-reiiftance  againft  arbitrary  power 
and  opprellion  is  abfurd,  flavilh,  and  destructive  to  the 
good  and  happinefs  of  mankind. 

4th.  That  no  man  or  fet  of  men,  are  entitled  to  exclu- 
five  or  feparate  public  emoluments,  or  privileges  from  the 
community,  but  in  confederation  of  public  fervices  ;  which 
not  being  defcendible,  neither  ought*  the  offices  of  magis- 
trate, legiflator,  or  judge,  or  any  other  public  office,  to  be 
hereditary. 

5th.  That  the  legiflative,  executive  and  judiciary  pow- 
ers of  government  fiiould  be  feparate  and  diltincr,  and  that 
the  members  of  the  two  fix-it  ma     b  ied  from   op- 

prefliun;  by  feeling  and  participating  the  public  burtjiem, 

they 
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they  fhouldat  fixed  periods  be  reduced  to  a  private  itation, 
•return  into  the  mats  of  the  people  ;  and  the  vacancies  be  fup- 
■plied  by  certain  and  regular  elections ;  in  which  all  or  any 
part  of  the  former  members  to  be  eligible  or  ineligible,  as 
the  rules  of  the  conltitution  of  government,  and  the  laws 
ihall  direct. 

6th.  That  elections  of  reprefentatives  in  thelegiflature 
ought  to  be  free  and  frequent,  and  all  men  having  fuflici- 
-ent  evidence  |of  permanent  common  interefb  with,  and 
attachment  to  the  community,  ought  to  have  the  right  of 
fuffrage  ;  and  no  aid,  charge,  tax  or  fee,  can  be  fet,  rated 
or  levied  upon  the  people  without  their  own  confent,  or 
that  of  their  reprefentatives,  fo  elected,  nor  can  they  be 
bound  by  any  law,  to  which  they  have  not  in  like  manner 
aflented  for  the  public  good. 

7th.  That  all  power  of  fufpending  laws,  or  the  execu- 
tion of  laws,  by  any  authority  without  the  confent  of  the 
reprelentatives  of  the  people  in  the  legiflature,  is  injurious 
to  their  rights,  and  ought  net  to  be  exercifed. 

8th.  That  in  all  capital  and  criminal  profecutions,  a  man 
hath  a  right  to  demand  the  caufe  and  nature  of  his  accuia- 
tion,  to  be  confronted  with  the  accufers  and  witnefies,  to 
call  for  evidence,  and  be  allowed  counfel  in  his  favor,  and 
to  a  fair  and  fpeedy  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  his  vicin- 
age, without  whofe  unanimous  confent  he  cannot  be  found 
guilty,  (except  in  the  government  of  the  land  and  naval 
forces)  nor  can  he  be  compelled  to  give  evidence  againft 
liimfelf. 

9th.  That  no  freeman  ought  to  be  taken,  imprifoned, 
or  difleized  of  his  freehold,  liberties,  privileges  or  fran- 
chifes,  or  outlawed  or  exiled,  or  in  ;my  manner  deftroyed  or 
deprived  of  his  life,  liberty,  or  property,  but  by  the  law  of 
the  land. 

10th.  That  every  freeman  retrained  of  his  liberty,  is 
entitled  to  a  remedy  to  enquire  into  the  lawful nefs  thereof, 
and  to  remove  the  fame,  if  unlawful,  and  that  fuch  remedy 
ought  not  to  be  denied  nor  delayed. 

nth.  That  incontroverted  refpecting  property,  and  in 
fuits  between  man  and  man,  the  ancient  trial  by  jury  is  one 
of  the  grcatcft  fecurities  to  the  rights  of  the  people,  and 
ought  to  remain  iacred  and  inviolable, 

1 2th. 
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isttli^  That  every  freeman  ought  to  find  a  certain  re- 
medy by  recourfe  to  the  laws  for  all  injuries  and  wrongs 
he  may  receive  in  perfon,  property  cr  character.  He  ought 
to  obtain  right  and  jufticefi  <:■-  ly  and  without  falc,  completely 
and  without  denial,  prompt  ly  and  without  delay,  and  that 
all  eftabliJhments,  or  regulations  contravening  thefe  rights, 
are  pppreffiye  and  unjult. 

13th.  That  exceffive  bail  ought  not  to  be  required,  nor 
exceffive  fines  impofed,  nor  cruel  and  unufual  punifhments 
inflicted. 

14th.  That  every  freeman  has  a  right  to  be  fecure  from 
all  unreafonable  fearches  and  feizures  of  his  perfon,  his  pa- 
pers, and  property  •  all  warrants  therefore  to  fearch  fuf- 
pected  places,  or  leize  any  freeman,  his  papers  or  proper- 
ty, without  information  upon  oath  (or  affirmation  of  a  per- 
fon religioufly  icrupulous  of  taking  an  oath)  of  legal  and 
fuincient  caule,  are  grievous  and  oppreffive,  and  all  general 
warrants  to  fearch  fuipected  places,  or  to  apprehend  any 
fufpected  perfon  without  fpecially  naming  or  defcribingthe 
place  or  perfon,  are  dangerous  and  ought  not  to  .be  granted.  - 

15th.  That  the  people  have  a  right  peaceably  to  affem- 
ble  together  to  confult  for  the  common  good,  or  to  inftrucl 
their  reprefentatives ;  and  that  every  freeman  has  a  right 
to  petition  or  apply  to  the  legillature  for  redrefs  of  griev- 
ances. 

1 6th.  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  freedom  of  fpeech, 
and  of  writing  and  publishing  their  fentiments;  that  the 
freedom  of  the  prefs  is  one  of  the  greateft  bulwarks  of  li- 
berty, and  ought  not  to  be  violated. 

17th.  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  keep  and  bear 
arms;  that  a  well  regulated  militia,  compofed  of  the  body 
of  the  people,  trained  to  arms,  is  the  proper,  natural,  and 
fafe  defence  of  a  freeftate.  That  {landing  armies  in  time 
of  peace  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  and  therefore  ought  to  be 
avoided,  as  far  as  the  circumltances  and  protection-  of  the 
community  will  admit  ;  and  that  in  all  caies  the  military 
fhould  be  under  ftrict  fubordination  to,  and  governed  by  the 
civil  ])o\vcl 

1  Sch.  That  no  fpldier  in  time  of  peace  ought  to  be  quar- 
tered in  any  houfe  without  the  confent  of  the  owner,  and 
in  time  of  war  in  luch  manner  as  the  law  directs. 

i  oth. 
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19th.  That  nny  perfon  religloufly  Scrupulous  of  bearing 
arms  ought  to  be  exempted  upon  payment  of  an  equivalent 
to  emplov  another  to  bear  anus  in  his  Head. 

20th.  That  religion  or  the  duty  which  we  owe  to  our 
Creator,  and  the  manner  of  difchargmg  it,  can  be  directed 
.only  by  reafon  and  conviction,  not  by  force  or  violence,  and 
therefore  all  men  have  an  equal,  natural  and  unalienable 
right,  to  the  free  exercife  of  religion  according  to  the  dic- 
tates of  confeience,  and  that  no  particular  religious  feci  or 
Society  ought  to  be  favored  or  eitabliihed  by  law  in  prefer- 
ence toothers. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

I.  That  each  Hate  in  the  union  mail,  reflectively,  re- 
tain every  power,  jurisdiction  and  right,  which  is  not  by 
this  constitution  delegated  to  the  Conorefs  of  the  United 
States,  or  to  the  departments  of  the  federal  government. 

II.  That  there  ihall  be  one  representative  for  every 
thirty  thouiand,  acccording  to  the  enumeration  or  cenlus, 
mentioned  in  the  comTitiuion,  until  the  whole  number  of 
representatives  amounts  to  two  hundred,  after  which,  that 
number  lhall  be  continued  or  increafed,  as  Congrefs  mall 
direct,  upon  the  principles  fixed  in  the  conftitution,  by  ap- 
portioning the  representatives  of  each  ftate  to  fome  greater 
number  of  people  from  time  to  time,  as  population  en- 
creafes. 

III.  When  Congrefs  mall  lay  direct,  taxes  or  excifes, 
they  mall  immediately  inform  the  executive  power  of  each 
ftate,  of  the  quota  of  inch  ftate,  according  to  the  cenSus 
herein  directed,  which  is  propoScd  to  be  thereby  raiSed  : 
And  if  the  legi  flat  ure  of  any  ftate 1  ihall  pafs  a  law,  which 
llu.il  be  effectual  for  railing  fuch  quota  at  the  time  required 
by  Congrefs,  the  taxes  and  excites  laid  by  Congrefs  ihail 
not  be  collected  in  fuch  ilate. 

IV7.   That  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  holife   of  re- 
presentatives ihall  be  ineli  nble  to  and  incapable  of  holding 
any  civil  office  under  the  authority  of  the    Uuned    Si 
during    the   time   for  which    they    ihall    refpectively  be 
elected. 

V.  That  the  journals  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate 
and  houfe  of  representatives  dial]  be  publiihed  at  lea  It  once 
in  every  ycar,except  fuchparts  1  elating  to  tn  .ties, 

alliances, 
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alliances,  or  military  operations,  as  in  their  judgment  re- 
quire fecrecy. 

VI.  That  a  regular  ftatement  and  account  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  of  the  public  money  fhall  be  pub- 
Jifhed  at  lead  once  in  every  year. 

VII.  That  no  commercial  treaty  fhall  be  ratified  -with- 
out the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of 
the  members  of  the  fenate  :  And  no  treaty,  ceding,  con- 
tracting, or  retraining  or  fufpending  the  territorial  rights 
or  claims  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  or  their,  or 
any  of  their  rights  or  claims  to  fHhing  in  the  American 
feas,  or  navigating  the  American  rivers,  ihall  be  made,  but 
in  cafes  of  the  molt  urgent  and  extreme  neceffity  ;  nor 
fhall  any  fuch  treaty  be  ratified  without  the  concurrence  of 
three-fourths  of  the  whole  number  of  the  members  of  both 
houfes  respectively. 

VIII.  That  no  navigation  law,  or  law  regulating  com* 
merce,  fhall  be  palled  without  the  confent  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  prefent  in  both  houfes. 

IX.  That  no  fcanding  army  or  regular  troops  fhall  be 
railed  or  kept  up  in  time  of  peace,  without  the  conlent  ot 
two-thirds  of  the  members  prefent  in  both  houfes. 

X.  That  nofoMier  fhall  be  enlifted  for  any  longer  term 
than  four  years,  except  in  time  of  war,  and  then  for  no 
longer  term  than  the  continuance  of  the  war. 

XI.  That  each  ftate  relpecYively,  fhall  have  the  power 
to  provide  for  organizing,  arming  and  ciiicij. lining  its  own 
militia,  whensoever  Congrefs  fhall  omit  or  neglect  to  pro- 
vide for  the  fame.  That  the  militia  lhall  not  be  Subject  to 
martial  law,  except  when  in  actual  fervice  in  time  of  war,  in- 
yafion  or  rebellion  :  And  when  not  in  the  actual  fervice  of 
the  United  States,  fhall  be  Subject  only  to  fuch  fines,  pe- 
nalties and  puniihments,  as  fhall  be  directed  or  inflicted  by 
the  laws  of  its  own  ftate. 

XII.  That  Congrefs  fhall  not  declare  any  ftate  to  be    in 
lion  without  the  confent  of  at  leaft    two- thirds  of  all 

the  members  prefent  of  both  houles. 

XIII.  That  the  exelufive  power  oflegiflation  given  to 
Congrefs  over  thefcderal  town  and  its  adjacent  dittrict,  and 
other  places,  purchafed  or  to  be  purchafed  by  Congrefs,  of 
any  of  the  itates,  fhall  exrend  only  to  fuch  regulations  as 
refpect  the  police  and  good  government  thereof. 
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XIV.  That  no  perfon  lhall  be  capable  of  being  prefident 
of  the  United  States  for  more  than  eight)  ears  in  any  term 
of  fixteen  years. 

XV.  That  the  judicial  power , of  the  United  States  mall 
be  veiled  in  one  lupreme  court,  and  in  fuch  courts  ofadmi- 
ralty,  as  Congrefs  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  ella- 
blilh  in  any  of  the  different  {hues.  The  judicial  power 
mall  extend  to  all  cafes  in  law  and  equity,  ariftog  under 
treaties  made,  or  which  mall  be  made  under  the  authority 
of  the  United  States ;  to  all  cafes  affecting  ambafladors, 
other  foreign  minillers  and  confuls  ;  to  all  cafes  of  admi- 
ralty and  maritime  jurifdi/tion  ;  to  controveiiies  to  which 
the  United  States  fliall  be  a  party  ;  to  controve'rfies  be- 
tween two  or  more  dates. and  between  parties  claiming  lands 
under  the  grants  of  different  ftates.  In  all  cafes  affecting 
ambafladcrs,  other  foreign  minifters  and  confuls,  and  thole 
in  which  a  ftate  fliall  be  a  party  ;  the  lupreme  court  fhall 
have  original  jurifdictioiyn  all  other  cafes  before  menti- 
oned ;  the  fuprerne  court  lhallhave  appellate  jurjfdiction  as 
to  matters  of  law  only,  except  in  cafes  of  equity,  and  of  ad- 
miralty and  maritime  jurifdiction,  in  which  the  lupreme 
court  ihall  have  appellate  jurifdiction,  both  as  to  law  and 
fact,  with  fuch  exceptions,  and  under  fuch  regulations  as  the 
Congrefs  lhall  make.  But  the  judicial  power  of  the  United 
States  lhall  extend  to  no  cafe  where  the  caufe  of  action 
lhall  have  originated  before  the  ratification  of  this  confti- 
t'ution,e'<cept  in  difputes  between  ftates  about  their  territory  ; 
difputes  between  perfons  claiming  lands  under  the  grants 
of  different  ftates,  and  fuits  for  debts  due  to  the  United 
States. 

XVI.  That  in  criminal  profecutions,  no  man  mail  be  re- 
ftrained  in  the  exercife  of  the  ufual  3nd  accultomcd  right 
of  challenging  or  excepting  to  the  jury. 

XVII.  That  Congrefs  lhall  not  alter,  modify,  or  inter- 
fere in  the  times,  places,  or  manner  of  holding  elections  for 
fenatorsand  representatives,  or  either  of  them,  except  when 
the  legillature  of  any  ftate  lhall  neglect,  refufe  or  be  difa- 
bled,  by  invafion  or  rebellion,  to  prefcribe  the  fame. 

XV II I.  That   thofe   claufes  which  declare   that  Con- 
grefs lhall  not  exercife  certain  powers,  be  not   interpreted 
in  any  manner  whutfoevcr  to  extend  the  powers  of  Con- 
grefs ; 
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orefs :  but  that  they  be  conflrued  either  as  making  excep- 
tions to  the  Specified  powers  where  this  mall  be  the  cafe,  or 
otherwise,  asinferted  merely  for  greater  caution. 

XIX.  That  the  laws  afcertaining  the  compenfarion  of 
fenators  and  representatives  for  their  Services,  be  postponed 
in  their  operation,  until  alter  the  election  of  representa- 
tives immediately  fu.xeeding  the  palling  thereof,  that  ex- 
cepted, which  mall  fir  ft  be  palled  on  the  Subject. 

XX.  Thatfome  tribunal,  other  than  the  Senate,  be  pro- 
vided for  trying  impeachments  of  fenators. 

XXI.  That  the  Salary  of  a  judge  lhall  not  be  iricreafed 
or  diminimed  during  his  continuance  in  office,  otherwise 
than  by  general  regulations  of  falary  which  may  take 
place,  on  a  revifion  of  the  Subject,  at  flated  periods  of  not 
lei's  than  feven  years,  to  commence  from  the  time  fuch  Sa- 
laries lhall  be  firft  afcertained  by  Congrefs. 

XXII.  That  Congrefs  erect  no  company  of  merchants 
with  exclulive  advantages  of  commerce. 

XXIII.  That  no  treaties  which  lhall  be  directly  oppofed 
to  the  exifting  laws  of  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  ailem- 
blcd,  lhall  be  valid  until  fuch  laws  mail  be  repealed,  or 
made  conformable  to  fuch  treaty  ;  nor  lhall  any  treaty  be 
valid  which  is  contradictory  to  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

XXI V.  That  the  latter  part  of  the  fifth  paragraph  of  the 
ninth  Section  of  the  firft  article  be  altered  to  read  thus — 
"  Nor  fhall  vefTels  bound  to  a  particular  ftate  be  obliged 
to  enter  or  pay  duties  in  any  other  ;  nor  when  hound  from 
any  one  of  the  ftatesbe  obliged  to  clear  in  another." 

XXV.  That  Congrefs  lhall  not  directly  or  indirectly, 
either  by  themfelves  or  through  the  judiciary,  interfere 
with  any  one  of  the  Itates  in  the  redemption  of  paper  mo- 
ney already  emitted  and  now  in  circulation,  or  inliquidating  , 
and  discharging  the  public  fecurities  of  any  one  of  the  Hates : 
But  each  and  every  ftate  lhall  have  the  exclulive  right  of 
making  fuch  laws  and  regulations  for  the  above  purpofe, 
as  they  lhall  think  proper. 

XXVI.  That  Congrefs  lhall  not  introduce  foreign  troops 
into  the  United  States  without  the  confent  of  two  thirds 
of  the  members  preSent  of  both  houfes.

N  .the  thirteenth  clay  of  March,  in  the  year  one  thou- 
faml  feven  hundred  and  eighty-eight,  appeared  be- 
fore me  Pieter  Galenus  Van  Hole,  Notary  of  Amfteldam, 
admitted  by  the  honorable  court  of  Holland, 

His  Excellency  the  Honorable  John  Adams,  Efquire,  in 
quality  as  especially  empowered  and  authorifed  by  the  Uni- 
ted States  of  America  in  Congrefs  aflembled,for  and  in  be- 
half of  faid  States  of  America,  toraifealoan  with  any 
perfon,  or  pcrfons  Hates  or  companies,  with  Subjoined"  af- 
lu  ranee  in  good  faith,  to  ratify  and  fulfil  all  that  ihall  be 
doneinrhisrefpectby  him  honorable appearer,  according  to 
authentic  copy  and  tranilation  of  the  original  commiflion  or 
power,  exhibited  to  me  notary,  and  depofited  in  my  cufto- 
dy  in  behalf  of  the  joint  money  lenders — the  honorable  ap- 
pearer being  to  return  ere  long  fori  America,  but  being  now 
in  this  city.  And  the  honorable  appearer  acknowledged 
himfelf  in  his  aforefaid  quality,  and  thus  in  the  name  and 
in  behalf  of  the  abovementioned  States  of  America  to  be 
duly  and  lawfully  indebted  to  and  in  behalf  of  fundry  per- 
fons  or  money  lenders,  in  all  a  fum  of  one  million  of  guil- 
ders, Dutch  current  money,  ariling  from  and  on  account  of 
So  much  ready  money  received  by  him  the  honorable  ap- 
pearer, in  his  aforefaid  quality,  to  his  perfect  Satisfaction, 
from  the  faid  money  lenders,  purfuant  the  receipt  here- 
after mentioned,  to  be  iigncd  by  the  honorable  appearer, 
under  the  authentic  copies  hereof,  expreflly  and  formally 
disavowing  the  excufe  of  untold  monies.  And  the  ho- 
norable appearer  promifed  in  his  aforefaid  quality  to  re- 
pay and  reimburfe  in  this  city  the  faid  fum  of  one  million 
of  guilders,  free  from  all  cofts,  charges  and  damages  to 
the  above  mentioned  money  lenders, or  their  ailigns,  at  the 
expiration  of  fifteen  years  alter  thefirft  day  of  June,  1780, 
and  that  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit  :

And  that  meanwhile  for  faid  principal  at  firft  for  the 
whole,  and  afterwards  for  the  refiduc,  at  the  expiration  of 
every  year,  intereft  mail  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  five  percent, 
in  the  year,  commencing  the  firft  day  of  June,  1788,  and 
to  continue  until  the  final  accompliihment,  and  that  on 
coupons  to  befignedby  or  on  the  part  of  faid  honorable 
appearer  in  his  aforefaid  quality. 

That  the  abovementioned  redeeming  {hall  be  perform- 
ed by  dra\vmg  in  the  prefence  of  a  notary  and  witnefTes, 
in  this  city,  after  the  expiration  of  the  firft  mentioned  ten 
years  in  fuch  a  manner  that  the  numbers  of  the  bonds  or 
obligations  drawn,  lhall  betimes  be  made  known  in  the 
public  papers. 

That^he  payment  of  the  interefts  asalfo  the  redeeming 
of  the  refpective  periods  fhall  be  made  at  the  compting 
houfes  of  the  hereafter  mentioned  gentlemen  directors,  or 
at  fuch  other  places  within  this  city,  as  fhall  likewife  be  ad- 
vertifed  in  rhe  public  papers. 

That  the  directors  of  this  negociation  fhall  be  Mefiieurs 
Wilhem  and  Jan  Willink,  and  Nicolaas  and  Jacob  Van  Stap- 
horft  of  this  city,  merchants,  wrho  are  by  thefe,  prefents 
thereto  named  and  appointed  by  the  honorable  appearer 
in  his  afore  faid  quality. 

The  honorable  appearer  promifing  and  engaging  in  the 
names  of  his  conftituents,that  the  amount  of  the  interefts 
and  of  the  redeemings  to  be  made  from  time  to  time  of  the 
faid  principal,  fhall  be  in  due  time  remitted  to  the  aforefaid 
gentle  nen  directors,  their  heirs  or  fuccefTors,  in  good  bills 
of  exchange,  American  produc~b,or  in  ready  money,  with- 
*4%»t  any  abatement  or  reduction  whatfoever. 

TThat  this  bond  or  obligation  fhall  never  be  fubjeel:  to 
any  impofts  or  taxes  already  laid,  or  in  time  to  come  to  be 
laid  in  the  frid  United  States  of  America,  or  any  of  them, 
even  iti  cafe  (which  God  forbid)  any  war,  hoftilities  or  di- 
vifions  ihouklarife  between  aforefaid  United  States,  or  any 
of  them,  on  the  one  tide,  and  the  States  of  thefe  lands  on 
the  o.her,  and  that  the  payment  of  the  principal  or  interefts 
ot  this  bond  or  obligation  ac:ordingly  can  in  no  wife  nor 
Under  any  pretext  whatfoever  be  hindered  or  delayed. 

The 
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The  honorable  appearer  in  his  aforefaid  quality  promi- 
sing and  engaging  moreover  for  and  in  the  names  of  the  faid 
United  btates,  that  there  (hall  never  be  made  or  entered 
into  by  them  or  on  their  parts  or  any  of  them  in  particular, 
any  convention  or  treaty,  public  or  private,  at  the  making 
of  peace  or  otherwife  by-^vhicli  the  validity  and  accom- 
pliihment  of  thefeprefents  might  be  prejudiced,  or  where- 
by any  thing  contrary  thereto  might  be  fiipulated  but  that 
without  any  exception  the  contents  hereof  fhall  be  kept 
and  maintained  in  full  force. 

The  honorable  appearer  in  his  aforefaid  quality  like  wife

to  be  there  kept  with  faid  authentic  copy  tranflation  of  the 
commifliott  or  power  of  him  honorable  appearer,  and  the 
engroffed  hereof,  for  the  fecurity  of  the  mor.ey  lendt  i  s, 
until  the  above  mentioned  principal  and  interefts  as  afor'e- 
iaid,  lhall  be  redeemed  and  paid  off. 

And  there  (hall  be  made  of  this  adt  (as  the  honorable  ap- 
pearer in  his  aforefaid  quality  coniems)  above  and  betides 
the  above- mentioned  engroiled,  one  thoufand  authentic 
copies,  which  (hall  be  of  the  fame  force  and  value,  and  have 
the  fame  effefl  as  the  engroffed  one,  under  every  erne  of 
which  copies  fliall  be  placed  a  receipt  of  one  thoufand  guil- 
ders, Dutch  current  money,  titheir  on  name  or  in  blank,  at 
the  choice  of  the  money  lenders,  to  be  (igned  by  him  ho- 
norable appearer,  and  which  receipts  (hall,  be  reflectively 
numbered  from  No.  i,  to  joco,  inclulive,  and  couruer- 
figned  by  the  above  mentioned  gentlemen  directors,  and 
duly  recorded  by  me  the  laid  notary,  as  a  tefiimony  that  no 
more  than  one  thoufand  bonds  or  obligations  are  numbered 
by  virtue  of  this  act — All  which  authentic  copies  with  the 
receipts  thereunder  placed,  (hall  at  the  redeeming  of  the 
principal,  be  reltored  by  the  bearers. 

On  failure  of  prompt  payment  as  well  of  the  principal 
as  of  theintereltsat  the  appointed  periods,  the  principal 
or  refiriue  thereof,  may  be  demanded  by  the  gentlemen  di- 
rectors in  behalf  of  the  money  lenders,   who  fliall  be  then
